Sir — The Indiana Board of Medical Registration and Exami- 
nation has the honor to submit its tenth annual report and to 
call your attention to the items which follow. 

During the year ending December 31, 1907, the medical cer- 
tificate of this Board has been issued by examination to one hun- 
dred and ninety physicians. Nineteen have failed to pass the 
examination, and certificates have therefore been refused these 
physicians. 

The medical institutions represented by applicants numbered 
thirty-five, situated in the States of Illinois, Missouri, Maryland, 
Indiana, Ohio, Massachusetts, Kentucky, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, 
Michigan, Virginia, Wisconsin, and also Naples, Italy. 

Those licentiates who attained a total of 900 points out of a 
possible 1,000 were placed on the Honor Roll, and the Board 
takes pleasure in stating that this honor was earned by the fol- 
lowing persons:

Resolution Concerning Examination Before Indiana State Board op- 
Medical Registration and Examination at the Close of 
the Second Year in Medical College. 

Resolvedj By the Indiana State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination that hereafter all students who have completed the work 
given in the freshman and sophomore years of a reputable medical col- 
lege may take the examinations of the State Board in the following sub- 
jects, to wit: Anatomy, including histology and embryology, physiology, 
chemistry, pathology and bacteriology. 

Provided, That any student who applies for such examination shall 
submit proper credentials, signed by the Dean and Secretary of the Col- 
lege from which he comes, with seal of the college affixed, showing that 
applicant has completed the work done in the medical freshman and 
sophomore years in the subjects enumerated above. 

Provided, further, That applicant shall pay to the Indiana State Board 
of Medical Registration and Examination the sum of fifteen dollars 
($15.00), for said examination, and provided further, that said sum is 
to be considered in. no wise as being in full or part payment for the final 
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9 

examination of the Indiana State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination for certificate to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics 
in the State of Indiana. 

Provided, further, That the Secretary of the Indiana State Board of 
Medical Registration and Examination shall keep of record the grades 
obtained by said applicants on file, the same to be added to the grades 
obtained at the final examination for certificate to practice medicine, 
surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana. 

Provided, further, That the Indiana State Board of Medical Registra- 
tion and Examination shall in no manner whatsoever reciprocate with 
any other State in like examinations and grades.

How to Obtain a License to Practice Medicine in Indiana* 



CIRCULAR OF INFORMATION. 



1. All applicants must be bona fide residents of the State 
six months before permanent certificates can be issued. 

2. Every applicant who entered medical college subsequent to 
February 1, 1903, must file his entrance credentials (State Board 
certificate, high school diploma or college degree, or equivalent) 
with medical credentials. 

3. Every applicant must procure the necessary blank from 
the Secretary of the Board, fill out completely and correctly and 
make affidavit to the same before some officer authorized to ad- 
minister oaths; also have two freeholders, residents of the same 
county in which applicant resides, make affidavit to the moral 
character and to the personal identity of the applicant as the 
person mentioned in the diploma. The application blank when 
properly filled, together with the diploma and fee, must be sent 
by express or registered mail to the State Board of Medical Reg- 
istration and Examination. Examination foe is $25, and can 
be sent in any form except personal check. 

4. An examination is required of all candidates. The sub- 
jects for examination are anatomy, including histology and em- 
bryology ; general surgery, materia medica and therapeutics, med- 
icine, obstetrics, pathology and bacteriology, chemistry, etiology 
and hygiene, physiology, neurology, gynecology, laryngology and 
rhinology, medical jurisprudence, physical diagnosis, ophthal- 
mology and otology, and pediatrics. The examination consists of 
100 questions, making a total of possible points 1,000; 750 points 
are required to pass. The examination begins the fourth Tuesday 
in May and October of each year, at 8 a. m., and continues three 
days. All applicants must be present at the beginning of the 
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first examination. Each applicant will have a table assigned to 
him by number, and he will be expected to use that table during 
the entire examination. 

5. Only graduates of reputable medical colleges are admitted 
to the examinations. Application for examination, accompanied 
by diploma, preliminary credentials required for entrance into 
medical college and fee, $25.00, must be on file in this office at 
least five days prior to the date for examination. Every appli- 
cant is required to send to the Secretary of the Board, with his 
credentials, a recent unmounted photograph of himself. Every 
applicant for examination is required to file a recent photograph 
of himself. Photograph must be not larger than 314 i^^- by 5 in., 
and be unmounted. Applicant must have placed on reverse of 
photo statement from his freeholders that he is the person they 
recommend in freeholders' affidavit, and that he is personally 
known to them. A card of admission to the examination will be 
issued to every applicant whose credentials are received in due 
time and are satisfactory. No one will be admitted to the exami- 
nation unle&s he presents this card the morning the examination 
begins. 

6. Any applicant who desires to be examined in a foreign lan- 
guage, should notify the Secretary of the Board of the fact at least 
two weeks before the examination, and forward with the said in- 
formation the translation fee of $15.00. 

7. Temporary permits to practice medicine, surgery and ob- 
stetrics until one month after the next regular meeting of the 
Board, are issued on request, when the application is complete 
and satisfactory, diploma recognized and fee paid in full. Per- 
mits are issued only to applicants not eligible to a former exami- 
nation. Applicants are expected to take first examination after 
graduation or location in this State. No permits are granted 
during the month preceding examination. Do not file permit with 
County Clerk, 

8. Upon receipt of permanent certificate by the applicant, he 
shall, upon the presentation of the same to the Clerk of the county 
in which he resides, receive a license to practice medicine, sur- 
gery and obstetrics within the State of Indiana. This license 
entitles the holder to practice in the State so long as he maintains 
his residence in the county in which license was issued. In case 
of change of residence from one county to another within this 
State, the holder of a physician's license shall obtain a new license 
in the county where he proposes to reside, by filing with the 
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County Clerk the license obtained by him in the county in which 
he last resided, and the Clerk shall issue to him a new license. 
Do not take out new license unless permanent change of residence 
is made. 

9. No person is qualified to practice medicine, surgery, ob- 
stetrics or the healing art in any form, within the State of Indiana, 
who has not first procured a license or temporary permit to do 
so under the acts of 1897, 1899, 1901 or 1905. 

10. Those who desire to apply for license to practice mid- 
wifery must follow the same rules as above, except that the fee is 
only $10.00. Translation fee, $10.00. 

11. Former sets of examination questions are not sent out, ex- 
cept as they appear in each annual report, which will be mailed 
on receipt of fifteen cents for postage. 



REaPROaTY. 



Indiana will admit to licensure through reciprocity any licen- 
tiate of a sister State who satisfies the Indiana State Board of 
Medical Registration and Examination that he has submitted to 
examination tests, both medical and academic, which were sub- 
stantially the equivalent of the Indiana requirements at the time 
of his original registration. 

First. The applicant must cause to be filled completely and 
correctly, the official application blank of the State where regis- 
tration and license are sought. 

Second. The applicant must furnish certificate that he has 
been in reputable practice in the State from which he comes for 
at least one year immediately preceding the application. 

Third. The above certificate must bear the signatures of the 
President and Secretary of the county, State or national medical 
society of the school or system of practice to which the applicant 
belongs and the seal of said society must be affixed. In the ab- 
scence of seal an affidavit must be attached, that such signatures 
are those of the President and Secretary of the county, State or 
national medical society. 

Note. — Other evidence than the above will not be accepted. 

Fourth. The applicant must be the legal possessor of a di- 
ploma issued by a medical college recognized as in good standing 
by the Indiana State Board of Medical Registration and Exam- 
ination. 

Fifth. Certificates by reciprocity are not issued until appli- 
cant has satisfied the Indiana Board by documentary evidence that 
both academic and medical qualifications are in all essential par- 
ticulars the equal of Indiana licentiates. 

Sixth. Applicants for certificates to practice in Indiana on 
the basis of a diploma must have been graduated and licensed 
to practice medicine prior to March 11, 1901. Applicants gradu- 
ating or receiving license subsequent to this date must have suc- 
cessfully passed an examination substantially the equal of exami- 
nation required by Indiana Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination. 
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Seventh. If entrance to medical college be subsequent to Feb- 
ruary 1, 1903, applicant must submit his entrance credentials, 
which must have been sufficient to admit him to the State Univer- 
sities of Indiana without conditions. 

Eighth. For its own protection, the Indiana Board deems it 
necessary to require that every applicant for license by reciprocity 
shall in person present to the Secretary or Clerk of the Board his 
diploma. 

Ninth. In order that this Board may determine the eligibility 
of applicants who desire to be licensed in Indiana, the rules above 
mentioned must be complied "with in every particular. 

At the present time Indiana reciprocates with the following 
States: District of Columbia, Georgia, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, Ne-; 
vada, New Hampshire, Ohio, Tennessee, Texas, Utah, Vermont, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Wisconsin, Wyoming. 

While the above States have entered into reciprocity with In- 
diana, each State reserves the right to require certain qualifica- 
tions before applicants will be endorsed or received. Regarding 
these special requirements one should correspond with the Secre- 
tary of the Examining Board of the State wherein he wishes to 
locate. 

The following States do not reciprocate under any conditions :

BASIS OF QUALinCATIONS FOR INTERSTATE RECOGNITION 

AND ENDORSEMENT OF LICENSES* 



PREREQUISITE CREDENTIALS. 

As a prerequisite to reciprocal registration the applicant there- 
for shall file, in the office of the Board of the State of which he 
is a licentiate and of the State where reciprocal registration is 
sought, such evidence of good moral and professional character as 
may be demanded by said boards, and such evidence, at the dis- 
cretion of either board, may include proof of membership in a rec- 
ognized medical society, and such membership may be considered 
in connection with the other evidences of character presented. 

Qualification I. 

A certificate of registration showing that an examination has 
been made by the proper board of any State in which an average 
grade of not less than 75 per cent was awarded, the holder thereof 
having been at the time of said examination the legal possessor of 
a diploma from a medical college in good standing in the State 
where reciprocal registration is sought, may be accepted, in lieu 
of examination, as evidence of qualification. Provided, That in 
case the scope of the said examination was less than that pre- 
scribed by the State in which registration is sought, the applicant 
may be required to submit to a supplemental examination by the 
board thereof in such subjects as have not been covered. 

(10) 
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Qualification II. 

A certificate of registration, or license issued by the proper 
board of any State, may be accepted as evidence of qualification 
for reciprocal registration in any other State: Provided, The 
holder of such certificate had been engaged in the reputable prac- 
tice of medicine in such State at least one year, and also provided 
that the holder thereof was, at the time of such registration, the 
legal possessor of a diploma issued by a medical college in good 
standing in the State in which reciprocal registration is sought, 
and that the date of such diploma was prior to the legal require- 
ment of the examination test in such State. 

Matriculation. 

After July 1, 1906, the minimum requirement for registration 
in a medical college shall be a recognized diploma from a four- 
year high school, college, academy or university, or a recognized 
equivalent certificate, such diploma or certificate having the fol- 
lowing minimum standard : Academic work and examinations, 60 
counts (a count represents one recitation a week for the school 
year). Required, 30 counts (after 1906, 35 counts), as follows: 
English, 10 counts; mathematics, 10 counts; Latin, 5 counts (10 
counts after 1906) ; physics, 5 counts. Elective, 30 counts (after 
1906, 25 counts), be chosen from the following: English, 10 
counts; French, 10 counts; German, 10 counts; Spanish, 10 
counts; Greek, 10 counts; drawing, 3 counts; history, including 
civics, 10 counts; botany, 5 counts; zoology, 5 counts; biology, 
5 counts; chemistry, 5 counts; trigonometry, 2 counts; physical 
geography, 5 counts; physiology and hygiene, 5 counts. Condi- 
tions may be allowed not to exceed a total of 15 counts. 

Graduation Requirements. 

1. The course shall consist of four terms in four separate 
calendar years. 

2. Each term shall consist of at least thirty weeks of work ex- 
clusive of holidays, and not less than thirty hours of college work 
each week. 

3. The entire course of four years shall consist of at least 
4,000 hours divided into the subjects as shown in the Schedule of 
Medical Course (Kober) and no college shall be recognized that 
falls below this standard over 20 per cent in any one branch or 
over 10 per cent in the total.

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MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS FOR MEDICAL COLLEGES 
TO BE ACCOUNTED IN GOOD STANDING. 



By the Indiana State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 

After January, 1907. 

Medical colleges, to be in good standing with the Indiana State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination after January, 
1907, shall require, as a prerequisite to matriculation : 

(1) A certificate of good moral character signed by two repu- 
table physicians of the State in which applicant last resided. 

(2) As evidence of required preliminary education, a diploma 
from a recognized university, or college of arts or science, or 
equivalent degree requiring a four years' course of study as an 
essential to graduation; or a diploma or certificate of graduation 
from a recognized commissioned high school, issued after four 
years of study of at least eight months in each separate year, and 
whose curriculum embraces at least the following:

Or in lieu of diploma: 

(3) A certificate of qualification from a State Medical Exam- 
ining Board, after a successful examination before said Board, 

(20) 
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with an average grade of not less than 75 per cent in the branches 
named above. 

(a) Two dollars is hereby fixed as the fee for inspecting cre- 
dentials and issuing certificates thereon. 

(b) The fee of three dollars is authorized to be* collected by 
the Clerk of the Board in charge of the examination from each 
applicant, payable previous to each and every examination. The 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall issue to 
applicants who successfully pass such examination, a certificate, 
the form of which shall be furnished by this Board ; .such certifi- 
cate, when endorsed by the President and Secretary of the Board, 
to be received and recognized by this Board as equivalent to a 
diploma or certificate from a recognized high school, issued after 
four years of study of at least eight months in each separate year, 
or certificate of State Board of Medical Examiners, college or uni- 
versity having a classical course. 

(c) Applicants for matriculation in recognized medical col- 
leges who do not possess a diploma or certificate under and in 
conformity with recognized credentials should take this exami- 
nation. 

The foregoing evidence of preliminary education will be re- 
quired of all applicants to the Indiana State Board of Medical 
Registration and Examination before taking the examination of 
the Board: Provided, Such applicant did not matriculate prior 
to February 1, 1907, in which event the requirements for matricu- 
lation qualifications in force at the time of matriculation shall 
apply. 1 

Graduates of medical colleges recognized by this Board at the 
time of their graduation may be admitted to any recognized med- 
ical college without examination or documentary evidence of pre- 
liminary education. 

ADVANCED STANDING. 

1. Graduates of regularly established and recognized univer- 
sities or colleges or art and science, possessing a B. S., A. B. or 
equivalent degree, may be admitted to the sophomore year of a 
four-year medical course in a recognized medical college, pro- 
vided applicants holding such degrees furnish satisfactory docu- 
mentary evidence of having completed all the work of the med- 
ical freshman year, in obtaining such degree. 

2. Students presenting a satisfactory certificate from a recog- 
nized university or college of arts or science, requiring four years 
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as an essential to graduation, of having completed three years of 
such course may be admitted to the sophomore year of a four- 
year medical course in a recognized medical college: Provided, 
Such certificate from such scientific or literary college shall show 
that the medical degree from such medical college will entitle the 
holder to the bachelor's degree from the institution granting such 
certificate : And, provided, Such students have complied with the 
entrance requirements of this Board as herein mentioned, and 
have completed all the work of the medical freshman year before 
advancement to the sophomore year in said medical college. 

3. Graduates of a recognized university or college of arts or 
science requiring a four-year course of study as an essential to 
graduation, may be admitted to the junior year of a medical col- 
lege recognized by this Board: Provided, Such university, or col- 
lege of arts or science embraces in its curriculum, and possesses 
adequate equipment for teaching, all of the subjects taught in 
the freshman and sophomore years of the medical college in which 
matriculation is sought : And provided. That applicants for such 
advanced standing shall present satisfactory evidence of having 
completed all of the work of the freshman and sophomore years 
of such medical course. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR MEDICAL COLLEGES. 

After January, 1907, only such medical colleges shall be consid- 
ered in good standing by the Indiana State Board of Medical Reg- 
istration and Examination as have: 

(1) Complied with the requirements of this Board heretofore 
in force. 

(2) And that possess an adequate and competent faculty for 
teaching medicine, surgery and obstetrics in all their branches. 

(3) And that afford their students adequate clinical and hos- 
pital facilities. 

(4) And that embrace in their curriculum anatomy, physiol- 
ogy, chemistry, materia medica, therapeutics, medicine, surgery, 
obstetrics, gynecology, histology, pathology, pediatrics, bacteri- 
ology, opthalmology, otologj'-, laryngology, rhinology, dermatol- 
ogy, physical diagnosis, hygiene and medical jurisprudence. 

(5) And that require attendance upon at least eighty (80) per 
cent, of each course of instruction. 

(6) And that give four graded courses of instruction in sep- 
arate calendar years, the aggregate of which amounts to at least 
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120 weeks of at least 30 hours each ; and at least 42 months must 
have elapsed between the student's matriculation and his gradu- 
ation. 

(7) No matriculation shall be considered valid that antedates 
actual college attendance more than ten (10) days. 

(8) And that require an average grade in each course of in- 
struction of at least 75 per cent, in examinations as a condition of 
graduation. 

(9) And that fulfill all their published promises, requirements 
and claims respecting advantages to their students and courses 
of instruction. 

(10) All medical colleges in good standing with the Indiana 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall pub- 
lish annually a catalogue showing the number of matriculants, and 
the date of their matriculation; and also a separate list of all 
graduates of the session or year next preceding and shall publish 
a full and comprehensive description of their laboratories, to- 
gether with a specific statement in detail of the equipment and 
facilities of each. 

(11) Colleges may honor the official credentials presented by 
students from other colleges having the standard requirements 
provided herein, excepting for the fourth year of their course, 
but no college shall admit a student to advanced standing with- 
out first communicating with the college from which such student 
desires to withdraw, and receiving from the dean of such college 
a direct written communication certifying to the applicant's pro- 
fessional and moral qualifications, and to the exact work he has 
done in said college: Provided, That all rules in conflict with 
the above are hereby repealed. 

Note 1. Credentials of applicants for entrance to medical col- 
leges will be inspected the third Tuesday in August of each year. 
All credentials for inspection must be sent to Room 120, State 
House, Indianapolis, Indiana, not later than the above date. 

Note 2. The preliminary examination for those desiring to 
enter medical college will be given in Room 120, State House, In- 
dianapolis, Indiana, the first Tuesday in September of each year. 
This examination is given for the accommodation of those who do 
not possess the documentary evidence of preliminary education 
herein set forth. 

Note 3. Those desiring to take this examination must notify 
the Secretary of the Board not later than September 1st. 

Note 4. The State Board will, if requested, inspect the ere- 
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dentials of applicants for matriculation and issue certificates of 
entrance qualifications to such as furnish the documentary evi- 
dence of the required education. 

Note 5. (a) A diploma or certificate required by rule of this 
Board must be a formal and regularly conferred document au- 
thorized by law and issued under the authority of a legally char- 
tered and recognized high school, academy, normal school, college 
or university, or by a State Board of Education, a State Board of 
Medical Examiners or a Board of Preliminary Examiners, and 
such diplomas or certificates must fulfill the minimum require- 
ments of preliminary education as herein set forth. This exam- 
ination must be conducted by or under the authority of the State 
Board of Medical Examiners of the State in which the college is 
located. In no case shall it be conducted by any person connected 
with the faculty, medical or otherwise, of the institution to which 
the student is seeking admission. 

(b) It is worse than useless to send in teachers' licenses and 
informal certificates issued by principals or other ofiicial of high 
schools, collegiate institutes and private educational institutions 
which are not authorized by law, and are not recognized by the 
Board as fulfilling the requirements of the rule relating to the 
legal requirements of preliminary education.

In Physics — Carhart and Chute's *^High School Physics," or 
Gage's ** Elements of Physics." 
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In Chemistry — Remsen's ** Briefer Course/' or Hessler and 
Smith's ** Essentials of Chemistry."

DUTIES OF COUNTY CLERKS EXPLAINED. 



(Section of law requiring county clerks to make annual reports to the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination.) 

The Indiana Medical Law, approved March 8, 1897, makes it 
the duty of the Clerk of each county of the State to submit annu- 
ally on the first day of January of each year, to the State Board 
of Medical Registration and Examination, upon blanks furnished 
by said Board, a duplicate list of all certificates received and 
licenses issued by him during the preceding year, and shall in- 
clude therein the date of said license, the name, age, residence, 
etc., of the person receiving the same. (See section 3, page 57, 
of the Act of 1897.) 

The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination is 
required to make an annual report to the Governor. This report 
can not be completed until all county clerks have made their re- 
ports to the Board as required by law. Much embarrassment to 
both county clerks and the State Board would be avoided by 
clerks making these reports promptly on the first day of January. 
The Secretary of the Board has, in several instances, been com- 
pelled to ask the Attorney-General to take up tlie question with 
negligent county clerks. 

Upon the receipt of the certificate by the applicant from the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, the appli- 
cant shall, upon the presentation thereof to the clerk of the coun- 
ty in which he resides, receive from the county clerk a license to 
practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics within the State of In- 
diana. The person receiving such license shall pay to the county 
clerk fifty cents ($0.50) as his fee for issuing and recording such 
license as hereinafter provided. In case of change of residence 
from one county to another within this State, the holder of a 
physician 's license shall obtain a new license in the county where 
he proposes to reside, by filing with the county clerk the license 
obtained by him in the county in which he last resided, in the 
same manner as provided for on the presentation of his certificate 
from the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
and the clerk shall issue him a new license. (As amended March 3. 
1899, Acts 1899, p. 247.) 

(26) 
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The county clerk should not issue licenses to traveling physi- 
cians. I 

The law plainly states that in case of change of residence only 
shall new license be issued. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the clerk of the county in which 
an applicant resides to issue to the person presenting such certifi- 
cate, as hereinbefore provided for, a license under his oflScial seal 
in the following form:

ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 



To the Indiana State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion: 

Gentlemen — ^We beg to submit the following report for the year 
1907 : 

Many charges have been filed before the Board. The following 
shows what was done with these various charges at each meeting 
of the Board: 

On January 8th charges were filed against Julius C. Blume 
and Henry L. Miller, alleging that they had procured their licenses 
by fraud and asking to have the same revoked. 

On February 5th the license of John W. Arnold was revoked 
on the charge of gross immorality. 

On March 12th, charges against Julius C. Blume and Henry 
L. Miller, above, were submitted to the Board and the evidence 
heard, and they were taken under advisement. 

On April 16th the Board found that the charges against Blume 
were sustained, and revoked his license and certificate. The Board 
further found that the charges against Miller were not sustained. 

On May 29th the order of the Board revoking the license of 
John W. Arnold was set aside in accordance with the deieision of 
the Bartholomew Circuit Court, Arnold having appealed to the 
said court and the action of the Board having been reversed. 

On August 20th, charges against Joseph N. Fleener and Wil- 
ilam P. Hacker were filed. 

On September 17th the charges against Joseph N. Fleener were 
submitted, the evidence heard and the case taken under advise- 
ment. The case against William P. Hacker was continued. 

On October 23d the Board passed a resolution under the ad- 
vice of its attorneys, as follows: **When the evidence in a case 
brought before this Board discloses to the satisfaction of the Board 
that a licensed physician is using the privileges conferred upon 
him by law to debauch the community in which he practices, he 
shall be adjudged guilty of gross immorality.'' 

Following the passage of this resolution it was ordered and 
adjudged that the license of Joseph N. Fleener be revoked be- 
cause of gross immorality, while the hearing of the charges against 
William P. Hacker was continued. 

(28) 
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Charges were filed before the Board against Willard P. Wed- 
ding, alleging gross immorality and asking the revocation of his 
license. 

On November 17th the charges against Willard F. Wedding 
were submitted, the evidence heard, and the case taken under ad- 
visement. 

In addition to the above, on January 16, 1907, O. C. Brown 
was prosecuted at Martinsville and convicted of practicing medi- 
cine without a license. 

On April 28th the charges against John W. Arnold were heard 
before the Circuit Court of Bartholomew County, Indiana, and the 
action of the Board revoking his license was reversed. 

On June 11th one Kile was prosecuted at Marion, Indiana. 

The case of State ex rel. Rhodes vs. the State Board of Med- 
ical Registration and Examination was decided against the Board 
by the Judge of the Circuit Court of Marion County. An appeal 
was taken by the Board to the Supreme Court of Indiana, and 
there the case was reversed. 

The case of State ex rel. Barnett vs. the Board was the most 
important case which was tried during the year. This case in- 
volved the power of the Board to make certain requirements for 
osteopathic colleges. It was tried in the Superior Court of Marion 
County and decided in favor of the Board. This case has been 
appealed to the Supreme Court of Indiana, where it has been 
briefed by both the appellant and appellee and is now pending. 

One A. B. Melville has filed mandate proceedings in the Supe- 
rior Court of Marion County, Indiana, against the Board. This 
suit is now pending. 

All of the above cases and all the charges filed before the Board 
have received the personal attention of your attorneys, and we have 
been present and assisted the Board in developing the facts and 
advised them with regard to the law in all the above cases where 
charges asking the revocation of licenses have been filed before 
the Board. We have defended all the above cases brought against 
the Board, both in the lower courts and on appeal. Doctors and 
prosecuting attorneys from all parts of the State have come to 
us for advice, and we have directed them how to proceed and what 
to do in order to enforce the medical laws of the State. We have 
been present at practically every session of the Board and have 
been consulted by the Board in regard to many of the perplexing 
questions that come up to them.

PROSECUTIONS. 



To open an office for such purpose or to announce to the public 
in any way a readiness to practice medicine in any county of the 
State, or to prescribe for, or to give surgical assistance to, or to 
heal, cure or relieve, or to attempt to heal, cure or relieve, those 
suffering from injury or deformity, or disease of mind or body, or 
to advertise, or to announce to the public in any manner a readi- 
ness or ability to heal, cure or relieve, those who may be suffering 
from injury or deformity or disease of mind or body shall be to 
engage in the practice of medicine within the meaning of this act : 
Provided, That nothing in this act shall be construed to apply to 
or limit in any manner the manufacture or sale of proprietary 
medicines. It shall also be regarded as practicing medicine within 
the meaning of this act if any one shall use in connection with his 
or her name the words or letters **Dr.," *' Doctor,'' * * Prof essor, ' ' 
*^M. D.,'' or ^* Healer,*' or any other title, word, letter or designa- 
tion intending to imply or designate him or her as a practitioner 
of medicine or surgery in any of its branches: Provided, That 
this act shall not be construed to apply to nonitinerant opticians 
who are at this time engaged in, or who may hereafter engage in 
the practice of optometry in this State, nor to professional or 
other nurses. 

One who does any of the above acts without a license is guilty 
of practicing medicine without a license, and on conviction sliall 
be fined not less than $25 nor more than $200. 

The offense of practicing medicine without a license is a mis- 
demeanor and may be prosecuted either by indictment or by af- 
fidavit and information. The latter method is the quicker and 
surer. 

For the latter method the proper course of procedure is : 

1. Ascertain from county clerk or secretary of the Medical Board 

whether the accused has a license to practice medicine. 

2. Get statements, signed in writing if possible, showing — 

a. Who made first arrangements with accused. What that 

was and when made. 

b. The name of the patient and the character of the disease 

treated. 

(30) 
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c. What examination and diagnosis was made. When and 

where and who present. 

d. What treatment prescribed or given. When and where 

and who present. 

e. How long the treatment continued. 

f . What was the result. 

g. What was the compensation and by whom paid. 

h. What the accused said on first visit, on second visit, on 

third visit, etc. 
i. Any other general information concerning the conduct of 

the case, 
j. Copy of any advertisement, 
k. A copy of any sign. 

1. Get original prescriptions and any medicine given if pos- 
sible, 
m. Examine records for birth or death returns. 
The many cases from all parts of the State make it impossible 
for the Board or its attorneys to look up the evidence, and it must 
necessarily depend on the parties locally interested to do this part 
of the work. 

3. Fill out the blanks in the following affidavit, sign and swear 
to same before a notary public:

Swear to this at a time the grand jury is not in session and 
your Circuit or Criminal Court is in session. Take this affidavit 
to the prosecutor or jSle it with your county clerk.

It is the duty of the county prosecutor to prosecute the case. 
Lend him your assistance by furnishing statements of evidence 
and in any other way in your power. 

If you or the prosecutor will communicate with the. Board, its 
attorneys will render any assistance in their power. If you pre- 
fer and will send to the Board the statement of facts called for 
at No. 2 or so much thereof as you are able to get, the Board will 
make out the affidavit and cause the prosecution to be begun if 
there appears to be good grounds therefor.

INDIANA MEDICAL LAW OF J897, WITH AMENDMENTS 

OF J899, J90J and J905- 



Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, That it shall hereafter be unlawful for any person to 
practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics in this State without first 
obtaining a license so to do, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. After this law goes into effect, any person desiring to 
begin the practice of medicine, surgery or obstetrics in this State, 
shall procure from the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination a certificate that such person is entitled to a license 
to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indi- 
ana; and in order to procure such certificate the applicant shall 
submit to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion his diploma, with an affidavit setting forth the time and num- 
ber of terms, duration of each term, applicant was required to be 
in attendance at said school in order to complete said course of 
study, and that the affiant is the person to whom such diploma was 
issued. Such application shall be accompanied by the affidavit of 
two freeholders resident in the same county in which the applicant 
resides, stating that the applicant is the person named in the ac- 
companying diploma and application for certificate. All diplomas 
received by the Board shall be returned to the person owning the 
same, and for failure to return any diploma to its lawful owner 
within a reasonable time the secretary of said Board shall be liable 
on his bond for damages in the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25). 
Such applicant shall pay to said Board the sura of ten dollars 
($10) at the tirae of making such application. All persons who 
were practicing medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of 
Indiana on March 8, 1897, and have not complied with the provi- 
sions of the law, and desiring to continue the same, shall, on or be- 
fore July 11, 1899, obtain a certificate that they are entitled to do 
so by presenting to the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination the license possessed by them at the time of the pas- 
sage of this law, together with an affidavit that they are the legal 
passessors of the same, and the persons mentioned therein, and 
such applicant shall pay to the Board the sum of one dollar ($1)

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at the time of making such application. The Board shall there- 
upon issue to such applicant a certificntc, wliich, when presented to 
the county clerk of the proper counly, sliall entitle the holder to a 
license to practice medicin(\ surgery and o])stetrics in the fState of 
Indiana. In the event an applicant for a certificate from the State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination sliall present a 
diploma from a medical college which is not recognized as main- 
taining a suffij-iently high grade or standard of medical education 
as defined and fixed in the records of the Board, the applicant shall 
have the privilege of -being examined as to his qualifications to 
practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in such manner as the 
Board shall provide, and if he shall pass an examination satisfac- 
tory to the Board ho shall receive a certificate, the same as if he 
had presented a satisfactory diploma and other evidences and 
qualifications for the practice of medicine. But if he should fail 
to pass such examination he shall be permitted to submit to an- 
other examination within twelve months from the time of the first 
examination.

The county clerk shall enter of record the name, age, place of 
birth, address, school or system of medicine to which said applicant 
belongs, and the person so registering shall subscribe to and verify 
by oath before such clerk an affidavit concerning such facts, which, 
if willfully false, shall subject the affiant to conviction for perjury. 
The county clerk shall furnish annually, on the firet day of Jan- 
uary, to the State Board of i\Iedical Registration and Examination, 
upon blanks furnished ])y said Board, a duplicate list of all certifi- 
cates received and liccns(\s issued by him during the preceding 
year, and shall includes therein the date of issue of said license, 
and the name, age and r(\sidence of the person receiving the same. 

Sec. 4. Within thirty days after this law goes into effect, it 
shall be the duty of the Governor of the State of Indiana to ap- 
point a State Board of I\Tedical Registration and Examination, 
composed of i\Y(i (5) members, who shall serve, two for one year, 
one for two years, one for three vears and one for four velars : and 
their successors for a term of four vears each. No school or svstem 
of medicine shall have a majority representaticm on such Board. 
Said Board shall be nonpartisan, and not more than Ihree shall be 
members of any one political party. The Oovernor shall select 
members of said Board of ^ledical Registration and Examination 
from reputable physicians in this State wlio iwo graduatc^s of any 
college of medicine of good repute: Provided, That no professor 
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or teacher in a medical college shall be appointed as a member of 
such Board: Provided, further, That each of the four schools or 
systems of medicine having the largest numeri?al representation 
in the "State shall have at least one representative on said Board. 
Should a vacancy occur in said Board by death, resignation, re- 
moval or otherwise, then it shall be the duty of the Governor to 
fill the vacancy from the school or system entitled to representa- 
tion by virtue of such vacancy. The Governor shall have power to 
remove any member of said Board for in(!ompetency, gross im- 
morality, for any abuse of his official power, or for other good 
cause, and may fill any vacancy thus occasioned by appointment. 
Any person appointed to fill any vacancy on such Board, whether 
occasioned by death, resignation, removal or otherwise, shall hold 
for the unexpired term of the member whose place he is appointtjd 
to fill. i 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the members of the State Board 
of Medical Registration and Examination to meet in the city of 
Indianapolis within thirty days after their appointment, and or- 
ganize by the election of a president, secretary and treasurer, who 
shall serve until the second Tuesday in January following, and 
their successors shall be elected on the second Tuesday in January 
annually thereafter. The said Board shall hold regular meetings 
on the second Tuesday in January and July of each year, and as 
often in addition as may be necessary for the transaction of such 
business as may properly come before it under the provisions of 
this act, and shall have power to make all necessary rules and reg- 
ulations for the transaction of its business. 

For their services the members shall receive the sum of six dol- 
lars ($6) per day, and their traveling expenses necessarily in- 
curred in the attendance upon the business of said Board. It 
shall be the duty of the secretary of said Board to keep a record 
of all applications for certificates, and such record shall contain all 
the facts set forth in such application, including the action of the 
Board thereon, and shall execute all orders of said Board, and the 
secretary shall have for such service the sum of two hundred and 
fifty dollars (250) per annum to be paid from the funds of said 
Board, and said Board may employ a clerk and ^x his salary at not 
more than five hundred dollars ($500) per annum. 

It shall be the duty of the treasurer of said Board to pay quar- 
terly all moneys received by the Board to the Treasurer of State, 
which moneys shall be credit(^d to a separate and permanent fund 
for medical registration and examination, which is hereby created. 
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All moneys so paid to the Treasurer of State shall remain and be 
a separate and permanent fund for the maintenance of the said 
Board of Registration and Examination. The said Board shall, by 
its president and secretary, from time to time, certify to the 
Auditor of State the necessary expenses incurred by the said 
Board, including salaries and per diem of the members, and the 
Auditor shall issue his warrant for the same, which shall be paid 
out of the fund so established for the maintenance of said Board : 
Provided, That no order shall be drawn by any State official on 
any fund other than the above-named fund for any salaries of the 
Board incident to the administration of this act. 

The treasurer and the secretary of said Board shall each give 
bond in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000), with sureties 
to be approved by the Governor, which bonds shall be filed with 
the Auditor of State. The members of the State Board of Med- 
ical Registration and Examination are authorized to administer 
oaths in matters relating to the discharge of their official duties. 
The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination is 
charged with the duty of enforcing this act, and it shall be the 
duty of the prosecuting attorney'', upon the complaint of the Board, 
to prosecute any violation of this act. 

It shall also be the duty of the grand jury of the proper county 
to investigate all violations of this act and return indictments 
therefor in proper cases, and it shall be the duty of the prosecuting 
attorney to prosecute violations of this act by information when- 
ever a proper affidavit is filed by any one, as in other cases of vio- 
lations of the law; or to prosecute offenders before the justice of 
the peace in proper cases. 

The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
shall, from time to time, establish and record, in a record kept by 
them for that purpose, a schedule of the minimum requirements 
which must be complied with by applicants for examination for 
license to practite medicine, surgery and obstetrics, before they 
shall be entitled to receive such license. The said Board shall also, 
in like manner, establish and cause to be recorded in such record a 
schedule of the minimum requirements and rules for the recogni- 
tion of medical colleges, so as to keep these requirements up to the 
average standard of medical education in other States. After the 
year 1897 no change shall be made in such schedules of require- 
ments in any vear after the month of Januarv of each vear, nor 
shall any change be made to have any retroactive effect, or that 
shall affect students theretofore matriculated. Such record shall 
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be at all times open to examination by the public, and the said 
schedules of requirements, after they have been established and 
recorded, and all changes made therein, shall be printed in circular 
form, and mailed to all medical colleges in the State, and shall also 
be furnished to any person upon application. Said Board shall 
not, in the establishment of the aforesaid schedule of requirements, 
discriminate for or against any school or system of medicine, nor 
shall it prescribe what system or systems or schools of medicine 
shall be taught in any of the colleges, universities or other educa- 
tional institutions of the State. 

It shall have power to make and establish all necessary 
rules and regulations for the reciprocal recognition of certificates 
issued by other States, and to prevent unjust and arbitrary exclu- 
sions by other States of graduates in medicine from this State who 
have fulfilled its requirements. When an application for a cer- 
tificate is made, and a diploma submitted, as herein provided, it 
shall be the duty of the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination to determine, upon the evidence presented, whether 
such diploma rightfully belongs to and was issued to the person 
making application for a certificate, and whether the medical col- 
lege that issued the diploma maintains a standard of medical edu- 
cation conforming to that fixed by the State Board of Medical Reg- 
istration and Examination, and whether the application otherwise 
complies with the rules of the Board. 

If these facts are shown by competent evidence, it shall be the 
duty of the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
to issue a certificate, signed by its President and Secretary, and 
under its official seal, stating that the person applying for such cer- ' 
tificate and possessing such diploma is entitled to a license to prac- 
tice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana : Pro- 
vided, Said application shall be filed prior to January 1, 1905: 
And provided, further, Said applicant shall have, prior to January 
1, 1901, matriculated in a reputable medical college in Indiana, 
maintaining a standard of medical education conforming to that 
fixed by said Board, and shall have graduated from said college 
and received his diploma therefrom prior to January 1, 1905. 
Except, as last above provided, no certificate shall be issued to any 
person whomsoever until he shall have satisfied the said Board that 
he has graduated at a reputable medical college as in this section 
set forth, maintaining a standard of medical education as above 
prescribed, and shall have passed ])efore said Board a satisfactory 
examination as to his qualifications to practice medicine, surgery 
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and obstetrics. Such examination shall be had upon payment of 
the same fees and upon the same terms and conditions as are pro- 
vided in section 1 of said act, approved March 8, 1897, but the 
applicant shall have the right to designate, in writing, at the time 
he files his application, the member of the Board who shall con- 
duct his first examination in materia medica, therapeutics, theory 
and practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics and gynecology. 

The Board at its discretion may authorize the Secretary to issue 
a temporary permit to an applicant for the interim from date of 
application until the next regular meeting of the Board. The State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall have the 
right to review the evidence upon which a license has been ob- 
tained, and if it shall be found that a license has been obtained by 
fraud or misrepresentation, the Board may revoke such license. 
The Board [may] refuse to grant a certificate to any person guilty 
of felony or gross immorality, or addicted to the use of liquor or 
drug habit to such a degree as to render him unfit to practice med- 
icine or surgery. 

If any person holding a license under the provisions of this 
act shall be guilty of any of the above enumerated acts or shall 
have procured a certificate or license by fraud or misrepresenta- 
tion, said Board may, after notice and hearing, revoke any license 
which has heretofore been or may hereafter be issued to him, to- 
gether with the certificate upon which such license has been or may 
be issued. 

A specific written charge, verified by atfidavit, must be pre- 
sented to the Board, making definite and specific charges of such 
facts against the holder of such license. The Board shall there- 
upon fix a time and place for the hearing of such charges, at which 
the person charged may appear and defend against the same. A 
copy of such charges, together with a notice of the time and place 
fixed for the hearing, shall be served upon the person so charged 
at least twenty (20) days before the time set for the hearing of 
the same. If, after such hearing, the Board r(»vokes such certifi- 
cate and license, such order shall be by said Board entered upon 
its record. A copy of such order of revocation, certified by the 
S(*;*r(»tary of such Board, shall be by it at once delivered to the 
clerk of the Circuit Court of the county in which such license was 
issued, and such clerk shall record the same upon the margin of the 
record of such license. Tf the Board shall refuse to grant a cer- 
tificate for any of the reasons above stated, it shall enter such re- 
fusal upon its rcf'ord, together with a statement of the grounds for 







such refiisal. An appeal may be taken from the action of Uie 
Board to the Circuit or Superior Coiirt of the county in which such 
license was issued in ease of revocation, and to the county where 
tlie applicant livea in case of a refusal of a certificate, upon the 
licensee or applicant filing with the clerk of such court, within 
thirty days from the entering of such order of revocation or re- 
ftisal by said Board, a good and sufSeient bond in the sum of two 
hundred dollars ($200), to be approved by said clerk, to secure 
the payment of coats of such appeal, should the appeal be deter- 
mined against him. It shall thereupon he the duty of such clerk 
to notify the said Board of the filing of such bond, and said Board 
shall thereupon forward to said clerk the charges, together with 
a copy of the order of revocation, where there has been a revoca- 
tion, or the application for a certificate and a copy of the order of 
refiisal where there has been a refusal to grant a certificate. The 
nierk of said court shall thereupon docket the same as a cause 
pending in said court. Said verified charges shall be treated as a 
complaint. The accused may plead to said charges and issues may 
he formed thereon as in any civil case, and the same shall there- 
upon be tried by the judge of the Circuit Court. It shall be the 
duty of the prosecuting attorney of the circuit to which said coun- 
ty belongs to appear in such ease and represent the Board. The 
only finding and judgment in such case shall be "guilty" or "not 
guilty," the same to be rendered separately as to each of the 
charges. If the finding and judgment of the court be "not guilty" 
as to each of said charges, the same shall be by the clerk of said 
court certified to said Board, and it shall thereupon make an order 
setting aside its order of revocation, and forward to the clerk of 
said court a certified copy thereof, which shall be entered upon the 
margin of the record of said license. If judgment of guilty of 
any of said charges be awarded in said case, the costs of such pro- 
ceedings shall be recovered of the accused and a fee of ten dollars 
($10) shall be taxed therein in favor of the prosecuting attorney, 
and the order of revocation made by said Board shall be and re- 
main in effect. During the pendency of such appeal the accused 
shall not be entitled to practice by virtue of such license. Where 
the appeal is from a refusal to grant a certificate, the same shall 
be heard upon the application and certified copy of the order of 
refusal without any other issues; the same to be tried by the 
judge of said court, who shall, upon his finding, enter a judgment 
that the license shall or shall not be Issued as the facts may require, 
and upon such order the clerk of such court shall issue the proper 
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license sHowing therein the authority by which it is issued, and 
shall report the same to the State Board. The prosecuting attor- 
ney shall represent the Board in such appeal, and if the court shall 
refuse the license judgment shall be entered against the applicant 
for costs, including ten dollars ($10) fee for the prosecuting at- 
torney. Appeals from the judgment of said court may be prose- 
cuted to the Supreme Court as in other civil cases, either by said 
Board in its own name or by the applicant or holder of such 
license or certificate, where the judgment may be against him. No 
fees other than, the fees of its own witnesses shall be taxed against 
said Board in any event. Where the applicant shall appeal from 
a refusal to grant a certificate, the cause shall be docketed in the 
name of the applicant against the State Board of Medical Regis- 
tration and Examination. Where the license or certificate shall 
have been revoked, the cause shall be entitled The State Board of 
Medical Registration and Examination against A B (the holder 
of the license). (As amended March 11, 1901.)

Sec. 6. All persons practicing midwifery in this State, and 
who have practiced it for ten years last preceding March 8, 1897, 
and desiring to continue the same, shall on or before July 11, 1899, 
make application to the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination by submitting an aflSdavit, fully attested, giving the 
name, age, residence, the length of time during which, and the 
place or places at which the applicant has been engaged in such 
practice, and the special education, if any, which the applicant has 
received for such practice. Such application shall be accompanied 
by the affidavits of two freeholders, duly attested, that the appli- 
cant is known to them as the person applying for a certificate to 
practice midwifery, and that such applicant has been engaged in 
the active practice of midwifery, giving the location or locations 
of such practice for the last ten (10) years previous to the passage 
of this act. Upon such application and the payment of one dollar 
($1) the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
shall issue to the applicant a certificate which shall, when present- 
ed to the county clerk, entitle the holder to a license to practice 
midwifery in this State. All persons desiring to enter upon the 
practice of midwifery in this State after this law goes into effect 
shall present to the State Board of Medical Registration and Ex- 
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amination their diplomas, duly attcisted, and procured from an 
obstetrical school of such standing]: as shall be recognized and de- 
termined by the Board. Such applicant shall pay to said Board 
the sum of five dollars ($5) at the time of making such applica- 
tion; or such applicant shall submit to an examination in mid- 
wifery as the Board shall require, and pay a fee of ten dollars 
($10). Such evidence of qualification being satisfactory to the 
Board it shall issue a certificate entitling the holder to a license 
from the clerk of the county in which the applicant resides, which 
license shall entitle the holder to practice midwifery in this State. 
The license thus issued shall conform to all requirements of reg- 
istration imposed upon physicians' licenses in sec^tion two of this 
act and shall be subject to revocation for the same cause as pro- 
vided in section five in case of license to physicians. (As amended

Sec. 7. Nothing in this act shall be (so) construed as to dis- 
criminate against any school or system of medicine, or to prohibit 
gratuitous service in cases of emergency, or to the administration 
of family remedies. This act shall not apply to any commissoned 
officer of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital serv- 
ice in the discharge of his official duties ; nor to any physician or 
surgeon who is legally qualified to practice in the State or Terri-

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Sec. 8. To open an office for such purpose or to announce to 
the public in any way, a readiness to practice medicine in any 
county of the State or to prescribe for, or to give surgical assist- 
ance to, or to heal, cure or relieve, or to attempt to heal, cure or 
relieve those suffering from injury or deformity, or disease of 
mind or body, or to advertise, or to announce to the public in any 
manner a readiness or abilitv to heal, cure or relieve those who 
may be suffering from injury or deformity, or disease of mind or 
body, shall be to engage in the practice of medicine within the 
meaning of this act: Provided, That nothing in this act shall be 
construed to apply to or limit in any manner the manufacture or 
sale of proprietary medicines. It shall also be regarded as prac-

Sec. 10. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed, and also an act entitled '*An act regulating 
the practice of medicine, surgery and obstetrics, providing for the 
issuing of license to practice, defining certain misdemeanors and 
providing penalties," approved April 11, 1885, and all amend- 
ments thereto be and the same are hereby repealed.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, That within sixty days after this law goes into effect it 
shall be the duty of the Governor to appoint an additional mem- 
ber of the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
which Board shall thereafter consist of six members, each of whom 
shall serve as heretofore for a term of office of four years, and 
until his successor sliall have Ix^^on appointed and qualified. The 
additional member so appointed shall be a reputable practicing 
physician and a graduate of a reputable school or college of the 
system by which he practices, and shall Ix^long to some school or

The SuprcinK^ CVnii't of ()hi(» decid<'rl re-ently the c;is(* of State 
V. O. W. ]\rarble, that the practi'-e of Christian Science comes 
within the scope of the State inedical laws. Marble was charged 
with taking a .$;") fee foi* practicirur Ohristian S.'ienc(^ u])on (Chris- 
tian lleyl and was found guilty, but the Circuit Court h(dd ''that 
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what he did was not tho practice of medicine within the meanin*;? 
of law." The prosecuting attorney took the case up on exceptions 
and was sustained by the decision. 

State V. Marble, Ohio Slip. Ct., decided March 1, 1905. 

In the case of State v. Crow, tried at Goslien, January "4, 1905, 
the defendant was accused of practicing medicine without a 
license. Crow was an osteopath and claimed that he wa.s practic- 
ing osteopathy and was not practicing medicine. Judge Dodge, 
however, instructed the jury that the- prac^tice of osteopathy was 
the practice of medicine and the jury convicted Crow. 



LAWS AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE PRAC- 
TICE OF MEDICINE IN THE UNITED STATES 

AND ELSEWHERE.! 



ALABAMA. 

Board, — The Board of Censors of tlie Medical Association of the State 
of Alabama, a body consisting of ten physicians, constitutes the State 
Board of Medical Examiners. The President is Dr. W. H. Sanders, Mont- 
gomery. 

Meetings. — The board will meet at least twice each year at Mont- 
gomery. 

Fees, — For examination, $15.00; for registration of certificate in the 
probate office, $1.00. 

Application for Licensure, — The applicant must fill out an application 
blank giving his name, age, residence, college and date of graduation (if 
a graduate), and furnish a certificate of good moral character. He must 
pass a written examination in anatomy, physiology, chemistry, etiology, 
pathology, symptomatology and diagnosis of diseases, obstetrics and ob- 
stetric operations, gynecology, surgery, physical diagnosis, diseases of 
the eye, ear, nose and throat, hygiene and medical jurisprudence. In case 
of failure the applicant may take another examination within one year 
without additional fee. To avoid ground on which schools of medicine 
differ, materia medica and the administration of medicines are omitt(Hl. 
A final average of at least 75 per cent, must be obtained. 

When an applicant states, in writing, that he has neither studied nor 
proposes to practice major surgery, he will be exempted from examination 
in that branch. His certificate of qualification, if obtained, will not entitle 
him to practice major surgery. Certificates of license must be recorded in 
the office of the probate judge of the county wherein the holder resides 
and re-recorded in case of removal to another county. Failure to liavo 
certificate so recorded will prevent recovery of medical fees at law. The 
Board is empowered to refuse or revoke a license for cause. 

Penalties. — Any i>erson who treats, or offers to treat, diseases of hu- 
man beings, by any system of treatment whatsoever, without having ol)- 
tained a certificate of qualification, will l)e deemed j^uilty of a misde- 
meanor and subject to a fine of from $r)0 to $500, or inipriscmment for 
from one to three months, or by both fine and imprisonment. 

College standard. — ^The State Medical Association doterniines th(» 
question of college standing. The law i)ermits the State Board to examine 
any applicant irrespective of his college of graduation or whether he ever 
graduated at all. If the applicant is competent to pass the examinatiim 
held by the State Board, he will receive his certificate.

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Exemptions. — The board is empowered to issue certificates of qualifi- 
cation witliout examination to medical officers in tiie public service of 
the United States on presentation of satisfactory credentials. On the 
face of these certificates it must appear that they were issued pro format 
and without examination. 

Reciprocity. — The board is empowered to establish reciprocity with 
states which require an examination in substantially the same subjects 
as those required in Alabama, and whose requirements otherwise are 
equal. Certificates so issued must show that they were issued pro forma, 
and without examination. 

Definition of Act. — None. ♦ 



ALASKA.* 

Board. — ^The Board of Medical Examiners of Alaska consists of six 
members, appointed by the Governor, serving two for one year, two for 
two years and two for three years. Members of the Board must be gradu- 
ates in medicine and legally qualified practioners in the District of Alaska. 

Meetings. — Regular meetings of the Board are held in the City of 
Juneau, Alaska, on the first Tuesday of May and October of each year. 

Fees. — Registration fee, $25.00; recording fee, $10.00. 

Application for Licensure. — ^Applicant must produce satisfactory testi- 
monials of good moral character and a diploma from a legally chartered 
medical college, the requirements of which shall have been in no particular 
less than those of the Association of American Medical Colleges at the 
time such diploma was granted ; or he must produce satisfactory evidence 
of having possessed a license from some legally constituted institution 
which grants medical and surgical licenses only upon actual examination 
or satisfactory evidence of having possessed such license. He must make 
a sworn affidavit that he is the person named in the diploma or license 
and that said diploma or license was procured regularly by instruction or 
examination without fraud or misrepresentation. 

Applicant must also pass an examination of ten questions each in 
anatomy, physiology, chemistry, toxicology, bacteriology, pathology, sur- 
gery, obstetrics, materia medica, therapeutics and theory and practice of 
medicine. Should applicant fail in the first examination he may be re-ex- 
amined after not less than six months. If he fails in the second examina- 
tion he shall not thereafter be entitled to another examination in less 
than a year after date of second examination. 

Upon successfully passing the examination a certificate is issued by 
the Board, authorizing the holder to practice medicine and surgery in 
the District of Alaska. Certificate of registration must be recorded with 
the Clerk of the United States District Court of the judicial division in 
which he resides. On change of residence certificate must be recorded in 
the judicial division into which change of residence is made. Failure to 
have certificate thus recorded before beginning the practice of medicine 
makes the holder liable to a fine or imprisonment.

whi(?h he resides. 

Rceiprociti/.'-V.])im tlie payment of tht^ registration fee, .152r).(X), the 
Board nniy, at its discretion, accept without further examination a cer- 
tilicate issued by the Examining Hoard of th(» District of (Columbia or 
of any State or Territory of the Unitt^ States; provided, however, that 
the legal requirements of such Examining Hoard shall have been at the 
timft of issuing such certificrate in no degree less than those of the Dis- 
trict of Alaska at the time when such eertiticate sliall be presented for. 
registration in Alaska, tills to api)ly only to such Examining Hoards which 
riH'iprocate with Alaska. 

DefinHion.- Tlie ft»llowing persons shall be deemed as practic'lng medi- 
cine or surgery: (1) Those professing or li(>ldlng themselves out to be 
doctors, physicians or surgeons; (2) those who for consideration pre- 
scribe nuHlicine, magnetism or electricity; (3) tliost* employing surgical 
or medical means or appliances; (4) those who for (Mmsideratlon assume 
t\u} care of a woman in child labor. The doing of any of these acts is 
taken as prima facie evidence of an intent to practice medicine and 
surgery. 

AUIZONA. 

Board. — The Hoard of Medical Examiners of Arizona consists of live 
members who are ncmiinated and appointed by tlie gov(?riior, by and with 
the consent of tlie legislative coun(Ml. The term of ollici? is live years. 
The Hoard c<msists of three regulars, one iKnneopathic and (me ei'lectlc. 
President, Dr. W. M. Wliitmore, 'I'ucson ; Secretary, Dr. Andl Martin, 
Phoenix. 

Meetings. The Hoard meets on the tirst Monday and Tuesday of 
January, April, July and ()<'tolK'r in Phoenix.

Application for ywV-c'//.v//;r. -Application must be ma<le in writing, 
stating the name of the apjilicant, ag<\ resichMice. name and location of 
the college whence his dii>loma issue<l, the length of time, if at all, he 
has iiracticed medicine, and when\ giving specitically the jilaces where 
he has practiced hhhIIcIih*, and the dates between which he practiced at 
each i>Iace, the particular scho«d and department of medicine he prac- 
ticed; all this Information to be verilied by oath. This ai)j)licati(m nnist 
be accoinpani<Ml by th(» diploma, or an authenticat(Ml copy, and the affi- 
davits of at least three or mor<» r(»sid«»nts of the county and state where 
the appli<-ant formerly n^sided and |>racticed mcdM-ine. and a remittance- 
of ^li.OO. 
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This evidence beinj; satisfactory, the aiiplicant is entitled to examina- 
tion on presentation of the examination fee. The applicant has the 
privilege of being examined m the branches of the science and the prac- 
tice of medicine other than physiology, anatomy, pathology, chemistry, 
practice, surgery, obstetrics, and gynecology, by the member or members 
of the Board, if there be any, of the particular school of medicine specified 
in his diploma ; and if this examination is satisfactory to the member 
or members conducting it, it will be approved by the Board and to the 
extent thereof be deemed to be to the Board's satisfaction. 

College Standard. — The Board recognizes colleges lawfully organized 
in the state or territory in which they are located. Possessicin of diphmia 
does not exempt from examination. 

Exemptions. — Those persons are exempt from examination who pre- 
sent a diploma and show a certificate of license granted in Arizona under 
the laws of 1897 or 1901, or who have practiced in Arizona for five succes- 
sive years prior to the passage of this act. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act. — Any person who (a) by advertisement, or any 
notice, sign or other indication, or by any statement, printed, written or 
oral, in public or in private, made, done or procured by himself, or any 
other, at his request, for him, claims, announces, makes known, or pre- 
tends, his ability or willingness to diagnosticate or prognosticate any 
human diseases, ills, deformities, defects, wounds or injuries; (b) or 
who so advertises, or makes known, or claims, his ability and willingness 
to prescribe or administer any drug, medicine, treatment, method or prac- 
tice, or to perform any operation, manipulation, or apply any apparatus, 
or appliance, for cure, amelioration, correction, reduction, or modification 
of any human disease, ills, deformity, defect, wound or injury, for hire, 
fee, compensation or reward, promised, offered, expected, received or ac- 
cepted, directly or indirectly; (c) or who within this territory diagnosti- 
cates or prognosticates any human diseases, ills, deformities, defects, 
wounds or injuries, for hire, fee, reward, or compensation, promised, 
offered, expected, receivetl or accepted, directly or indirectly; (d) or 
who within this territory prescribes or administers any drug, medicine, 
or treatment, method of practice, or performs any operation, or manipula- 
tion, or applies any apparatus or appliance, for the cure, alleviation, 
amelioration, correction, reduction, or modification of any human disease, 
ill, deformity, defect, wound or injury, for hire, fee, compensation or re- 
ward, promised, offered, expected, received or accepted, directly or in- 
directly; (e) or who acts as the agent of any person, firm or corporation 
in the practice of medicine as hereinbefore set forth; (f) except it be 
in tlie advertisement or practice of dentistry, midwifery, or pharmacy, 
or in the usual business of opticians, or of vendors of medical or surgical 
instruments, apparatus and appliances, is C(msidered as practicing medi- 
cine <Mnd surgery within the meaning of this act. 

ARKANSAS. 

Boards. — The law provides for three sopjirnte Boards of Medical Ex- 
aminers- a regular, a homeopathic, and an eclectic. Each Board ccm- 
sists of seven members, one from each congressicmal district and no on(^ 
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of whom must be cuiiiiet'ted with a medical college. The appointments 
are made by the governor from a list of names presented by the respective 
medical societies. The length of service is four years. President of Reg- 
ular Board, Dr. M. L. Norwood, Lockesburg; Secretary, Dr. F. T. Murphy, 
Brinkley; Secretary of Homeopathic Board, Dr. V. II. Hallman, Hot 
Springs; Secretary of Eclectic Board, Dr. A. J. Widener, Little Rock. 

Meetings. — Each Board holds four regular stated meetings per year, 
on the second Tuesday in January, April, July and October, at such 
places as a majority may agree on, consulting tlie convenience of the 
Boards and the applicants. Special meetings may be held on the call 
of the president whenever it is deemed necessary or expedient. 

Fees. — For examination and registration, $10.00. 

Application for Licewfurc. — ^Application must be made to the Secretary 
of the Board before which the applicant wishes to be examined (Homeo- 
pathic State Medical Board, Eclectic State Medical Board, or State Med- 
ical Board of the Arkansas Medical Society), accompanied by the fee. 
If such application is satisfactory, the applicant is entitle<l to an exami- 
nation, which may be written or oral, at the discretion of the Board, and 
shall be elementary and of n practical character, including anatomy, physi- 
ology, chemistry, materia medica, theory and practice of medicine, sur- 
gery and obstetrics. A certificate will be issued if, in the opinion of the 
Board, the applicant possesses the necessary qualifications. This certifi- 
cate must be recorded in the ofllce of the county clerk of the county in 
which the applicant intends to practice. 

Any member of the Board may grant a temporary permit to practice 
on the payment of the re(iuired fee and after a satisfactory examination ; 
but such permit will not continue in force longer than until the next 
regular meeting of the Board. In no ease can a temporary permit be 
granted within six months after the applicant has been refused a cer- 
tificate by the Board. No additional fee is charged any one who has 
previously paid the amount for a temporary permit. 

College Standard. — No medical colleges are recogniz(Hl by this Board, 
a diploma not being required for admission to examinaticm for licensure. 

Excmptiowf. — ^Those who administer domestic remedies without re- 
ceiving any ccmipcnsation therefor, and midwives, are exempt. 

Reciprocity. — No provision for reciprocity is made in the law. 

Definition of Act. — ^Any person is regarded as practicing medicine in 
any of its departments who appends to his name the letters M. D. or M. B., 
or who repeatedly prescribes or directs for the use of any person or per- 
sons any drug, or medicine, or other agency, for the treatment, cure or 
relief of any bodily injury, deformity, or disease. 

CALIFORNIA. ' 

Board. — The Board of Medical Examiners of California consists of 
eleven members appointed by the governor, five from a list of ten names 
furnished by the California State Medical Society, two members each 
from lists of four names each furnished by the State Homeopathic, Eclectic 
and Osteopathic Societies. Vacancies occurring will be filled from the 
other names cm the lists furnished. The term of appointment is for t>vo 
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years. Members are not to be in any manner connected with or inter- 
ested financially in any medical college or school of osteopathy. No mo- 
tion can be carried nor any rule or resolution adopted without having an 
affirmative vote of at least seven members. The secretary will not par- 
ticipate as an examiner in any examination held by the board. President, 
Dr. Lincoln Cothran, San Jose; Secretary, Dr. Charles L. Tisdale, Ala- 
meda ; Associate Secretary, Dr. Dudley Tait, San Francisco. 

Meetings, — ^Regular examinations are held in San Francisco on the 
third Tuesday of September and December and in T^s Angeles on the 
third Tuesday of June. 

Fees, — The registration fee is $25.00. When credentials are found to 
be insufficient or if applicant does not desire to take the examination, 
$15.00 will be returned. 

Application for Licensure. — ^At least two weeks prior to the regular 
meeting of the board, applicants for license to practice medicine and 
surgery must file testimonials of good moral character, together with a 
diploma from a medical college, the requirement of which must be equal 
to that of the Association of American Medical Colleges at the time the 
diploma was granted; must prove that the diploma was received by him 
in the regular course of instruction and examination without fraud or 
misrepresentation, and must fill out an application blank containing such 
information I'egarding medical and preliminary education as the board 
may prescribe. Applicants for a certificate to practice osteopathy must 
tile a diploma from a legally chartered school of osteopathy having a 
course of at least twenty months and after 3908 of three years of nine 
months each and including the studies examined on under the act. The 
examination is to be wholly or partly in writing, practical in character 
and to consist of ten questions on each of the following sut)jects: Anat- 
omy, histology, gynecology, pathology, bacteriology, chemistry, including 
toxicology, physiology, obgtetrics, general diagnosis and hygiene. Appli- 
cants must receive a general average of 75 and must not fall below 60 
in any one branch. Fi^e per cent will be allowed for each ten years of 
reputable practice. In the examination applicants will be known by 
number only, the name to be kept secret until the board has finally 
voted on tlie application, l^icenses umst be recorded in the county where 
the holder is practicing. Practicing without first having a certificate 
so recorded is a misdemeanor, subject to a fine of $25 to $100 or imprison- 
ment for thirty to sixty days, or both fine and imprisonment. 

College Standard. — The Board, under the law itself, recognizes only 
such legally chartered medical schools whose requirements are in no 
particular less than those prescribed by the Association of American Medi- 
cal Colleges for that year (year of matriculation and graduation). (See 
page 119.) 

Exemptions, — Service in case of emergency, or the domestic adminis- 
tration of family remedies; commissioned medical officers in the United 
States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service in the discharge of their 
professional duties; licensed physicians or surgeons from another state 
or territory when in actual consultation with a legal practitioner of this 
state, and physicians or surgeons residing on the border of a neighboring 
state and duly authorize<l under the laws thereof to practice medicine or 
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surgery, tu*e exempt, provided that such practitioner shall not open an 
office or a place to meet patients, or receive calls within the limits of the 
state. Nor does the law apply to any legally qualified dentist w^hen en- 
gaged exclusively in the practice of dentistry. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Defiyiition of Act. — Any person who shall attempt to practice or ad- 
vertise or hold himself out as practicing medicine, surgery, osteopathy 
or any other system of treating the sick or afflicted without having a 
valid unrevoked certificate will be guilty of a misdemeanor and subject 
to a fine of ^100 to ^500 or to imprisonment for GO to ISO days, or to 
both fine and imprisonment. Impersonation of another practitioner con- 
stitutes a felony and is subject to the ponaltj' so provided. 

Revocation. — After proof has been duly established, the board has 
the right to refuse a license for unprofessional conduct, which must have 
been within the two years next preceding his application. The board 
may also revoke a license for the same cause. Unprofessional conduct is 
defined to include procuring or aiding or abetting in procuring criminal 
abortion, wilful betraying of a professional secret, deceptive advertising 
of medical business, advertising of medicines or means regulating or re- 
establishing of the monthly periods of women,* offenses involving moral 
turpitude, habitual intemperance and the impersonation of another licensed 
practioner. 

COLORADO. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners is composed of nine 
members appointed by the governor. The term of service is six years. 
President, Dr. George B. Packard, Denver; Secretary, Dr. S. D. Van 
Meter, 1723 Tremont St., Denver. 

Meetings. — The Board meets in the city of Denver on the first Tues- 
day of January, April, July and October of each year, and at such other 
times and places as may be found necessary. 

Fees. — Examination and registration fee, .$25.00. Two-fifths of the 
fe(^ is returned to the applicant in case the Board refuses to grant a 
license. j j I 

Application for Licensure. — Ai)plication nuist be mnde on forms and 
blanks prescribed by the Board, accompanied by evidence of good moral 
character and two unuumnteil photographs of the applicant. Examina- 
tions for license are held by the Board according to the method deemed 
by it to be the most iKl'acticable and exi)eiliti()us to test the applicant's 
qualifications. The subjects of written, oral or clinical examination are 
as follows: Anat(miy, physiology, chemistry, symptomatology, toxicology, 
pathologj', surgei-y and obstetrics (exclusive of materia medica and thera- 
peutics). The credentials of ai)plicants relating to their general reputa- 
tion, their preliminarj- education and the courses of study they have pur- 
sued; thtt degrees they have received; the number of years they have 
been engaged in the lawful practice of medicine; their experience in gen- 
eral hosi)itals, medical departments of the Army, Navy and Public Health 
and Marine Hospital Service; licenses granted to them by other states 
and countries; and their exT)erience as teachers of meilicine, are given 
due consideration by the Board in conducting its examinations. On in-

Vestigatiou of an applicant's credentials the Board may, when convinced 
that the applicant is qualified to practice medicine, grant him a license 
without further examination. Licenses must be recorded in the office of 
the recorder of deeds of the county in which the applicant intends to 
practice. 

College Standard. — ^The standard of educational requirements adopted 
July 19, 1906, is as follows: Applicants who have received a license to 
practice medicine in one of the United States, in which the standard of 
licensure is equal to that of Colorado, and must have been continuously 
and actively engaged in the lawful practice of medicine since receiving 
said license, and present duly authenticated evidence of either of the 
following classes of credentials which are, when the Board is satisfied 
as to their record for reputable practice, licensed without technical exami- 
nation : I 

Class A. — ^Applicants who graduated prior to July 1, 1893, must have 
been matriculated in and graduated from a medical college in good stand- 
ing with the Board at that time, and which required a preliminary exami- 
nation for admission, and at least two winter courses of instruction in 
anatomy, chemistry, physiology, pathology, surgery, practice of medicine, 
obstetrics, and materia medica and therapeutics. 

Class B. — Applicants who graduated between July 1, 1893, and July 
1, 1895, must have matriculated in and graduated from a college which 
gave a minimum of twenty-six weeks of instruction in each twelve months 
of three separate years in anatomy, chemisti*y, physiology, pathology, 
materia medica and therapeutics, obstetrics, gynecology, surgery, medical 
jurisprudence, theory and practice of medicine and hygiene, and which re- 
quired for matriculation, graduation from some approved university or 
literary, scientific, normal or high school, or its equivalent. Class C. — 
Applicants graduating between July 1, 1895, and January 1, 1900, must 
have matriculated in- and graduated from a medical college which re- 
quired for mati'iculation the evidence mentioned in the preceding para- 
graph, and which gave four full courses; in four separate years, in anat- 
omy, chemistry, physiology, pathology, materia medica and therapeutics, 
surgery, theory and practice of medicine, bacteriology and obstetrics. 
Class D. — Applicants graduating after January 1, 1900, must have ma- 
triculated in and graduated from a medical college which enforced the 
following requirements: Preliminary Education. — Evidence of prelim- 
inary education, as a minimum requirement, any of the following: (a) A 
diploma or certificate of graduation from an accredited four-year high 
school; (b) a certificate signed by a principal of a regularly organized, 
approved high school, the faculty of a recognized literary or scientific 
college or university, state sui>erintendent of public instruction, superin- 
tendent of public schools, or some duly appointed state board or person to 
conduct such an examination, of having successfully passed an examina- 
tion in all the several branches embraced in the curriculum of a four- 
year high school course. The matriculation examination shall not have 
been conducted by any member of the faculty of the medical college. 
Advanced Standing. — (1) Applicants holding the degree of A. B. or B. S., 
or nn equivalent degree or certificate obtained in an elective course from 
a regularly established and approved college of arts or science, which re- 
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quires nn attendance of four years as an essential to graduation, may be 
given credit for work nctunlly dnne In the bruacliea In the medium curricu- 
lum of the flrat yonr, and may be advanced to tbe secimd year of a four 
years' medieni coiirae, on condition lliat they eooiply with the matricula- 
tion requirements of this schedule, and tliat they subsequently complete 
the worlt of the first year and prove that the work already talteu shall 
uot be below the standard required by tliia Board. (2.) Graduates of med- 
ical colleges conipiying with the provisions of tbls schedule may be ad- 
mitted to any class without examination. Students of such collides, wiio 
possess certiflcatea of attendance and of successful examinations, can 
enter without examination the term Immediately following that previously 
attended. Medical Education. — (1) The course of instruction must con- 
sist of a minimum term of four years In four separate years of nine 
months each. In at least tlie following subjects: Anatomy, chemistry, 
physiology, pathology, bacteriology, materia medica and therapentlCB, 
theory and practice of medicine, obstetrics, gynecology, surgery, optbal- 
moiogy, otology, laryngology, dermatology, neurology, hygiene and medi- 
cal Jurisprudence. (2) The number of hours of instruction given In the 
four terms must be uot less than thlrty-si^ hundred (3,600). (3) Such 
colleges must possess adequate laboratory and teaching equipment, and 
ample hospital facilities for clinical instruction, such as obtain in the 
majority of uiedical colleges In the United States, and a proper corps of 
competent teachers to constitute a faculty, whose salaries are not de- 
pendent on the graduation of students. (4) Clinical and hospital in- 
struction througliout at least two annual terms. (5) A full dissection of 
at least the lateral half of a human cadaver. («) Regular attendance 
during the entire lecture course, allowance being made only for absence 
occasioned by tlio sickness of tlie student, or his Immediate family, Bach 
absence not to exceed 20 per centum of the course. Graduation. — ^(1) A. 
recoi-il for sobriety, honesty nud Integrity during tbe college course. (2) 
The attendance on the four full terms of lectures as prescribed (cettalB 
persons lo whom advanced standing is allowed excepted). (3) Students, 
graduates as well as undergraduates, allowed advanced standing must at- 
tcDd all lectures and stand alt esaminations eutbraced in the last year 
of the curriculum. All such applicants must receive a license, by exam' 
inatlon, to practice medicine In one of the United States, in which the 
standard of licensure is equal to that of Colorado, and must have been 
continuously and actively engaged in tbe lan-ful practice of medicine alnae 
receiving said license. Class E. — This class includes all applicants wbo 
have been admitted, and are duly autltoriKed to practice medicine in aojr 
of the medical departments of the Army, Navy and Public Health and 
Marine Hosiiital Service of the United States, and are In good standtHg 
and good reijute in such federal service- 

Eretnptioim. — The act does not prohibit gratuitona service In case 
of emergency, nor the practice of the rehglous tenets or any chnnA; 
nor does it apply to conmiissioned surgeons of the United States Army or 
N'avj or I'ublic Health and Marine Hospital Service while so engaged, 
nor to regularly licensed physicians called from other states or terrltori^ 
to attend specific cases In this state, nor to tbe practice of dentistry. <Be- 
cent court rulings hold that the osteopath and masseur can manlpolatB 
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and massage as such, but must desist from representing themselves as 
physicians, and they must not use the title doctor or any abbrevifition 
thereof in association with the treatment of diseased or injured human 
beings without first procuring license to practice medicine.) 

Reciprocity. — Colorado will license without examination any physician 
registered prior to 1900 whether by examination or otherwise, or any phy- 
sician registered since 1900 by examination in any state regardless of 
whether that state reciprocates or not; provided the physician presents 
satisfactory credentials of good moral character and of reputable prac- 
tice. The Colorado license, on the basis of an examination, is now ac- 
cepted by the state boards of Connecticut, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Maine, Micliigan, Missouri, Nebraska, Ohio, Tennessee, Texas, 
Utah and Wisconsin. 

Definition of Act. — "The terms, ^practice of medicine,' 'to practice 
medicine,' 'practicing medicine' and 'practice medicine,' as used in this 
act, are each hereby defined to mean holding oneself out to the public as 
being engaged within this state in the diagnosis and treatment of diseases 
or injuries of human beings; or the suggestion, recommendation or pre- 
scribing of any form of treatment for the intended palliation, relief or 
cure of any physical or mental ailment of any person, with the intention 
of receiving therefor, either directly or indirectly, any fee, gift or com- 
pensation whatsoever; or the maintenance of an office for the reception, 
examination and treatment of any person suffering from disease or in- 
jury of body or mind; or attaching the title of *M. D.,* surgeon, doctor, 
or any other word or abbreviation to his name, indicative that such 
pei-son is engaged in the treatment or diagnosis of the diseases or in- 
juries of human beings. If any person shall hold himself out to the 
public as being engaged within this state in the diagnosis and treatment 
of diseases or injuries of human beings; or shall suggest, recommend or 
prescribe any form of treatment for the palliation, relief or cure of any 
physical or mental ailment of any person with the intention of •receiving 
therefor, either directly or indirectly, any fee, gift or compensation what- 
soever; or shall maintain an office for the reception, examination and 
treatment of diseased or injured human beings; or shall attach the title 
of *M. D.,' surgeon, doctor, or any word or abbreviation to his name indica- 
tive that he is engaged in this state in the treatment of diseased or in- 
jured human beings ; and shall not in any of these cases, theretofore have 
received, or shall not in any of these cases, then possess, in full force and 
virtue, a valid license to practice medicine under the laws of this state, 
he shall be deemed to be practicing medicine without complying with 
the provisions of this act and in violation hereof." 

CONNECTICUT. 

Board. — This state has three Medical Examining Boards, each con- 
sisting of five members, appointed by the State Board of Health from 
iioniinatious submitted by the regular, homeopathic and eclectic medical 
societies of the state. Secretary of tlie State Board of Health, Dr. J. H. 
Townsend, Hartford; Secretary of the medical examiners for the Con- 
necticut Medical Society, Dr. Charles A. Tultle, New Haven; Secretary 
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for the Homeopathic Committee, Dr. E. C. M. Hali, New Hjiven; Secretary 
for the Eclectic Committee, Dr. T. S. Hodge, 10 Main Street, Torrington. 

Meetings. — ^The Boards meet on the second Tuesday of March, July 
and November at such places as they designate. 

Fees. — Examination, $15.00; registration, $2.00. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicant must present to the Board cer- 
tificates of good moral character signed by two reputable citizens of Con- 
necticut and also evidence of satisfactory preliminary education and a 
diploma from a recognized legally incorporated medical college (see Col- 
lege Standard). Examinations are held in anatomy, physiology, medical 
chemistry, obstetrics, gynecology, hygiene, surgery, practice including path- 
ology, diagnosis, and therapeutics including materia medica. An appli- 
cant failing to pass the examination is not eligible to re-examination by 
the committee of another society until after the expiration of twelve 
months. Licenses must be recorded with the town clerk of the town in 
which the applicant intends to. practice. 

College Standard. — Preliminary Education. — No medical college will 
be in good standing with the Connecticut Regular Medical Examining 
Board after 1904 that does not hereafter re(iuire of each applicant as a 
condition of admission to tlie college the following: First — A certificate 
of good moral character, signe<l by two reputable citizens of the State 
of which he was last a resident. Second. — Documentary evidence of pre- 
liminary education, the minimum being a diploma or certificate of gradu- 
tion from a commissioned high school, scientific or literary college or 
university, the curriculum of which embraces at least the following: (1) 
English grammar; (2) rhetoric and composition; (3) history of thd 
United States as presented in Montgomery's "History of the United 
States" or equivalent text; (4) general history as presented in Myers' 
"General History" or equivalent text, or Greek and lioman history, or 
English history, in lieu thereof; (5) algebra, including fundamental 
rules, fractions, simple e(iuatious, involution and evolution and quadratic 
equations as given in Milne's "High School Algebra" or equivalent text; 
(()) plane geometry as given in Wcntworth's "New Plane and Solid Geom- 
etry" or equivalent text; (7) physics as presented in Gage's "Elements of 
Physics" or equivalent text; (8) general biology or botany and zoology 
as presented in Sedgwick and Wilson's "General Biology" or equivalent 
text; (9) chemistry as presented in Sliopard's "Elements of Chemistry" 
or equivalent text; (10) Latin, including Latin grammar, prose compo- 
sition and the translation of four books of "Caesar's Gallic War" or the 
e(iuivalent. 

From and after January 1, 1912, no perscm shall b(» eligible to exam- 
ination under this act until he shall, in additicm to the foregoing require- 
ment, present to the board satisfactory evi(l(»nce that before beginning the 
study of medicine \u) has coinpletcd a course of at least nine months' dura- 
tion which included pliysics, clieniistry and general biology. 

Medical Education. — Hereafter only such medical colleges shall be con- 
sidered in good standing by the Connecticut Medical Examining Board 
as have (1) complitnl with the nHiuirements of this Board heretofore in 
force; (2) that possess a full and completi* faculty for t(\*\ching nunlicine, 
surgery and obstetrics in all their branches; (3) that afford their stu- 
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dents adequate clinical and hospital facilities; (4) that embrace in their 
curriculum anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia medica, therapeutics, 
medicine, surgery, obstetrics, gynecology, histology, pathology, dermatology, 
bacteriology, ophthalmology, otology, lar^oigology, rhinology, physical diag- 
nosis, hygiene and medical jurisprudence; (5) that require attendance 
upon at least 80 per cent of each course of instruction; (6) that give 
four graded courses of instruction, the aggregate of which amounts to 
at least 104 weeks of at least thirty-six hours each, and at least forty- 
t\vo months must have elapsed betNveen the student's first course of medi- 
cal lectures and the date of his graduation; (7) that require an average* 
grade in each course of instruction of at least 75 per cent in examinations 
as a condition of graduation, and (8) that fulfill all their published 
promises, requirements and claims respecting advantages to their students 
and courses of instruction. 

In determining the reputability of a medical college, while reserving 
the right to investigate and make a personal insi)ection of the same, this 
Board will be governed by the report of the Council on Medical Education 
of the American Medical Association. 

Exemptions. — The law does not apply to dentists; nor to any per- 
son in the employ of the United States government while acting in the 
scope of his employment; nor to any one furnishing medical or surgical 
assistance in case of emergencjs nor to persons in consultation with 
licensed physicians of the state; nor to practitioners residing outside of 
the state who are employed to come into the state to treat the sick, pro- 
vided they do not open an office in the state; nor to any actual resident 
of the state recommending by advertisement or otherwise the use of pro- 
prietary remedies sold under trade-marks, issued by the United States 
government, in so far and to such extent only as the use of such remedies 
are concerned; nor to chiropodists or clairvoyants who do not use drugs, 
medicines or i>oison; nor to persons practicing massage, Swedish move- 
ment cure, sun cure, mind cure, magnetic healing or Christian science; 
nor to persons who do not use or prescribe drugs, poisons, medicines, 
chemicals, or nostrums. 

Reciprocity. — ^The license granted by anj' other state may be accepted 
ui)on presentation of satisfactory evidence that said license was granted 
after, an examination equivalent to that of the Connecticut Board. At 
present this privilege is not exercised by the Board. 

Definition of Act. — The definition given in the law is: No person 
shall, for compensation, gain or reward, received or expected, treat, oper- 
ate, or prescribe for any injury, deformity, ailment, or disease, aerial or 
imaginary, of another person, nor practice surgery or midwifery, until he 
has o"btained a certificate of registration. 

DELAWARE. 

Board. — Delaware has two Boards of Medical Examiners, one rei)re- 
senting the regular and the other the homeopathic state society. Each 
Board consists of five members, serving two years, appointed by the 
governor from lists submitt(Hl ]>y the sneieties. The Medical Council of 
Delaware consists of the cliier justice of the state and the presidents of 
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the two Boards of Medical Bxamlnera. The Boards act In the capacity of 
executive offlcers of the Council. Secretnry of the Medical Council. Dr.

AppUcntion for Licensure. —The applicnnt muat iiay the required fee 
and (lie satisfactory iiroof tiiat he Es 21 years of age und of good moral 
character. He must present a dlpkmiii from some reputable llteriiry or 
sclentlflc college or a certidcute tritiii Delaware College that he la quall- 
l^ed to enter the freshman class of the Lutln-scieutific course of that col- 
lege. He must have graduated from a legally Incoriiorated medical college 
which In the opiuinu of the Medical Council was lu good ataudiiig at 
the time his diploma was Issued.

— For the purposes of this act the words practice 
of medicine or surgery shall mean to open an office for such purpose, 
or to announce to the public, or to any individual, in any way, a desire 
or willingness or readiness to treat the sick or afflicted in any county in 
the State of Delaware, or to investigate or diagnosticate, or to offer to 
investigate or diagnosticate any physical or mental ailment, or disease, 
of any person, or to give surgical assistance to, or to suggest, recom- 
mend, prescribe or direct for the use of any person, any drug, med- 
icine, appliance or other agency, whether material or not material, for 
the cure, relief or palliation of any ailment or disease of the mind or the 
body, or for the cure or relief of any wound, fracture or bodily injury 
or deformity, after having received or with the intent of receiving there- 
for, either directly or indirectly, any money, gift, or any other form of 
compensation.

Board, — The Board consists of seven members — five regulars, one 
homeopath and one eclectic — and is appointed by the governor, to hold 
office for seven years. President, Dr. G. W. Webster, Chicago. Secretary, 
Dr. J. A. Egan, Springfield. 

Meetings. — ^The 3oard holds regular examinations in Chicago in Janu- 
ary, April, July and October. 

Fees.— Examination fee, $10.00; certificate fee, $5.00. 

Application for i/fcew«wre.— Application must be made in writing, ac- 
companied by the examinatio'n fee and with proof that the applicant is of 
good moral character, and that he is a graduate of a medical college or 
institution recognized by the Board. He will be required to present to 
tlie secretary of the Board, at the examination, an unmounted photograph 
of himself, taken recently, which is filed with the application. On the 
reverse of this photograph the applicant must have written his name in 
the presence of an official authorized to administer oaths, who must 
certify by hand and seal that the person whose name appears on the pho- 
tograph is known to lilm to be the person shown in the photograph, and 
that the signature was written in his presence. No applicant will be 
admitted to examination who b:is not complied with this rule. 

After January 1, 1905, the applicant must also present documentary 
evidence of preliminary education — tlie minimum to be a diploma or 
certificate of graduation from a high scliool ; a certificate signed by the 
principal of a regularly organized high school, or by the examiner of the 
faculty of a recognized literary or scientific college or university, or by 
the state superintendent of public instruction, or a superintendent of public 
schools, of having successfully passed an examination in all the several 
branches embraced in the curriculum of a four years' high school course. 
The matriculation examination must not be conducted by any member 
of the faculty of the college.

EremptiomiL — Nothing in this act applies to the administration of 
domestic or family remedies in cases of emergency, to surgeons of the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, in the dlsi^harge 
of their official duties, nor to any person who administers to or treats 
the si<* or suffering by mental or spiritual means without the use of any 
drug or material remedy. 

Redprocifu. — Illinois now reciprocates In the case of llivns^^ Issue*! 
after examination with Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Maryland, Mlchigjui, NV 
bra^a. New Jersey, North Dakota (after July 1, lOC^, only), Ohio, South 
Caroluia, Temessee, Utah, Vermont, West Virginia, Wiscimsiu and Wyi>m- 
ing. This is in effect, however, only in the case of certificates issued after 
examination to graduates of medical colleges in giMxl standing with the 
Board. 

The Illinois Board may accept, in lieu of the examination, satisfactory 
evidence of an examination at least equivalent to that exacted by the 
rules of the Illinois State Board of Health, suciH^ssfully passed in the 
United States Army, Navy or Public Health and Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice, by a surgeon in the serA'ice of the I'nited States at the time of umking 
application for a state certificate to i)raotit^ medicine in the State of 
Illinois. The application of a physician for a state certificate based on a 
state license issued, after examination, by a state board with which the 
Illinois State Board of Health sustains reciprocal relations, must bo 
accompanied by letters of recommendation with regard to the moral, pn>- 
fessional and ethical character of the applicant: (a) From at least two 
members of the State Board of Examination issuing the original license, 
who shall certify that they have personally known the applicant for one 
year or more; or (b) From a state, district, county or city medical 
society in the state from which the applicant comes: or (c) From at least 
two of the duly elected officers of such state, district, tH)unty or city medi- 
cal society, who shall certify that they have personally kuown the appli- 
cant for one year or more; or (d) From at least two physicians approved 
by the State Board of Health, who are of national reputation, and who 
reside in the state from which the applicant coines, and who shall (H»rtlfy 
that they have personally known the applicant for one year or more; 
and (e) From at least tvN^o reputable physicians, approved by the State 
Board of Health, of the county In which the applicant last residtMl. 
Recent graduates In medicine will not be re<piired to tH)mply with tlu» n»- 
qulrements of qualifications (a) to (d) inclusive, although they will he 
permitted to do so. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regard<Hl as practicing uuHllcInc 
within the meaning of this act who treats or prol'esses to treat, optTates on 
or prescribes for any physical alhnent or any physical Injury t() or tic 
formity of another.

— The Staty Uuarii of Iloiiltli iilai) i!i>ustitiites the Boiii'd uf 
Medical Esamiuers, and consists of seven niemljers, four of whom are reg- 
ulars, two homeopaths and one eclectic, appointed by the goyemor for 
a term of seven years. President, Dr. A. M. Linn, Des Moines. Secre- 
tary, Dr. I.onis' A. Thomae, State House, Des Moines. 

Meetings. — The Board Bieets four timea a year, in January, April, 
July and October. Exainlnations ore held in March, June, September and 
December. 

Fees. — Examination fee, JIO.OO; recording fee, $0.60; reciprocal licenB- 
\as fee, $50.00. 

Appiicatioih for lAcenswe. — Applicant must present a eertifieate of 
good moral character, signed by at least two physicians of good standing, 
In the State of Iowa. He inuet send his diplonia, together with the ex- 
amination fee, to the Secretary at least two weeks prior to the date of 
examination. The approval of the former entitles the applicant to ex- 
amiaation in anatomy, S questions; embryology, 2 questions; chemistry, 
8 questions; materia medlca and therapeutics, 10 questions; obstetrics. 
10 questions; gynecology, b questions; pathology, 8 qnestions; bacteriol- 
ogy, 2 questions; tiistology, 2 questions; physiology, 8 questions; hygiene, 
2 questions; practice, S questions; surgery, 10 questions; medical Juris- 
prudence, 2 questions; etiology, 3 questions; neurology, 2 questions;

College StanAtird. — Preliminary Education.^ — A diploma or certificate 
of graduation from an accredited four-year high school, or such as will 
admit the bolder to the College of Liberal Arts, University of Iowa, with- 
out e.^amlnatlon : or a certificate of successful examination equivalent to 
the matriculation examination by any reputable university or colleee, or 
by the State Superintendent of Public Instruction. This examination 
must he conducted by one especially qualified and must not be conducted 
by any member of the iiiediciil faculty. A condition is allowable in Latin, 
but must be removed before the student begins his sophomi 



Advanced Standing.— After July 1, IIHMI, no medical college will be 
regarded us in good standing that does not require as a condition for 
graduation not less tlian four courses of lectures of nnt less than aeven 
montlis each, no two of which ahnll begin or end in the same calendar 
year, or that grants any advanced standing because of the possession ot a 
literary or scientific degree; nor will the graduates of such collies 
after the date above given be adinifted to examination by the Iowa state 
hoard of medical examinei-s. 
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Medical Education. — Branches of medical science to l>e included in the 
course of each medical college recognized by the Board are as follows: 
1, Anatomy, 690 hours, including general anatomy 450, histology 120, 
embryology 90 and osteology 30. 2. Chemistry, 340 hours, including chem- 
istry and toxicology 300 and medical jurisprudence 40. 3. Materia medlca 
and therapeutics, 150 hours. 4. Pharmacology, 60 hours. 5. Obstetrics, 
320 hours, including general obstetrics 100 and gynecology 160. 6. Path- 
ology, 470 hours, including general pathology 240, bacteriology 140 and 
clinical microscopy and post mortems 90. 7. Physiology, 375 hours, in- 
cluding general physiology 300 and hygiene, dietetics and public health 
75. 8. Medicine, 995 hours, including general practice 540, nervous and 
mental diseases 120, electrical therapeutics 60, physical diagnosis 100, 
pediatrics 100 and skin and venereal diseases 75. 9. Surgery, 780 hours, 
including general surgery 540, orthopedic surgery 60, genito-urinary sur- 
gery 60, larjmgology and rhinology 60 and ophthalmology and otology 60. 
Total, 4,180 hours. 

A passing grade of 75 or its equivalent in any other system of mark- 
ing shall be required in every branch. Such medical schools as are in 
good standing with the Board, whose medical curriculum does not con- 
form to the above standard, will be given a reasonable time to perfect 
their course; provided, however, their schedule of requirements after 
July 1, 1906, shall not be less than 90 per cent of the total requirements, 
and not less than 80 per cent of the requirements in any one branch. 

Regular attendance of at least 80 per cent is to be required on all 
courses. Frequent examinations or quizzes shall be conducted by each 
lecturer or professor. There must be a sufficient and competent corps of 
instructors and necessary facilities for teaching. Colleges must not make 
misrepresentations in their catalogues. Each student must have dissected 
one lateral half of a cadaver. Attendance upon at least two terms of 
clinical and hospital instruction and practical work in well-equipped labo- 
ratories shall be required. 

Exemptions. — The exemptions are as follows: Medical students who 
have attended not less than two full courses of lectures in a reputable 
medical college may prescribe under the supervision of a preceptor; 
surgeons of the United States Army, Navy and Marine Hospital Service; 
persons rendering gratuitous service in cases of emergency; physicians 
who have previously obtained certificates on length of practice without 
diploma or examination, registered pharmacists filling prescriptions, ad- 
vertising or selling patent or proprietary medicines or natural mineral 
water flowing from wells or springs. 

Reciprocity. — Iowa has established reciprocal relations, on the basis 
of an examination, with Colorado, Illinois, New Jersey, North Dakota, 
Ohio, Virginia and Wyoming, and on the basis either of examination or on 
a diploma from a reputable medical college without examination where 
the diploma was issued prior to January 1, 1899, with Georgia, Indiana, 
Kansas, Kentucky, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, Nevada, North Carolina, South Carolina, Utah, West Virginia and 
Wisconsin. 

Definition of Act. — Any one is regarded as a physician who publicly 
professes to be a physician, surgeon or obstetrician, and assumes the 
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rliitlDS therenr, or wLii makes n practice of presciibing auil fui'niaLiQg med- 
icine for the sk-k, ur who publicly profefwefi to cure or henl. Itinerant 
physicians are rt^ardpd ai» practicing medicinp and must pay into the 
:■ fro (if $2-M Hnimnlly. in ndilitiin tn prm-nring tliP 
l)h.v8icinn-s .fn-tifii-HH'.

De/InlHon nf Act.—"Aaj person shall be r^arded as practicing medi- 
cine and eurgery within the meaning of this act who shall prescribe, or 
who shall recommend for a fee for like use, any drug or medicine, or per- 
form any surgical operation of whatever nature for the cure or relief 
■ wounds, fracturp or hodlly injury, Infirmity or disease nf any 
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other person, or who shall use the words or letters *Dr./ ^Doctor,' *M. D./ 
or any other title in connection with his name which in any way represents 
him as engaged in the practice of medicine and surgery; but nothing in 
this act shall be construed as interfering with any religious beliefs in the 
treatment of disease; provided, that quarantine regulations relating to 
contagious diseases are not infringed on. All persons who practice oste- 
opathy shall be registered and licensed as doctors of osteopathy as here- 
inbefore provided, but they shall not administer drugs or medicines of 
any kind nor perform operations in surgery." 

KENTUCKY. 

Board. — The State Board of Health consists of eight members, seven 
of whom are appointed by the governor, and the eighth member, who is 
the secretary and executive officer, is elected by the Board. One mem- 
ber is a homeopath, one an eclectic, one an osteopath, and five are regu- 
lars. The members are selected by the governor from lists furnished by 
the respective state societies. President, Joseph M. Mathews, Louisville. 
Secretary, J. N. McCormack, Bowling Green. 

Meetings. — Examinations are held beginning on the fourth Tuesday 
in April and October of each year at Louisville. No special examinations 
are given under any circumstances. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00; recording fee, $0.50. 

Application for Licensure.^ AW applicants must be bona tide residents 
of the state and graduates of recognized colleges located within the United 
States and have a properly indorsed application on file at least 10 days 
prior to date of examination. The application must be accompanied by an 
unmounted photograph of the applicant, on the reverse side of which 
must be his or her full signature duly attested before a notary. Exam- 
ination is required of all applicants. A diploma is a prerequisite for 
admission to the examination. Written examinations are required in 
the following subjects: Anatomy, including histology and embryology, 
physiology, pathology, chemistry, surgery, obstetrics, gynecology, bacteriol- 
ogy, hygiene, ophthalmologj-, otology, medical jurisprudence, mental and 
nervous diseases, etiology and physical diagnosis. An average grade of 
70 is required, with a minimum of 60 in any one branch. The law makes 
no provision for temporary certificates. Licensed osteopaths are not per- 
mitted to administer drugs nor to perform surgical operations with the 
knife. 

College Standard. — A prescribed course of study embracing four 
courses of instruction of not less than thirty continuous weeks, excluding 
holidays, in four separate years; not more than one graduating course 
in any one year, no advanced standing for baccalaureate degrees, and 
no scholarships or reduction in fees, except as provided for l)y state laws 
or the laws of endowed universities. 

Preliminary Education. — All colleges shall re<iuire every medical stu- 
dent applying for matriculation, cm and after July 1, 1904, to present to 
it *'A Medical Student's Certificate," issued to him by a Certified Examiner 
of the State Board of Health or State Board of Medical Examiners of the 
State in which such college is located, approved by such hoard, and a 
certificate of good moral character. 
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The examiner shull require as n liiiais for his certlQcate: 

(a) A degree of A. B., B. 8., or equlvnlent, (rom an approved aniv«e 
sity, college or Bcoderay ol' arta, science or philosophr- 

(b) A diploma of cerllflcate of graduation from an approved high 
school or normal school. 

(e) A Htnte teacher's permanent or life certificate. 

(d) A medical students' certificate from any State Board of Health 
or Bxaminers demanding equal requirements. 

ninatlon in writing in the following branches: 

(a) English, submitting a cotiiposltlon in his own hand writing im 
object of general interest embracing not less than two hundred 

words, which shall be considered with reference to penmanship, spelling, 
pronuncirttloQ, thought nod construction. 

(b) United States History. 

(c) ArlthmetiCi vulgar and decimal fractions, percentage and com- 
poimd numbers. 

(d) Algebra, through equations, 
(e). Latin, through first year of ordinary course. 

(f) Physics, the elements of mechanics, hydrosttitlcs, hydraulics, hesfJ 
optics and acoustics. 

Applicants failing to obtain a general average of 7^ per cent in the 
entrance examination and falling below 55 per cent In but two branches 
may be conditioned by the Ofiicial Examiner on a different form of cer- 
The Examiner shall make a separate list of such conditioned ap- 
plicants in duplicate, one copy of which shall he sent to the State Board 
of Health or Bsaniiners and the other retained In his office. 

Such conditions must be removed by the presentation of a certificate 
from the Examiner that such applicant has passed a satisfactory examina- 
tion in the branches In which he was formerly found deficient before he 
can receive credit for the first or be permitted to enter on his second year 
of study, and the EKaiiilner shall furnish a list of such applicnnts to the 
i^tnte Board of the Jurisdiction. 

Medical Education. — On and after July 1, 1906, every medical col- 
lide (1) shall exact the above reguirvmeats for matrlcuiatloD : (2) shall 
literally observe its own published requirements regarding admission, tui- 
tion, time of attendance at the annual sessions and graduation, which must 
lie definitely expressed ; (3) shall have adequate equipment and an active 
and competent faculty for teaching the science and art of medicine, em- 
tiracing anatomy, physiology, <:hemlatry, pathology, histology, bacteriology, 
surgery, obstetrics, gynecology, ophthalmology, otology, hygiene and state 
medicine, medical Jurisprudence, physical diagnosis, and therapeutics nnd 
practice of medicine in accordance with tlie system to which the college 
belongs and a comprehensive course in medical economics. Including med- 
ical liookkec[)InK and the otlicr essentials In the burtlness lH'e of n physician 
:uid his dutieH to the poor; a course in practical ethics and medical organ- 
ization; (4) shall have clinical and hospital facilities baaed on a mini- 
mum municipal population at Its place of location of not less than fifty 
thousand ; provided, that this requirement shall not apply to Institutions. 
under State control, which, liy virtue of such control, reccivi' patients 
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tendance on 80 per cent of each of four courses of instruction in a medical 
college of not less than thirty continuous weeks, excluding holidays, in 
four separate years, and shall not hold more than one graduating course 
in any one year; and (6) shall not accept notes in payment of fees, or 
offer or accept scholarships, or any reduction in fees, or any form of re- 
bates, except as provided for or required under State laws or under 
the laws of endowed universities, and no student shall be given credit for 
attendance, or advanced, or graduated, until all fees have been paid. 

Colleges may allow advanced standing from other medical colleges 
having equal requirements on presentation of official credentials, except- 
ing in the subjects embrgiced in the last year of their own curriculum. 
No provision is made for giving advanced standing for A. B., B. S., or 
other degrees. 

Exemptions. — ^The law provides for the usual exemptions — ^gratuitous 
services in case of emergency, midwlves, commissioned surgeons of the 
United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, and legally quali- 
fied consultants from other states. 

Reciprocity, — Kentucky reciprocates with District of Columbia, 
Georgia, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Nebraska, 
New Jersey, New Mexico, North Dakota, Ohio, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Vermont and vV^isconsin, on condition that the applicant has been for at 
least one year a member of his county and state societies and the National 
Association of the system of medicine with which he affiliates.

is a practitioner of medicine or surgery.

MICHIGAN. 

Board. — The State Board of Registration in medicine consists of ten 
members — five regulars, two homeopaths, two eclectics and one physio- 
medicist — and is appointed by the governor, the names being selected from 
the latest lists filed in the office of the Secretary of State at Lansing by 
each of the four legally incorporated state medical societies of the schools 
of medicine mentioned.

The minimum standard of preliminary education adopted by the 
Board consists of 60 counts, in (a) required subjects of which at least 
35 counts and not more than G5 may be offered, as follows: English. 
10-20; mathematics, 10-20; Latin, 10-20; physics, 5, and (b) optional 
courses, enough to bring the aggregate up to 00 counts, as follows : Greek, 
8-10; French, 8-10; German, 8-10; Spanisli, 8-10; history, 4-15; chem- 
istry, 5; biology, 4-5 (or botany or zoology each alone 2-5) ; physiology 
and hygiene, 2-5; English literature (not allowed unless a whole year 
taken in addition to the 10 points required), 4-5; trigonometry (not al- 
lowed unless offered in addition to the 10 points retpiired in mathematics), 
2; physical geography, 2-5; drawing, 2. The figures following the sub- 
jects above given show the minimum and maximum credit in counts ac- 
cepted. A "count" is here defined as the measure of the work successfully 
completed in a high school pursued for 5(5 weeks in weekly recitiition 
periods of 45 minutes each. 

Medical Education. — No medical college is approved by the Board 
subsequent to September 17, 1903, nor is a medical diploma recognized 
unless it fulfills the minimum standard of medical education established 
by the Board. This standard is as shown by the accomi)anying table. 

Medical course must cover a four years' course of eight months in 
each calendar year, the aggregate of which amounts to at least 138 
weeks of at least 3r» hours each week and at least 44 months must have 
elapsed between tlie student's beginning his first course of lectures and 
the date of his graduation.

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Definition of Act. — "When any person sUall append the letters *M. D.,' 
or *M. B.,* or prefix the title doctor,. *Dr./ or any other sign or appellation 
in a medical sense to his name, it shall be prima facie evidence of practic- 
ing medicine and surgery within the meaning of this act." In this act, 
unless otherwise provided, the term "Practice of Medicine" shall mean

Application for Licensure. — ^All applicants must submit to an exami- 
nation in the following branches: Anatomy, physiology, chemistry, his- 
tology, materia medica, therapeutics, preventive medicine, practice of 
medicine, surgery, obstetrics, diseases of women and children, diseases 
of the nervous system, diseases of the eye and ear, medical jurisprudence 
and such other branches as the Board may deem advisable, and present 
evidence of having attended four full courses of lectures in a medical col- 
lege recognized by the Board, of at least twenty-six weeks each, no two 
courses being within the same year. Licenses to practice must be filed 
with the clerk of the district court of the county in which the applicant 
resides. 

College Standard. — Four years of at least twenty-six weeks each, 
no two courses in the same year, is the standard set by the Board. Grad- 
uates of medical colleges granting advanced standing for work done at 
non-medical institutions are not admitted to examination. The Board 
requires a strictly four-year course, extending over four years, at a recog- 
nized medical college which demands as a minimum entrance requirement 
two years of university work the equivalent of that done in the liberal 
arts department of the University of Minnesota. This rule applies to all 
students matriculating for the season of 1907-8 and thereafter. 

Exemptions. — ^The act does not apply to commissioned i surgeons of the 
United States Army or Navy, nor to physicians or surgeons in actual con- 
sultation from other states and territories; nor to actual medical students 
practicing medicine under the direct supervision of a preceptor; nor to 
dentists.

Application for Licensure. — Applicant must furnish evidence of good 
moral character as well as of satisfactory preliminary and medical edu- 
cation. He must pass an examination in anatomy, chemistry, phj'siology, 
therapeutics, obstetrics, gynecology, surgery, practice of medicine, bacteri- 
ology, medical jurisprudence, hygiene and such other branches as the 
board may direct. The passing grade is 75. In case of failure ai>plicaut 
may take another examination within twelve months without extra charge. 
Temporary licenses are not granted. The license must be recordeil in tlu» 
office of the county clerk of the county where the holder resides. In rase 
of removal to another county, the license must be recorded in the county 
to which removal is made. Neglei^t to have lii'ense so recorded makes the 
holder liable after twenty days to a fine of from $10 to $50, and after thirty 
days to a fine of not less than $100. Revocation of Licenses. — The Board 
may refuse licenses to individuals guilty of unprofessional or dishonorable 
conduct, which is explained to include habitual drunkenness, the excessive 
use of narcotics or the producing of criminal al>()rtion, although this speci- 
fication is not intended to exclude other acts for which licenses may be 
refused or revoked. 

College Standard. — Preliminary Education. — Each applicant must i)r(*- 
sent satisfactory evidence of preliminary qualifications, to wit : A cer- 
tificate of graduation from an aciTedited higli school or state normal 
school, college, university, academy or a certificate from the county scliool 
commissioner c»ertifying that he has satisfactorily passed an examina- 
tion showing an education equivalent to that of an accredited high scliool. 
Medical Education. — Applicant must have received a diploma from some 
reputable medical college having four years' rdiujrements at the time 
such diploma was granted. 

Exemptions. — The act does not i)rohibit gratuitous service nor does 
it apply to legally qualified consultants, nor to commissioned surgeons 
of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service in the official 
discharge of their duties. 

• Reciprocity. — Tlie legislature passed n reciprocal clause granting tlie 
Board privilege to hold reciprocal relations with any states Iiavlng a 
standard of requirements equal to or higher than the recpiirements of this 
state. Missouri now reciprocates with Colorado, Delaware, District of 
Columbia, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, Maine, Michigan, Minnesota, Ne- 
vada, New Jersey, Wisconsin and Wyoming on the basis of an examinati<m, 
and on the basis of a diploma also with Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Michigan, Nevada and Wisconsin. 

Definition of Act. — ^Any person practicing medicine or surgery in tiiis 
state, and any person attempting to treat tlie sick or Others afflicted witli 
bodily or mental infirmities, and any person representing or advertising 
himself by any means or through any medium whatsoever, or in any man- 
ner whatsoever, so as to indicate that he is authorized to or does treat 
the sick or others afflicted with i)odily or mental infirmities, witlnrnt a 
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license from the Board as provided in tbie act, or after the revocation 
of sneh license by the Board as provided in this act, shull be deemed guilty 
of a misdenjeanor, and punished by a fine of not less than $50 nor more 
tban $500, or by imprisonment in the county jail for a period of not 
less than thirty dnya nor move than one year, or by both such flne and 
imprisonment for each and every offense; iind treating each patient shall 
be regntded as a septirate offense. 






MONTANA. 

Board.— The State Boai-d of Medical Esaininera consists of seven mem- 
bers, one of whom is appointed by the governor each year and who holds 
ofBee for seven years. Secretary. Dr. W. C. RIddell, Helena. 

Meetings. — The Board meets on the first Tuesday o£ April and October 
at Helena and at such other times and places as it may elect. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $25.00; re-examlnntlon within six months 
free. 

ApplioaUon for Licensure. — The applicant must present a diploma is- 
sued by a medical school l^ally organiaed and in good standing, and 
submit to an examination in an.itouiy, physiology, materia medica, tbera- 
peuticB, practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics, diseases of women and 
children, disease of the nervous system and diseases of The eye and ear. 
When desired, such eiamlnation may be conducted in the presence of 
the dean of any medical school or the president of any medical society 
in this state, I. e., such dean or pi-esident may be present. Certificates 
must be recorded with the county clerk of the county in which the appli- 
cant resides. 

Appeals from the action of the Board of Medical Examiners in refus- 
ing a license to practice, for failure to pass the required examination. 
under the 1903 amendment are to be tried by a jury of six physicians. 

College S(an(i«i*(J.— Four years of six months each. The Board ac- 
cepts the diplomas from colleges recognized by the lllinots State Board 
of Health as admitting poasesBor to examination. 

Exemptions.— The act does not apply to midwlvee of siiiil and experi- 
ence, commissioned surgeons of the United States Army or Navy in the 
discharge of their official duties, nor to legally quolltled consultants. 

Reeijiraclty. — Although the law provides for reciprocal registration, 
the Board does not at present reciprocate with any other state. 

Definition of Act.— Any pei-son shall be regarded as practicing within 
the meaning of this act who shall append or affix the letters M. B. or 
M. D., or the title of Dr. or Doctor, or any other sign or appellation in a 
medical sense to his or her name, who shall publicly process to be B. physi- 
cian or surgeon, who shall publicly profess either on his own behalf, In 
bis own name, in bis trade name, or on behalf of any other person, corjiorB- 
tion, association, paitnership, either as manager, bookkeeper, aolieitor or 
other agent, to cure, treat, relieve or palliate any ailment, disease or In- 
firmity of the mind or the body of another by using or prescribing any 
drug, medicine or surgical treatmpnt. or who shall recommend, prescribe 
t for the use of any jierson sniy drug, medicine, apparatus or other 
agency, whether material or not material, for the cure, relief or piilllation 
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of any ailment or disease of the mind or body, or for the cure or relief of 
any wound, fracture or bodily injury or other deformity after having re- 
ceived, or with the intention of receiving therefor, either directly or in- 
directly, any bonus, gift or compensation. 

NEBRASKA. 

Board. — The State Board of Health consists of the governor, attorney- 
general and superintendent of public instruction. This Board appoints 
four secretaries, who hold office for a term of four years, two of whom 
shall be regulars, one a homeopath, and one an eclectic. The secretaries 
are in reality the Board of Health. The method adopted is to get around 
the constitution which forbids the creation of more boards. President, 
Dr. W. T. Johnson, Pawnee City; Secretary, Dr. E. J. C. Sward, Oakland. 

Meetings. — By call. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $25.00. For graduates of Nebraska colleges 
the fee is only $10.00. 

AppUcation for Licensure. — Each applicant must present evidence of 
good moral character to the Board, as well as his diploma, together with 
an affidavit that he is the lawful possessor of and the person named in 
said diploma, and that he has attended the full course of study required 
for the degree. After due investigation has shown that the credentials 
are satisfactory, applicant is then required to submit to an examination 
in all the branches generally required by reputable medical colleges for 
the degree of doctor of medicine. Examinations on practice and thera- 
peutics are conducted by the member or members of the Board of Secre- 
taries, who are of the same school of practice as the applicant. Certificates 
must be filed with the county clerk of the county in which the applicant 
resides. 

College Standard. — ^A medical college requiring high school diploma 
or equivalent preliminary examination for admission to its course of study 
in all the common branches and in Latin and the higher mathematics, 
which requirements shall be regularly published in all the advertisements 
and in each catalogue issued by said school, which medical school or col- 
lege also requires as a requisite for granting the degree of M. D. attend- 
ance on at least four courses of lectures of six months each, no two 
courses to be held within one year, and having a full faculty of capable 
professors in all the different branches of medical education requiring 
clinical instruction in medicine and surgery of not less than four hours per 
week in the last two years of the course. In general, the colleges recog- 
nized by the college associations are recognized by the Board, provided 
the entrance requirement is equal to a high school diploma. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit gratuitous services in case of 
emergency, nor the administration of ordinary household remedies, and 
does not apply to couunissioned surgeons in the United States Army and 
Navy, nor to nurses engaged iu their legitimate occupations. 

Reciprocity. — Nebraska reciprocates on the basis of a diploma from a 
recognized college or of an examination with Georgia, Indiana, Iowa, Kan- 
siLS Kentucky, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Miniiosotn, Ohio, and Wiscon- 
sin, and on the basis of an examination only with Illinois and Wyoming. 
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No certificate will be granted upou rec'iprocity where the applicant lias 
not resided and been in reputable practice in the state endorsing him 
for at least one year immediately preceding the endorsement. 

Definition of Act. — Any person shall be regarded as practicing medi- 
cine who shall operate or profess to heal or prescribe for, or otherwise 
treat any physical or mental ailment of another. 

NEVADA. 

Board. — ^The State Hoard of Medical Examiners ccmsists of five mem- 
bers, three regulars, one homeoi)ath and one eclectic, appointed by the 
governor, and holds ottice for four years. President, Dr. J. L. Gamer. 
Tonopah; Secretary, Dr. S. L. liCe, ("arscm City. 

Meetings. — The Hoard meets twice a year, the first Monday of May 
and November, at sucii i>lac(» as it mny designate. 

Fees. — Examination or licensing f(»e, $2r).00. In case of failure, appli- 
cants are entitleti to re-examination without additional fee, within six 
months. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicants must furnish satisfactory proof 
of having graduated from a legally recognized UKHlical school and must 
pass a satisfactory examination before the Hoard. The examination em- 
braces the following sul)jects: Anatomy. i>hysiology. chemistry, toxicol- 
ogy, materia medica, therai>eutics, i>rinciples and i)ractice of medicine, 
principles and i)ractice of surgery, obstetrics, l>acteriology, pathology,' and 
diseases of the skin, (»ye, (»ar, nose, throat, l>rain and the genito-urinary 
system. Certificates nuist l>e registt^red with the county clerk of the 
county in which the applicant intends to practice. 

Colleye t^tandard. — The Hoard recognizes colleges legally organizetl 
in the state or territory in wliich they ar(» locattnl. Possession of diploma 
does not exempt from examination. 

Exemptions. — The act exemi)ts gratuitous stM'vices in case of emer- 
gency and the administration of family renunlies: nor does it apply 
to commissioned surgeons in tlu* TniffMl States Army and Navy, iii the 
discharge of their official duties, nor to professional nurses, or legally 
qualified consultants. 

Reciproeitu. — Nevada reciju-ocates with (leorgia. Indiana, Kentucky. 
Iowa, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, South 
Carolina, Texas and Wisconsin. Fee, Jf^r^OO. 

Definition of Act. — **For the purposes of this act the words, ^practice 
of medicine, surgery and obstetrics.' shall mean to open an office for such 
purpose, or to announce to the iaibli<*. or to any individual, in any way. a 
desire or willingness or readiness to treat the sick or afflicted in any ctmnty 
in the State of Nevada : ov to investigate or diagnosticate, or to offer 
to investigate or diagnosticate :niy physical or mental ailment, or dis- 
ease, of any person, or to give surgi<*al assistance to, or to suggest, rec- 
onmiend, prescribe or direct for tli(» use of any i>erson, any drug, medicine, 
ai>pliance or other agt^icy, whether material or not material, for the cure, 
relief or palliation of any ailment or disease of the mind or body, or 
for the cure or relief of any wound, franture. or bodily injury, or deform- 
ity, after having re<*eived or with the intent of n^ceiving therefor, either 
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directly or indirectly, any money, ^ift, or any other form of compensation. 
It shall also he regarded as practicing medicine within the meaning of 
this act if any one shall use in connection with his or her name the words 
or letters *Dr.,' 'Doctor,' 'Professor,' 'M. D.,' or 'Healer,' or any other title, 
word, letter or other designation intended to imply or designate him or 
her as n practitioner of mcHlicine. or surgery, or obstetrics in any of its 
branches." 

NEW IIAMPSHIUE. 

Board. — There are three separate State Boards of Medical Exam- 
iners, each consisting of five members nominated by and representing the 
New Hampshire Medical Society, the Homeopathic Medical Society, and 
the Eclectic Me<lical Society. The Hoards are appointed by the governor 
from these lists furnished by these societies, and hold office for five years. 
The Superintendent of Pul)lic Instruction, ex officio, is the regent of the 
State Boards of Medical Examiners and conducts the examinations from 
lists of questions furnished by the various boards. Secretarj' of Regular 
Board, Dr. J. T. Greeley, Nashua ; Secretary of Homeopathic Board, Dr. 
R. V. Sweet, Rochester. 

The Superintendent of Public Instruction, Henry C. Morrison, is the 
Regent of the State Board of Medical Examiners. 

Meetings. — Meetings are called by the Regent at any time, but one 
meeting must be called annually. 

Fees. — Examination and reciprocal fee, $10.00. Unsuccessful appli- 
cants are entitled to a second examination without fee, after six months. 

Application for Licetisvre. — The Regent may admit to examination any 
candidate who pays the prescribed fee and submits satisfactory evidence 
of having graduated from a registered college, or of having satisfactorily 
completed a full course in a registered academy or high school or had 
an equivalent preliminary education, and of having graduated from a 
medical college conforming to the requirements of the Board. The regent 
must accept as the equivalent for any of these requirements evidence of 
five or more years' reputal)le practice, provided, that such substitution is 
specified in the license. Students who matriculated in a New Hampshire 
medical school before January 1, 180.S, are exempted from the preliminary 
education requirement. Graduates from the Dartmouth Medical School 
may receive a certificate on presentation of diploma, if said diploma was 
issued between March 18, 1807, and January, 1903. Questions are sub- 
mitted to the regents by each Board for thorough examinations in anat- 
omy, physiology and hygiene, chemistry, surgery, obstetrics, pathology and 
diagnosis, and therapeutics, including practice and materia medica. The 
papers are marked by the Boards. Licenses must be recorded. 

College Standard. — The legal standard is four years of at least nine 
months each, in four different calendar years, the college to be registered 
with the regents as maintaining a satisfactory standard. 

Exemptions. — The act does not apply to commissioned medical officers 
serving in the United States Army, Navy or. Marine Hospital Service, or 
any one actually serving on the resident medical staff of any legally incor- 
porated hospital, or any legally registered dentist, exclusively engaged in 
practicing dentistry: or any manufacturer of artificial eyes, limbs, or 



cirLhuiitidie liiHtruaieuIn or traseea, in Itltiug siu-b luHtrumentB on perauus 
in need thereof, or InwfuH.v qualified conBultimtB, or physicians residing 
on the border of a neighboring state who do not open nn office or appoint 
a place to meet patients or receive calls within the state of New Hamp- 
shii-e; or to the regular or family physicians of non-resldenta when called 
to nttend them during a temporary stay In tlie state ; to clairvoyants or 
to persona practicing hypnotism, magnetic healing, mind cure, massage, 
Christian science, or any other method of healing If no drugs are em- 
ployed or surgical operstions are iwrformed; provided, suchjersona do 
not violate any of the provisions of this act in relation to the use of 
"M. D." or the title of doctor or physician. 

Beifiprocifj/.— Any l^al practitioner of medicine and ani^ery in any 
other state or territory, which will grant to physicians and surgeons reg- 
istered in this atate similar privileges, shall be admitted to practice medi- 
cine and surgery in this state by paying the usual fee of $10 and preaent- 
ing to the boards of medical examiners a satisfactory diploma from some 
medical school, a certificate of registration, or license to practice medicine, 
from the state or territory from which he comes, and evidence satisfactory 
to said boards of e:taminers of his professional standing. 

Definition of 4c/.— Any person holding blmseif out to the public as 
9 physician and surgeon, or advertising as such, or who appends the 
letters "M. D," to his name, or who aaaumes or advertises the title of doc- 
tor (or any title which shall show or tend to show that the person assnm- 
ing or advertising the same Is a practitioner of any of the branches of 
medicine) in such a manner as to convey the impression that he is a 
legal practitioner of medicine, or of any of its branches, Is deemed prac- 
ticing medicine within the meaning of this act. 
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NEW JERSEY. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners is appointed by the 
governor, and consists of nine members, five regulars, three homeopaths, 
and one eclectic. The term of ofHce is three years. President, Dr. B. L. 
B. Godfrey, Camden. Secretary, Dr. John W. Bennett, Long Branch. 

Meetings. — Meetings are held at Trenton on the third Tuesday and 
Wednesday in June and Octol)er, and at such other times and places as 
the Board may deem expedient 

Fees.— Examination fee. $25.00; i-eeiprocai r^lstration fee. $50.0J; 
recording of license, $2.00. 

Application for Licenavre. — Each applicant for examination must pre- 
sent satisfactory proof of being more than 21 years of age, of possessing 
a good moral character, and of having obtained, at least, a certificate or 
diploma issued after four years of study either in u normal, manual tratn- 
Ing or approved high school of the first grade in New Jersey, or its 
equivalent aa determined by the State Superintendent of Puhlie Instruc- 
tion of this state, either from credentials submitted or a certificate of ex- 
amination fro™ the State Board of Examiners for Teachers. The appli- 
cation must be accompanied by a recent photograph of the applicant, on 
the baeli of which must appear the applicant's signature signed la the 
presence of a notary or other legal olBcial. Applicant must have gradu- 
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ated from a medical college recognized by the Board (see college standard) 
and pass an examination in writing before this Board in nine sections, em- 
bracing ninety questions on fourteen subjects, viz.: Materia medica and 
therapeutics, obstetrics and gynecology, practice of medicine, including 
physical diagnosis and diseases of the skin, nose, and throat; surgery, 
including surgical anatomy and diseases of the eye, ear, and genito- 
urinary organs; anatomy, physiology, chemistry, histology, pathology, 
and bacteriology, hygiene and medical jurisprudence.

College Standard. — The standard of requirements of New Jersey is 
as follows: Preliminary Education. — ^A high school diploma issued after 
four years of study in an approved school of the first grade in this state, 
or its equivalent as determined by the State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction of New Jersey, either from credentials submitted or a certificate 
of examination from the State Board of Examiners for Teachers. Medi- 
cal Education.

Exemptions. — ^The act does not apply to commissioned medical officers 
of the United States Army, Navy and Marine Hospital Service, while so 
commissioned; or to lawfully qualified consultants; or to a legally qual- 
ified physician of another state taking charge of the practice of a physi- 
cian of this state temporarily during the latter's absence therefrom, pro- 
vided application for permission to do so has been filed with the Board 
and granted; or to any legally qualified physician of another state, pro- 
vided such practitioner shall not open an office or a place for the prac- 
tice of his profession within New Jersey; or to anyone serving as a 
member of the resident medical staff of a legally incorporated charitable 
or mimicipal hospital; or to any legally qualified or registered dentist, 
exclusively engaged in practicing the art of dentistry; or to anyone who 
has been practicing in the state since before July 4, 1890, provided such 
right to practice was obtained on a duly registered diploma, issued by 
a legally chartered and recognized medical institution, or to any resident 
of the state who has been continuously engaged in giving treatment by 
electi'icity during the past fourteen years; provided, such person gradu- 
ated from a legally incorporated electro-therajmutic school in good stand- 
ing; or to any legally licensed and' registered pharmacist of the state 
actually engaged in the practice of his profession, but who does not carry 
on the business of a dispensary unless it is in charge of a legally licensed 
physician of the state; or to any legally licensed veterinary or dentist en- 
gaged ill tho praeiico of veterinary medicine or dentistry, or to any pro- 
fessional niirs(», masseur, or electrician operating under the spinnfic direc- 
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tion of a regularly licensed physician, to anyone piving aid in emergency 
or accident cases pending the arrival of a regularly licensed physician. 

Reciprocity. — With New York after January 1, 1906. New Jersey 
will now indorse the medical license issueil by any state, after examination, 
whose educational, examining, and licensing requirements are substantially 
equal to, or higher than those of New Jersey, irresi)ective of reciprocity, 
provided the applicant complies witli the conditions of indorsement. The 
fee is $50.00. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine or

The act applies to all persons professing and attempting to cure diseases 
l)y means of tlie so-called systems of "faitli curism,'' "mind healing," *iay- 
ing-on-of-hands," and otiier similar systems.

Mrvtin</fi. — Regular meetings of tlie Hoard are held in tlie Capitol 
Building in Santa Fe on the second Mondays of January, April, July and 
October of each year.

Application for fjicrnsurc. — Any api)licant of good moral character 
who has been in active praticc for two years next iu'ectnling the date of 
his application and wiio is a graduate ol' a nuMlical college in good stand- 
ing, after payment of the rcMpiired fee, will l>e granttnl a license without ex- 
amination. (Jraduates of ('(illeges in good standing who have not been in 
active practice for two years and also graduates of reputal)le medical 
colleges otiier than those in good standing, who have served interneshiitf* 
in good liospitals or wiio have taken six months or more of post graduate 
instruction in some institution having anii)le <-lini<*al fa<-ilities. or wh(» 
have had three or in(»re years of actual practice since graduation, may Si»- 
cure lic€»nse by passing an examination in anatnniy and hi.stology, chem- 
istry, etiology and hygiene, piiysiology. materia nnH.lica, therapeutics, path- 
ology and bacteriol(>gy. surgery. physi<-al «liagnosis. obstetrics, gynecology'. 
practice ol* me<licine, medical ethics and Jnrisprndence, and in such other 
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subjects as the Board may prescribe. Au average of 75 per cent and 
a grade not less than 50 per cent in each subject must be obtained in order 
to pass. In case of failure in not more than two subjects applicant may 
be allowed to take another examination at the next regular meeting of 
the Board in the sul>jects in which he failed. The license must be re- 
corded in the office of the i>robate clerk of the county in which the holder 
resides, and again be recordeti in any county to which holder may re- 
move permanently. Failure to have tht* license so recorded shall be 
accepted by the court as i)rima facie t^vidence that no such license exists, 
and holder is liable to the penalty for practicing without a license. The 
Board may refuse to license any person guilty of immoral, dishonorable 
or unprofessional conduct or may revoke a license for like cause. 

College Standard. — A medical college in good standing is defined to 
be one which has a standard as high as that required by the Association 
of American Medical Colleges, and which has ample clinical facilities. 
The Board will not rec*ognize any college which misrepresents its records, 
its clinical facilities or as to its students or graduates. 

Exemptions. — The act is not intended to interfere with gratuitous 
services in cases of emergency, nor the domestic administration of fam- 
ily remedies, nor with women practicing midwifery, nor with United States 
surgeons in the discharge of their official duties, nor with the practice of 
osteopathy, optometry, or dentistry as provided by law. 

Reciprocity. — The Board may grant licenses without examination to 
applicants who have been regularly licensed in other states or territories 
having requirements equal to those of New Mexico. 

Definition. — The words "practice of medicine" are defined to mean

to open an office for such purpose or to announce to the public or to any 
individual in any waj' a desire or willingness or readiness to treat the 
sick or afllictcHl, or to investigate or diagnose or offer to investigate or 
diagnose any physical or mental ailment or disease of any person, or 
to suggest, recommend, prescribe or direct for the use of any person, 
any drug, medicine, appliance or other agency, whether material or not 
material, for the cure, relief or palliation of any ailment or disease of the 
mind or body or for the cure or relief of any wound, fracture or bodily 
injury or deformity, after having received, or with the intent of receiving 
therefor, either dire<*tly or indirectly, any bonus, gift or compensation. 
Any person making a false oath or affidavit before the Board shall be 
deemed guilty of perjury and subject to the punishment provided for that 
offense. Any person practicing medicine without first securing a license 
shall be punished by a fine not to exceed $100 or imprisonment not to 
exceed ninety days, or by l)oth sucli fine and imprisonment in the dis- 
cretion of the court 

NEW YORK.

Pees.— Bs a ml nation fee, ¥26.00; county clerk's certificate and regis- 
tration fee, Jl.OO. In case of failure applicants are not entitled to re- 
examination without fee, nlthln six months. 

AppUeatiOH fur Licensure. — Each applicant must have paid the exami- 
nation fee, must be 21 years of age, of good moral character, moat have 
completed his preliminary education, the equivalent of graduation from a 
r^sterod high school, prior to beginning hla second year of medicine, and 
must have graduated from a reputable medical college acceptable to the 
regents. He must have studied medicine four years of at least seven 
months each, and must pass the examination required by tlie regents. 
Provision is made for examining in anatomy, physiology, hygiene, aanl- 
.tation and chemistry, at the end of the sophomore year. Ibis credit to 
be acceptable toward the. examination for ileenae after four years in a 
medical college have been completed. The licensing examination covers 
the subjects named above unless appiicuut has already passed examination 
in them, as well as surgery, obstetrics, gynecology, pathology, lucladii^ 
hacteriology, and diagnosis. Candidates failing at one examination iliay, 
lifter not less than Sis months, have a second esaufiuatlon without fee. 
Licenses must be registered in the county where applicant locates. The 
regents have the power at any time to inquire into the identity of any 
person claiming to be a licensed physician and to revoke any license for 
cause. Among the causes mentioned for revocation are ; Fraud or de- 
ceit, crimes or misdemeanors, habitual di'unltenneas, the habitual use of 
morphine, opium, cocaine or other drugs having a similar effect, and 
the performance of ci'imlnal operations. Action may be begun on charges 
preferred by any person or corporation, or by the r^ents themselves. 
After licenses have been revolted tbey way be restored in tbe discretion 
of the regents. 

CoUeye Standard. — New York medical schools and Sew York medical 
students shall not be discriminated agnlnst by the r^Istratiou of any 
medical school out of tbe state whose minimum graduation standard la 
less than that fixed by statute for New York medical schools. , 

Preliminary Education. — The d^ree of bachelor or doctor of medl' 
cine shall not be conferred In this state before the candidate has died with 
the Institution conferring It the certiflcate of the Regents tiiat before 
beginaing the flrst annual medical course counted toward the degree, 
■unless matriculated conditionally as hereinafter specified, hi^ had either 
graduated from a registered college or satisfactorily completed a full 
course in a registered academy or high school; or had a preliminary 
education consldeted and accepted by tbe Regents as fully .-.piivalent ; 
or bad passed the Regents' examination as lierelnnftor provldi'd, A nied- 
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ical school may matriculate conditionally a student deficient in not more 
than one year's academic work or 15 coimts of the preliminary educa- 
tion requirement, provided the name and deficiency of each student so 
matriculated be filed at the Regent's ofiice within three months after 
matriculation, and that the deficiency be made up before the student 
begins the second annual medical course counted toward the degree. 

All matriculants after January 1, 1907, must have secured 60 (48 old) 
academic counts, or their full equivalent, before beginning the first annual 
medical course counted toward the degree, unless admitted conditionally, 
as hereinafter specified, when the deficiency must be made up before 
the student begins the second annual medical course counted toward the 
d^ree. 

The Regents will accept as fully equivalent to the required academic 
course any one of the following: (a) certificate of having successfully 
completed at least a full year's course of study in the collegiate depart- 
ment of any college or university, registered by the Regents as maintain- 
ing a satisfactory standard; (b) a certificate of having passed in a reg- 
istered institution examinations equivalent to the full collegiate course 
of the freshman year or to a completed academic course; (c) Regents' 
passcards for any 60 academic counts or any Regents* diploma; (d) a 
certificate of graduation from any registered gymnasium in Germany, 
Austria, or Russia; (e) a certificate of the successful completion of a 
course of five years in a registered Italian ginnasio and three years in a 
liceo; (f) the bachelor's degree in arts or science or substantial equiva- 
lents from any registered institution in France or Spain; (g) any cre- 
dential from a registered institution or from the government in any state 
or country which represents the completion of a course of study equiva- 
lent to graduation from a registered New York high school or academy 
or from a registered Prussian gymnasium. 

After June 1, 1906, matriculates may obtain the medical student cer- 
tificate by passing Regent's examinations in the following set subjects: 
Algebra, 5; geometry, 5; English, 10; Latin grammar, 2; Latin com- 
position, 2; Caesar, 6; physics, 5; chemistry, 5; American history and 
civics, 5 ; or in lieu thereof by passing in subjects aggregating 60 academic 
counts. 

(The term "count" is the measure of work successfully completed in 
a secondary school, pursued an entire school year of at least 38 weeks 
in one weekly period of not less than 45 minutes.) 

A medical school may matriculate conditionally a student deficient 
in not more than one year's academic work or twelve counts of the pre- 
liminary education requirement, the deficiency to be made up before the 
student begins the second annual medical course toward the degree. The 
full number of counts required is 48 on the old basis, 60 on the new. The 
Regents do not recognize medical schools granting time credits for a 
degree in dentistry, pharmacy or veterinary surgery. 

Medical Education. — Four years of medical study are reiiuired, in- 
cluding four courses of lectures of seven months each in four separate 
calendar years. A list of "registered" or recognized medical schools is 
kept by the regents. The registration of medical schools has reference 
to both the general preliminary ed\ic;rtional and the professional educa- 
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li requirwueut and not lo tlie general preliminary eiiui-atlon, nbicb u 
be met by the oandidatee for admission to New York medical schoolB and 
New York medical students are not discriminated against by the r^istra- 
tloD of an.v medical schools out nr the state. Schonle are registered in 
full or accredited in three clasnew ax tliey affni-d opiiortunity to stndy 
medicine wltb suitable facilities for tour fnll yeai-a (registered), three 
full years (class 1). two full years <ela»B 2), or one full year (class 3). 
The medical schools of the United States registered or accredited by the 
department fall iuto two groups; (1) Those reglatei-ed or accredited 
for admission to the licensing examinntlou after formal application authen' 
ticated by seal or a.'fldavit and the signature of the executive officer; 
(2) those registered or accredited for admission to registered medlcnl 
schools. 

EiMmjttiiiHe. — This act is not to be construed to affect medical ofllcera 
of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service wliile w> 
commissioned : or any one engaged In the practice of dentistry, or who 
flts or sells lenses, artiftcial eyes, limbs or other apparatus, or to affect 
any doctor from an adjoining state who shall be called in consultation 
with a locally, legally registered physician. 

Reciproi.'itii. — Provision is made for i-eciproclty with states having 
equal standards and for the accepting of candidates of known eminence 
and ability regardleas of reclpi-oclty. Reciprocal relations have been estab- 
lished with Michigan. New .lersey and Ohio. 

Deftiiition of Act. — A [wrson practices niedlcine within tlie meaning of 
this act who holds himself out as being able to diagnose, treat, operate or 
prescribe for any human disease, pain. Injury, deformity or physical con- 
dition, and who shall either offer or undertake, hy any means or method, 
to diagnose, treat, oiierate or prescribe for any human disease, pain. In- 
jury, deformity or physical condition. Any person who practices without 
llrst lielng duly registered or who shall practice under any unlawful means 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, while practicing under an assumed name 
or impersonating another constitutes a felony and any one so practicing 
is subject to a fine in accordance with penal code for such offense.

AppIicatioH for LitTnutDt. — The Itoard examines all applicants possesf- 
Ing a diploma or fumisiilng satisfactory proof of graduation from a medi- 
cal college in good standing In anatomy, physiology, surgery, pathology, 
medical hygiene, chemistry, pharmacy, materia medica, therapeutics, mi- 
croscopy. obslPtricK. gj-nci'ology, and pediatrics and the prnctlre nf inedl- 
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cine. Certificates must l>e registered with a county cleric. Two mem- 
bers of the Board may grant a temporary license to applicants comply- 
ing with the requirements. An average of 80 per cent is required, with 
not less than 35 per cent in any one branch. 

College Standard. — The requirements for recognition are not less than 
three years of medical work, and such facilities for clinical instruction 
as may be prescribed by the Board. 

Exemptions. — Midwives and outside consultants are the only exemp- 
tions made. 

Reciprocity. — The Board in* its discretion may license without exam- 
ination physicians presenting licenses froiji other states which have re- 
quirements equal to those of North Carolina. 

Definition of Act. — None. 

NORTH DAKOTA. 

Board. — The Examining Board consists of nine members, two of 
whom must be homeopaths and one a lawyer, and is appointed by the 
governor to servo for four years. President, Dr. J. P. Aylen, Sheldon; 
Secretary, Dr. H. M. Wheeler, Grand Forks. 

Meetings. — The Board meets in (Jrand Forks the /first Tuesday in 
January, April, July and October. 

Fee«.— Registration fee, ^20.00. 

Application for Licensure. — The Board reiiuires for licensure a di- 
ploma and passing a satisfactory examinatiim in anatomy, physiology, 
chemistry, pathology, therapeutics, diseases of women and children, nerv- 
ous diseases, diseases of, the eye and ear, medical jurisprudence, surgery, 
obstetrics, preventive medicine, histology, and such other subjects as the 
Board deems advisable. A general average of not less than 75 per cent 
is required, and the applicant must not fall below G5 per cent in any 
one branch. Temporary licenses are not granted. The Board may re- 
voke or refuse n license for dishonoral)le or immoral conduct, chronic or 
persistent inebriety or mental aberration, excessive use of narcotics, or 
for the practice of criminal abortion. 

College Standard. — Preliminary Education. — For all graduates of 1905 
and thereafter graduation from an accrediteii high school is required as 
the minimum entrance requirement. For graduates of 1010 and there- 
after, in addition to the high school diploma, two years of work in a 
college of liberal- arts having a standard equal to that of the University 
of North Dakota will be reipiired. Medical Education. — (Graduation from 
a reputable college giving four courses of lectures of at least eight 
months each is the adopted standard. For all graduates of 1905 ami 
thereafter the board insists on the minimum entrance and curriculum 
adopted by the zVmerican Confederation of Reciprocating, Examining and 
Licensing Bbards. and no college failing to conform to the same will be 
regarded as **reputabTe" within the meaning of the law. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohioit gratuitous assistance in cases 
of emergency, nor does It apply to surgeons In tlio I'nited States Army, 
or Navy, or legally <|ua!ified consultants. 
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ReiHpTocity. — The Bourd, in (ts discretion, mny grant a license for 
the aame fee, without esamlnation, to appUcants examined and licensed 
by other State Examining Boards maintaining standards not lower than 
those provided for In this nrtk'le. On the basis of an examination (Qual- 
ification No. 1, see page 124), Noith Dakota reciprocates with Illiuoia, 
Iowa, Maine, Michigan, Vermont, West Vii^inla, Wisconsin and Wyoming 
on licenses bearing the date of Jnly 1, 1905, or later. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is r^nrded as practicing medicine who 
appends the letters "M. D." or "M. B." to his name, or who. for a fee, 
prescribes, directs or recommends for the nse of any person, any drug 
or medicine or other agency for the treatment, care or relief of any wound, 
fractare, or bodily injury, infirmity or disease. Penalties.— Any person 
practicing medicine, surgery and obstetricB without a license, or otherwise 
violating the provisions of this article. Is guilty of a misdemeanor and 
on conviction thereof Is punishable by a fine of not less than $30 nor 
more than JIOO, or by Imprisonment In the county jiiil not exceeding thirty 
days, or by both. 

OHIO. 

Buard. — The governoi', by and with the advice and consent of the 
senate, appoints the State Board of Medical Registration and Bxauiina- 
tlon, consisting of seven members, to serve for seven years, representa- 
tion being given to schools of practice in the state as nearly as possible 
In proportion to their numerical strength in the state, but no one school 
to have majority of the whole Board. President, Dr. H. H. Baxter, 
Cleveland ; Secretary, Dr. George H. Hntson, Columbua. 

Meetingi. — The Board meets in Columbua on the first Tuesday of Janu- 
ary, April, July and October, but examjnntlons are held only In June and 
December of each year. 

Fees. — Examination, ¥25.00; recording fee, $0.50; reciprocal fee is 
equal to that exacted by state from which the applicant comes. Pre- 
liminary examination fee, $2.00. In case of failure applicant Is entitled 
to re-examination within twelve months. 

Application for lAaensure. — The applicant must flle with the secretary 
a written application on a form jirescrlbed by the Board, verified by 
oath, and furnish satisfactory proof that he is more than 21 years old 
and is of good moral eharucter. In the application, as a condition of ad- 
mission to the examination, he must produce acceptable credentials of 
prelimlnsry education (see college standard) and must present either a 
diploma from some legally chartered medical institution In the United 
States In good standing at the time of Issuing such diploma, as defined 
by the Board ; or ii diploma or license approved by the Board, which has 
conferred the full right to practice all branches of medicine or surgery 
in some foreign country. The dlplonm or license, legally certified, must 
be presented with the application, together with such other dutii bearing 
on the applicant's medical education as the Board may require. If the 
evidence submitted Is satisfactory to the Board, the applicant Is admitted 
to an examination In anatomy, physiology, chemistry, physical dingnosls, 
materia medica and therapeutics, the principles and practice iii" iiu-dicine 
and ]ialhology, surgery, obsterlcs, dlsensen of women and chil.livn, and 
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such other subjects as the Board may require. Examinations in materia 
medica, therapeutics and practice are conducted by the member or mem- 
bers of the Board representing the applicant's school of practice. Cer- 
tificates must be recorded with the probate judge of the county in which 
the applicant resides. On 'change of residence the certificate must be re^ 
corded anew by the probate judge of the county into which the holder re- 
moves. 

College Standard. — ^Preliminary Requirements. — In accordance with 
the law of April 14, 1900, the Board appointed and certified four persons 
to act as preliminary examiners, one each at Cincinnati, Columbus, Cleve- 
land, and Toledo. These examiners are empowered to issue certificates to 
prospective matriculants in Ohio medical colleges which guarantee proper 
preliminary education, and which are upon (1) acceptable credentials or 
(2) upon examination. 

The credentials which may be accepted are as follows: (a) A di- 
ploma from a reputable college granting the degree of A. B., B. S. or 
equivalent degree; (b) a diploma from a high school of the first grade, 
normal school or seminary, legally constituted, issued after four years 
of study; (c) a teacher's permanent or life certificate; (d) a medical 
student's certificate of examination for admission to the freshman class 
of a reputable literary or scientific college. 

The following standard for examination for entrance to medical col- 
leges was adopted, to take effect after July 1, 1903: Latin, two years; 
English literature, composition and rhetoric ; history of the United States ; 
civics, alegbra through equations, plane geometry, physics, physiography 
(or chemistry), botany (or zoology). 

A general average of 75 per cent is required. Conditions are allowed 
in two branches to be removed by examination before the beginning of the 
sophomore year in medical college. 

Medical Education. — Four full courses of not less than thirty weeks 
each in four separate years. 

Exemptions, — ^The act does not prohibit service in case of emergency, 
or the domestic administration of family remedies; nor does it apply to 
any commissioned medical officer of the government services in the dis- 
charge of his professional duties ; nor to any legally qualified dentist when 
engaged exclusively in the practice of dentistry; nor to legally qualified 
consultants ; nor to legally qualified physicians or surgeons residing on the 
border of a neighboring state, whose practice extends into the limits of this 
state; nor to any osteopath who passes an examination before the Board 
in anatomy, physiology, obstetrics and physical diagnosis, and who is li- 
censed to practice osteopathy in the state, but not permitted to administer 
drugs nor to perform major surgery. 

Reciprocity. — Ohio reciprocates on the basis either of an examination 
or a Diploma from a recognized medical college witli Colorado, District of 
Columbia, Indiana, Iowa, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Vermont and Wisconsin and on the basis of au examianticm only with Ilii- 
nois. New Jersey and New York. 

Definition of Act. — "Any person shall be regarded as practicing medi- 
cine or surgery or midwifery, within the meaning of this act, who shall use 
the words or letters *Dr.,' 'Doctor,' 'Professor,' *M.D.,' :M.B.,' or any other 
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title, In conuectlon wltb his name, which In an; way represents him ae en- 
gaged in the practlpe of medicine or surgery, or midwifery, in nny of Its 
branches, or who Hhall prescribe or who shall recommend, for a tee. Cor like 
use any drug or medicine, appliance, application, operation or treatment of 
whatever nature, for the cure or relief of any wound, fracture or bodily In- 
Jury. Infirmity or disease. The use of any of the above mentioned words or 
letters, or titles In such oonnection, nnrt under riicIi circumstances bn to In- 
duce the ijeliet that the person who uses them is engaged in the practice of 
medicine or surgery or midwifery in any of its branches, ahall be deemed 
and accepted as prima facie proof of an intent on the part of such person 
to represent himself as eugiigHl in the practice of medicine or surgery or 
midwifery."

On ai»i)roval of sn^-h evidence bjr the Bojird, the appUi*;int 
Is examined in anatomy, physioloj^v, ihemistry. materia medica, therai>eu« 
tics, practice of medicine, sui^^ery, olistetricss diseases of women, meiUoal 
juii^rudoice, diag:nosis. jiatholc^v, diseases of i*hildr«i, disi^asws of the 
nenrous syistem, histol<^y, diseases t»f the eye and ear, and such other 
branches as the Board may deem advis;)ble. Licenses must be tlknl with 
the county clerk of the county in which the apiUicaut intends to practiiv. 

College Standard. — ^The Board recognizes colleges lawfully orgjiniicil iu 
the state or territory in which they are located. Possession of diploma 
does not exempt from examination. 

Exemptions. — ^The law makes no exemptions, except that dentists* in 
the practice of their profession, are not affected by the act 

Reciprocity. — ^Although the law provides for reciprocal registration, the 
Board, at present, does not reciprocate with any other state. 

Definition of Act. — ^Any person is regarded as practicing medicine witii- 
in the meaning of this act who appends the letters "M.D." or "M,B.*' to his 
name, or, for a fee, prescribes, directs or recommends, for the use of any 
person, any drug or medicine or agency for the treatment, cure or relief of 
any wound, fracture or bodily injury, intirmity or disease. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Board. — ^The Medical (Council, a body composed of the lieutenant-gover- 
nor, the attorney-general, the secretary of internal affairs, the superintend- 
ent of public instruction, the Commissioner of Health, and the presidents 
of three State Boards of Medical Examiners, has the supervision of the ex- 
amination of candidates to practice medicine in the state. The governor 
appoints the three Boards of Medical Examiners, consisting of 7 members 
.each, representing the regular, homeopathic and eclectic medical societies of 
the state, these societies furnishing a list of names from wliicli selwtioxi 
can be made. The Boards submit to the Medical Council a list of ques- 
tions, from which the Council makes up the questions for each examina- 
tion. The examinations are conducted by the respective Boards and the re- 
sults transmitted to the Council, which issues the licenses to those who liave 
passed the examination. Secretary of Medical Council, Honorable Nathan 
C. Schaeffer, Harrisburg. President of Regular Board of Examiners, Dr. 
Henry Beates, Jr., Philadelphia; Secretary, Dr. Winters D. Hamucker, 
Meadville; Secretary of the Homeopathic Board, Dr. Joseph C. Guernsey. 
Philadelphia; Secretary of the Eclectic Board, Dr. W. H. Blake, Phila- 
delphia. 

Meetings, — ^The Board holds two meetings each year at such time and 
place as it may select. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $25.00; registration fee, $1.00. 



Apjilicatian for Lumiavre. — Appllcnnts ni'o itHiiilreil to fnrniBli sntlH- 
tactory evidence of being more than 21 years of age, uf good moriil char- 
acter, and of having obtained a competent school education, and of bsving 
received a diploma conferring the degree of medicine from some legally in- 
corporated medical college of the United States, or a diploma or llcen&e 
conferring the full right to prnctlce all the branches of medicine and sur- 
gery In some foreign country. On paying the prescribed esamlnatloD foe. 
the Medical Council, if aatlslJed with the evidence presented by the iip- 
pllcant, isaues an order (or exanilnHtion before such one of the State 
Boards of Medical Examiners as tbe applicant may select. In case of 
failure at any such examination, the candidate, after the expiration of six 
months, and within two yeiirs. shall have the privilege of a second exam- 
ination by the same lioai'd to ivhich application was first made, without 
the payment of an additional fee. 

Examinations are held in the following branches : Anatomy, physi- 
ology, hygiene, chemistry, surgery, obstetrics, pathology, din gnosis, thera- 
peutics, prnctlce of medicine and moteriu medlcn. Licenses must be reg- 
istered with the prottonotary of the court of common pleas in the county 
In which the applicant resides. 

College standard. — The Medical Council has prescribed a minimum 
preliminary education requirement for matriculation in the medical col- 
leges of Pennsylvania as follows ; (n) A diploma of a literary or scientific 
college, a state normal school, a high school having a course of not leas than 
three years, or an academy having an approved high school standing, (b) 
A teacher's permanent certificate Issued by the school department of Penn- 
sylvanln. (c) The certificate of a legally authorized State Esraminlns 
Board covering required subjects, (d) A certificate showing three years' 
completed work In -an approved high school, ofiiclaiiy signed and sealed by 
the principal or other authorized ofllcer. (e) In lieu of any of the above, 
an equivalent examination.

Ea:etnptloiii. — The law exempts commissioned officers of the United 
States Army. Navy and Public Health and Marine Hospital Service In the 
performance of their ofDcial duties, l^ally qualified outside cimsultanta, 
and border practice. 

BeciproiHtv. — The law contains a reciprocity clause, but it is not ef- 
fective. 

Definition of Act.^-Noae given. 

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

Buurd. — The Commissioner of Public Health for the Philippine Islands 
appoints the Board of Medical Examiners, consisting of tbree physicians. 
The term of oRlce is three years. Tbe Board appertains to the department 
of the interior so far as executive action may be required in connection 
with It, Dr. Victor O. Heiser, of the United States Public Health and 
Marine- Hospital Service, Is the Director of Health. Secretary Board of 
Medical Plxaminers, Dr. W. P. Dudley, St Paul's Hospital, Manllii. 
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Meetingx. — ^The Ik>anl meets in Manila for the puri>ose of examiuiug 
candidates on the second Tuesday of January, April, July and October. 

Fee*. — Certificate of registration. $15.00. 

A^lication for Licensure. — ^The Board issues a certificate of registra- 
tion to any person who furnishes satisfactory proof of having received a 
diploma as Doctor of Medicine from a chartered medical school or college 
in good standing, or a degree as licentiate of medicine and surgery from 
the St. Thomas University in the city of Manila, or who has received 
permission to appear before a Medical Board for examination with a 
view of obtaining a lic^ise to practice medicine, and who passes a suc- 
cessful examination before the Board in anatomy, physiology, chemistry, 
materia medica and therapeutics, pathology and bacteriology, hygiene, 
surgery, practice of medicine, obstetrics, diseases of women and children, 
diseases of the nervous system, diseases of the eye and ear, and medical 
jurisprudence. Examinations may be written or oral, or both. In case 
of failure, the applicant is not permitted again to present himself for 
examination until the period of six months has elapsed. 

The Board issues four forms of certificates of r^istration: one for 
persons holding the degree of doctor of medicine; another for persons 
holding the d^ree of licentiate of medicine; a third for undergraduates 
in medicine, and a fourth for midwives. Certificates must be recorded in 
the office of the registrar of deeds in the province or provinces in which 
the applicant may desire to practice. The usual fees are charged for re- 
cording such certificates. 

Any person who has passed the requisite examination before a Board 
of Examiners convened pursuant to Special Orders No. 5, office of the 
United States Military Government in the Philippine Islands, dated Feb- 
ruary 25, 1900, and Circular No. 6, same authority, dated April 1, 1900, 
is not required to undergo another examination. The fee for such cer- 
tificate is $10.00. 

Any person who has studied medicine in the St. Thomas University 
6f the city of Manila for a period of not less than two years, and who

— The act does not prohibit the rendering of services in 
cases of emergency or the administration of family remedies; nor does it 
apply to medical officers of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hos- 
pital Service, nor to physicians or surgeons from other countries, provinces 
or cities, called in consultation, nor to actual medical students practicing 
medicine under the direct supervision of a preceptor who is a registered 
doctor of medicine. 

Reciprocity. — None.

Fees. — Examination fee, ?10.00; certificate fee, $5.00; reciprocal regis- 
tration fee, ¥25.00. 

ApplicatUm for Lireiisure. — Appiiciition must be made in writing, ac- 
companied by lu'oof that the appilcunt is a graduate of a medical school 
or institution in good standing and l^nlly organized, and duly approved 
by the Board. The evidence proving satisfactory, the applicant Is re- 
quired to take an examination embracing those general subjects and topics, 
a knowledge of which is commonly and generally required of candidates 
for the degree of doctor of medicine by respectable medical colleges in 
the United States. Certificates must be recorded within sixty days from 
the date thereof, in the office of the- Secretary of Porto Rico, and in the 
office ot the Superior Board of Health.

Reoipi-octf;/.— The Board Is empowered to endorse, without examina- 
tion, on receipt of the rt^ular fee ($10.00), the licenses issued by other 
State Boards having an equal standing. Tlie Board now reciprocates wlOi 
Illinois, Kansas, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Nevada, 
Dtah, Virginia, West Virginia.

visable. An average of at least 75 per cent, of correct answers is required 
from the applicant.

College Standard. — High school diploma for admission and four years 
of twenty-six weeks each, no two courses to be given in any one calendar 
year, is the standard adopted by the Board. 

Exemptions. — ^This act does not apply to commissioned surgeons of the 
TJnited States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, in the actual per- 
formance of their duties, nor to legally qualified consultants, nor to den- 
tists or osteopaths in the legitimate practice of their profession, nor to 
Christian Scientists as such, who do not practice medicine, surgery or ob- 
stetrics, by the use of any material remedies or agents. 

Reciprocity, — None. 

Definition of Act. — When a person shall append or prefix the letters 
"M.B.," or "M.D.," or the title "Dr." or "Doctor," or any other sign or ap- 
pellation in a medical sense to his or her name or shall profess publicly 
to be a physician or surgeon, or who shall recommend, prescribe or direct 
for the use of any person any drug, medicine, apparatus or other agency 
for the cure, relief or palliation of any ailment or disease of the mind or 
body, or for the cure or relief of any wound, fracture or bodily injury, 
or deformity after having received or with the intent of receiving therefor, 
either directly or indirectly, any bonus, gift or compensation, shall be re- 
garded as practicing within the meaning of this act. 

TENNESSEE. 

Board. — ^The State Board of Medical Examiners consist of six mem- 
bers — four regulars, one eclectic and one homeopath — and is appointed by 
the governor to hold office for four years. President, Dr. E. B. Hunter, 
Elizabethton ; Secretary , Dr. T. J. Happel, Trenton. 

Meetings. — The Board meets annually, in May, in Nashville. 

Fees. — Examination fee for temporary license, $5.00; for permanent 
license, $10.00; for the issuance of a certificate of temporary license, 
$1.00; for permanent license, $5.00. County recording fee, $0.50. 

Application for Licensure. — Application must be made in writing, ac- 
companied by examination fee, and satisfactory proof that the applicant 
is of good moral character. A diploma is not required. All applicants 
are examined in anatomy, physiology, chemistry, pathology, surgery, ob- 
stetrics, materia medica and practice, and the branches peculiar to the

Board. — The Texas State Boai'd of Medical Bsaminers consists of 
eleven memliers who must have been legal and active practitioners in the 
at least three years preceding their iippointment, and no school 
of medicine is to have n majority on the Board. President, Dr. M. B. 
Daniels, Honey Grove; Seci-etary. Dr. G. B. Foscue, Waco. 

Meetingx.— Regular meetings of tbe Board shall be held at least twice 
each year at such times and places as may he detei'inlnwl by tJie Board. 

Fees. — Examination fee, ?15; reciprocate fee, S20 ; recording tee, $1. 

Application for L/ceiisiirfi.^Applicanta must present satisfactory evi- 
dence that they are 21 years of age, that they are of giwd moral character 
and are graduates of reputable medical schools, and on payment of the 
required fee must submit to a written examination Id anatomy, physiology, 
chemistry, liistolt^y, pathology, bacteriology, pliyslcfll diagnosis, surgery, 
obstetrics, gyneiwlogy, hygiene and medical jurisprudence. In ease of fail- 
ure to pass the esaminatlijn, after one year applicant will be permitted 
to take a second examination without additional fee. License must be 
recorded In the office of the district clerk of the connty in which tbe holdei- 
resides. The Board may refuse to issue ir nia\ i \(ke a license for im- 
moral or unprofessional conduct, which is defined to Include crimes In- 
volving moral turpitude, tbe iinicuriiig, liding i liett ng the procuring 
of a criminal abortion, efforts to receh e oi defraud the iiublic, or gnwa 
intemperance or addiction to drugs. 

College Standard. — Medical schools i le deemed reiutable whose en- 
trance requireaienls and courses of instruction are as high as those adopted 
by the better class of medical scluiols of the Cnlted Slates, to he deter- 
mined and decided by the Board. 
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Exemptions. — There is to be no discrimination against any school of 
medicine, and this act shall not apply to dentists in the practice of den- 
tistry nor to nurses who practice only nursing, nor to masseurs practicing 
massage who publicly represent themselves as such, nor to government 
surgeons in the performance of their duties, nor to legally qualified physi- 
cians of other states called in consultation, nor to licensed druggists in 
the sale of drugs and medicines. 

Reciprocity. — ^The board is authorized to arrange for reciprocity in 
license with other states having requirements equal to those of Texas. 

Definition of Act. — ^Any person shall be regarded as practicing medi- 
cine who shall publicly profess to be a physician or surgeon or shall treat 
or offer to treat any disease or disorder, mental or physical deformity or 
injury, by any system or method, or to effect cures thereof and charge 
therefor, directly or indirectly, money or other compensation. Penalties. — 
Any person practicing medicine in violation of this act, shall, upon convic- 
tion, be fined not less than $50 nor more than $500, and by imprisonment 
not exceeding six months, and in no case where the provisions of this act 
are violated shall the violator be entitled to recover by action, suit or war- 
rant, any compensation for the service rendered, and each day shall con- 
stitute a separate oflFense. 

UTAH. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners consists of nine miem- 
hers appointed by the governor -from licensed practitioners representing 
the various schools of medicine. This board has the power to sue or be 
sued in its official name, to employ legal counsel and to conduct such busi- 
ness as is necessary in the performance of its duty.

— Applicant must present evidence of satis- 
factory preliminary education and a diploma from a legally chartered 
medical college recognized by the Board. He must then pass an examina- 
tion in anatomy, histology, physiology, chemistry, bacteriology, pathology, 
therapeutics, phy>sical diagnosis, surgery, obstetrics, gynecology and prac- 
tice of medicine. The license must be recorded in the office of the recorder 
of the county wherein holder resides, and must be again so recorded in 
case of removal to another county. Revocation of License — The Board 
has the right to revolve or refuse a license for unprofessional conduct after 
due investigation has been made and proof established. Unprofessional 
conduct is defined to include criminal abortion, claiming to permanently 
cure manifestly incurable diseases, betraying of professional secrets, the 
making of grossly improbable statements in advertisements, the advertis- 
ing of any medicine or means regulating or re-establishing the monthly 
periods of women, any oflFense involving mortal turpitude, habitual intem- 
perance, the excessive use of drugs or gross immorality. 

College SItandard. — The minimum standard of preliminary education 
is graduation from a first grade high scliool or an equivalent education. 
Applicant must also have received » diploma from a recognized medical 
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college, which at the time of granting the diploma requiitd at least the 
following hours of study: Anntomy, 420; histology, 90; rhyaioloBT, 300: 
chemistry, 300; theraiieiitics, 90; bacteriology, 140 ; pathology, 240; phys- 
ical dIagnoBiB, 100; surgery, 540; obetetricB, 160, and gynecology, 160. 
Allowing a leeway of 10 |ier cent., the total minimnm reqnirement Is 2,286 
honra. 

Exemptlon».-—Thl» act floes nut [irolilhit Her%'ices in ease ot emergency, 
the administration of family remedies, nor to the medical officers of the 
government services in the performimce of their offlcla! duties, nor to those 
healing by spiritual means without pretending to have a knowledge oC 
medicine. Nor will this act apply to osteopatbs now holding certificates 
from the TeiTitoriul or Sttite Board of Medical Bsaminers. These, how- 
ever, must within CO dftys apply for a certificate entitling tliem to prac- 
tice medicine and surgery. 

Re<Hpro(Httl. — Arrangement is made for reciiiroelty with states havin;,' 
standards at least as high as that of Utah. 

Definition. — Any person shall be regarded as practicing medicine within 
the meaning of this act who shall diagnose, treat, operate on, prescribe 
or advise for, any physical ailment of another for a fee, or who shall hold 
himself out hy means of signs, cards, adverttsenientB, or otherwise, ns a 
physician or surgeon. Penalties — Practicing without a license is a miade- 
meanor, and one so praeticiug is liable to a fine of from $100 to $500 or 
[rapriaonment for 60 to 80 days, or both fine and imprisonment. 

VERMONT. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Registration consists of seven 
meqibers — three regulars, two homeopaths and two eclectics — who serve 
for a term of six years. The terms of two members expire every two years. 
The members must be graduatea of legally chartered medical colleges, and 
in active practice, but must not belong to the faculty of any medical col- 
lie or university. The appointments are made by the governor from a 
list furnished by the regular, homeopathic and eclectic societies of the 
state. PreaiAent, Dr. F. H. Godfrey, Chelsea; Secretary, Dr. W. Scott 
Nay. Underhill. 

Meetings. — The Board meets at the state house In Montpeller on the 
second Tuesday in January, and at Burlington on the second Tuesday In 
July, and at such other times and places as It may determine. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $15.00; recordii^ fee, $0.^ ; reciprocity regis- 
tration fee. 510.00. 

Application for IAeen»ure. — A|)pHcants must be 21 years of age, and 
shall present qualifications as to moral character and professional stand- 
ing from two reputable physicians In the county In which he resides, and 
from the city or town clerk of his place of residence, and is then entitled 
to an examination In writing, which embraces twelve subjects of ninety 
questions, viz. : Anatomy, bacteriology, practice of medicine and pathology, 
surgery, legal medicine, obstetrics, gynecology, physiology, hygiene, chem- 
iKtry. materia niedlca and thernpeutlcs. The general average must be at 
least 75 per cent, in order to obtain a license. Failing at the examlna- 
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tion, applicant may be re-examined within one year without further fee. 
Certificates must be roistered with the secretary of state within thirty 
days after issuance. 

College Standard. — ^The standard of requirements of the Vermont 
Board is as follows: Preliminary — A four-year high school education or 
its equivalent, such as would admit the student to a recognized university. 
Medical — Four courses of lectures of 900 hours each, in four different calen- 
dar years prior to graduation from a medical college approved by the 
Board. Practitioners graduated prior to 1901 are exempt from this re- 
quirement. 

Exemptions. — ^This act does not apply to persons licensed under the 
provisions of former acts, nor to persons who resided and practiced medi- 
cine in the state previous to November 28, 1876, nor to commissioned offi- 
cers of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Service, nor to 
legally qualified consultants, nor to midwives. 

Reciprocity. — Vermont now reciprocates with Illinois, Maine, Maryland, 
Michigan, New Jersey, North Dakota, Texas, Wisconsin and Wyoming on 
certificates issued subsequent to July 1, 1905, and with the District of 
Columbia in special cases. The Board is empowered to license without 
examination reputable physicians and surgeons who present certificates 
of registration issued by states having requirements equal to those of Ver- 
mont and which accord a like privilege to holders of the Vermont license. 

Definition of Act. — Any person who advertises or holds himself out to 
the public as a physician or surgeon, or who assumes the title of doctor 
in the treatment of disease, or who follows the occupation of treating dis- 
ease by any system or method, is deemed a physician or practitioner of 
medicine or surgery. 

VIRGINIA. 

Board. — The State Board of Medical Examiners consists of one mem- 
ber for each congressional district and three from the state at large, and 
two homeopathic physicians from the state at large. The term of office 
is four years. The Board is appointed by the governor and is selected 
from a list furnished by the Medical Society of Virginia; the two homeo- 
pathic members are nominated by the Hahnemann Medical Society of the 
state. President, Dr. R. W. Martin, L>Tichburg; Secretary, Dr. R. S. 
Martin, Stuart. 

Meetings. — The Board meets twice a year at such time and place as it 
may determine. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00; recording fee, as for a deed. Annual 
state license fee, $10 to $25; county license fee, $10.00; city license fee, 
$10.00 to $75.00, 

Application for Licensure. — The Board requires for licensure a diploma 
and passing a satisfactory written examination consisting of 100 questions 
in the following subjects: Anatomy and embryology 10, chemistry 6, toxi- 
cology 2, medical jurisprudence 3, histology 2, physiology 6, hygiene 3. 
materia medica 6, therapeutics 6, pathology 6, bacteriology 3, neurology 3. 
laryngology, rhinology, optholmology, otology 10, practice, diagnosis and 
etiology 12, obstetrics 5, gynecology 5, pedin trios 2, surgery 10. On receiv- 
ing a grade of 75 per cent, a liceuse is granted. Undergraduates taking 



II graded arnrse in any regularly olinrtered medical school are entitled to 
eiamination on saeb brftneh or branshes in which they have passed a 
satisfactory examination in the college, and [f they pass the Board ex- 
amination, no further esamination Is required in such branches. If the 
applicant fails to pass the examination, he Is not permitted to lae re-ex- 
amined antil hp preaenta n diploma of graduation. Any appllcaut pro- 
fessing a syatem of medicine wliich does not require the use of drugs in 
the treatment of dlseasie la exempt from the examination in materia medica 
and practice. The president of the Board Is empowered to grant fl special 
permit, for cause, entitling tlie holder to practice until the nest meeting 
of the Board. A certificate to prnotiee is iHsnert to all candidates reeeiring 
75 per cent, on the examination. The certificate must he registered with 
the county clerk of the county In which the applicant intends to practice. 

College Staiidaril. — Applicants holdlnj: diplomas from any college legal- 
ly r-hartered Iiy the state wherein it is located arn admitted to examination. 

KremptloiiK. — Dentists, mid wives, commissioned officers or contract sur- 
geons of the TTnited States Army, ~Snvy or Marine Hospital Service in the 
performance of their duties as snch, duly qualified outside consultants, are 
exempted. 

ItedpTncity. — ^Virginia reciprocates since June, 1904, with Delaware. 
District of Columbia, Goorgia. Indiana. Michigan, Maryland, Nebraaka, 
South Carolina, Texas and Wisconsin, and sinfe .Tune, IflOT, with Ken- 
tucky, Minnesota, Missouri, New Hampshire and West Vii^Inia. 

Deftnitioit of Act. — To oi>en an ofBce for such purpose or to announce 
to the public In any way a readiness to practice medicine in any connty 
or city of the state, or preacrilte for or give surgicnl assistfince to, or to 
heal, cure or relieve, or attempt to heal, cure or relieve those suffering 
from Injury or deformity, or disease of mind or body, or to advertise, or 
to announce to the public in any manner a readiness or ability to heal, 
cure or relieve those who may he suffering from injury or deformity or 
disease of mind or body, is considered to he engaged in the practice of 
medicine within the meaning of the act. The act also applies to those who 
use In connection with their name the words or letters "Dr.," Docti>r, Pro- 
fessor, "M.D." or "Healer," or any other title, word, letter or designation. 
intending to imply or designate him nr her as a prnctitiouer of medicine 
or surgery in any of its branches. 

WASHINGTON. 

Board. — The State Medical Examining Board consists of nine mem- 
bers, and Is appointed hy the governor, to hold office for three years. 
Prcihlenl, Dr. J. B. Ragleson, Seattle; Secrelorj/. Dr. C. W. Sharpies. 
Seattle. 

Meetiugs. — The Board meets alternately in Eastern and Western Wash- 
ington, at such places as it may designate, on the first Tuesday of Jan- 
uary and July. Special meetings may be held whrat necessary. 

Fees.— Examination fee, $25.00: registration fee, ¥1,00. 

Application for Licensure. — On presentation of satisfactory evidence 
as to age. moral character and gradnation from a duly authorized medical 
c-olicse, the applicant is examined In anatomy, physiology, chemistry, toxi- 
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cology, pathology, bacteriology, histology, materia niedica, therapeutics, 
preventive medicine, practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics, diseases of 
women and children, diseases of the nervous system, eye and ear, medical 
jurisprudence, and such other branches as the Board shall deem advisable 
to test the scientific and practical Ijnowledge of -the applicant and his fit- 
ness to practice medicine and surgery. One hundred questions are to ba 
answered, distributed through the various subjects. Certificates must be 
registered with the county, clerli of the county in which the applicant in- 
tends to practice. 

College Standard. — Four years' graded course. (If the college be now 
in existence.) 

Exemptions. — The act makes no exemptions, except in the case of 
dentists confining themselves strictly to the practice of dentistry. 

Reciprocity. — None. 

Definition of Act. — ^Any person shall bo deemed as i)racticing within 
the meaning of this act who shall have and inMiutain an office, or place 
of business with his or her name and the words physician or surgeon, 
"Doctor," "M.D." or "M.B." in public view, or shall assume or advertise 
the title of doctor or any title which shall show or shall tend to show that 
the person assuming or advertising the same is a lawful practitioner of any 
of the branches of medicine or surgery in such a manner as to convey 
the impression that he or she is a practitioner of medicine or surgery under 
the laws of this state; or any person who shall practice medicine or sur- 
gery under a false or assumed name, or under cover of the name of some 
legal practitioner, or personate any legal practitioner, or for a fee, pre- 
scribe or direct, or recommend for the use of any person any drug or medi- 
cine for the treatment, care or relief of any wound, fracture or bodily in- 
jury, infirmity or disease. 

WEST MRGINIA. 

Board. — ^The State Board of Health consists of ten members, two fnmi 
each congressional district, and is appointed by the governor, to hold office 
for four years. President, Dr. D. P. Morgan, Clarksburg; Secretary, Dr. 
H. A. Barbee, Point Pleasant. 

Meetings. — ^The Board meets three times a year at such time and place 
as it may designate. 

Fees. — Examination fee, $10.00, with permission to take one other ex- 
amination, in case of failure, within one year, without the payment of an 
additional fee. 

Application for Licensure. — Applicants who are graduates of reputable 
medical colleges are examined in anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia 
medica, pathology, pathologic anatomy, medicine, surgery and obstetrics. 

College Standard. — The Board has the authority to decide what col- 
leges are reputable. 

Exemptions. — Commissioned officers of the United States Army, Navy 
and Marine Hospital Service, and qualified consultants are exempt. 

Reciprocity. — Provision is made for reciprocity with other states whose 
standards are equal to those of West Virginia. 

Definition of Act. — Any person is regarded as practicing medicine who 
professes publicly to be a physician and prescribes for the sick or who ap- 
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IjeudH to biH name tbe letters "M.D." The net also apiilies lo apottiecartes 
and pliarmadatB who prescribe for the sick. Penalties — Any person prac- 
ticing or attempting to practice nieflicine, surgery or obstetrlca without 
Hrst being registered Is deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and subject to a 
fine of not less than $50, or more than $500, and Imprisonment for not leas 
than one month or more than twelve months, or to both flae and imprison- 
ment. Any person flllng or attempting to file as Lis own tbe certificate of 
another, or who shall file or attempt to file a torged affidavit of his 
Identity or who shall swear falsely to any question propounded to him, 
on conviction, shall be imprisoned for from one to three }-ears or fined from 
$100 to $500, in the discretion of the court. 

WISCONSIN. 

Board.- — The State Board of Medical Examiners, consisting of eight 
members, is appointed hy the governor, from lists of ten names each, pre- 
sented by the Wisconsin State Medical Society, Homeopathic Medical So- 
ciety and Eclectic Medical Society, and five names presented by the Wis- 
consin State Osteopathic Association. The term of service Is four years. 
Three members of the Board are regulars, two are homeopaths, two eclec- 
tics and one is an osteopath. President, Dr. W. T. Sarles, Sparta ; Secre- 
tary, Dr. J. V. Stevens, Jefferson. 

Meetings. — Regular meetings arc held on the second Tuesday In Jan- 
uary at Milwaukee and on the second Tuesday in July at Madison, 

Fee». — Examination, $15 ; license fee, $5 ; reciprocal license fee, $25 ; 
county recording fee, $50c. 

Application for LicenKure. — On presentation and approval of a diploma 
from a reputable collie, the applicant is entitled to an esominatlon in 
anatomy, histology, physiology, obstetrics, gynecology, pathology, urinalysis, 
chemlsti'y, toxicology, dietetics, physical and general diagnosis and hygiene. 
The examination in materia medlca, therapeutics oud practice Is conducted 
by members of the Board representing the school of practice which the 
applicant claims or intends to follow. Licenses must he recorded with the 
county clerk of the county in which the applicant desires to practice. 

College Standard, — E^our courses of not less than seven months each, 
no two courses to be takrai within any one twelve months, and a pre- 
liminary education requirement equivalent to graduation from an ac- 
credited high school of Wisconsin. Matriculants must pass their entrance 
eiaminations and remove nny conditions before tlie principal of one of the 
normal schools of the state. 

Eicentp (ions. —Commissioned sui^eons of the United States Army, 
Public Health and Marine Hospital Service, and legally qualified consult- 
ants are exempt 

ReoipriM^l}/. — Any practitioner holding a certificate from any other 
state Board imposing requirements equal to those established by the Wis- 
consin Board, may, at the discretion of the Board, be admitted to prac- 
tice without an examination on the payment of ?25. Wisconsin recipro- 
cates on the basis of a license obtained by passing an examination, with 
Illinois, New Jersey, North Dakota and Texas, and on the basis of either 
the endorsement of B diploma or by an examination with District of Go- 
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lombia, Georgia, Indiana. Iowa. Kansas, Kentucky, Maine, Maryland, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, Nevada, New Hampshire, Ohio, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Utah, Vermont, Virginia and West Virginia. 

Definition of Act, — Every person is regarded as practicing medicine or 
osteopathy, within the meaning of this act, who appends to his name the 
letters "M.D.," "M.B." or **D.O." "Dr.," *TK)Ctor," or any other letters of 
designation with intent to represent that he is a physician, surgeon or 
osteopathist, or who for a fee prescribes drugs or other medical or surgical 
treatment for the cure or relief of any wound, fracture, bodily injury. In- 
firmity or disease. 

WYOMING. 

Board. — ^The State Board of Medical Examiners consists of three mem- 
bers, and is appointed by the governor to hold office for four years. Presi- 
dent, Dr. E. P. Rohrbaugh, Casper; Secretary, Dr. S. B. Miller, Laramie. 

Meetings. — R^ular meetings of the Board for the purpose of examina- 
tions will be held on the second Wednesday in February, June and October 
at such places as the Board may select. 

Examination Fee, — Fee, $25.00. Failing to pass the examination, the 
applicant may present himself for re-examination within one year without 
payment of additional fee. 

Application for Licensure. — ^The applicant must present to the Board, 
for verification, a diploma issued by a regularly chartered college, recog- 
nized by the State Board of Health or the State Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers of the state in which it is located. On approval of the diploma, 
he is required to take an examination in the following subjects : Anatomy, 
physiology, chemistry and toxicology, pathology, physical diagnosis, gyne- 
cology, principles of surgery, obstetrics, hygiene and bacteriology, and such 
other branches as are necessary to complete the system of which he is a 
practitioner. An average grade of 75 per cent, in all branches is required, 
and not less than 60 per cent, in any one branch. Certificates issued to 
persons who successfully pass these examinations must be recorded in the 
office of the county clerk of the county in which such persons desire to 
practice. 

College Standard. — Recognition by examining boards of the state in 
which college is located. 

Exemptions. — The act does not prohibit gratuitous service in case of 
emergency, nor does it apply to commissioned surgeons of the United 
States Army or Navy, nor to medical examiners of relief departments of 
railroad companies while so employed, nor to legally qualified consultants, 
nor to physicians and surgeons residing on the border of a neighboring 
state. 

Reciprocity. — ^The Board may, in its discretion, grant certificates on 
licenses issued by the Medical Examining Board of the District of Colum- 
bia or of any state or territory of the United States, provided they have 
been granted on requirements no less than those of Wyoming, and provided 
further, that the Board of the state or territory issuing the license recipro- 
cates on the same terms with Wyoming.

Graduates of foreign, iustitutious muat present their degree to the 
Department iu Charge of Public Instruction, and this d^ree must be regis- 
tered hy the University of Havana, providing it has been Issued by an 
authorized institution, one which fully authorizes profesaioual practice 
In the country, state or territory wherein the degree was Issued ; that the 
signatures thereto are duly legalized ; eucb of these requirements to be 
proven by a certificate properly attested. 

After having [umlsbed such proofs, the department grants permission 
for au e.\aminatlon, the petitioner to be properly identified, on receipt of 
$35.00 in United States money or its equivalent The examination is theo- 
retical, and consists of a clinical examination of oaii patient, description 
of the method of performing a prescribed operation, and a thesis, five hours 
being allowed for the writing of this thesis. Ail esamlnatlons, both writ- 
ten and oral, are held in Spanish, or through an interpreter; the inter- 
preter to be chosen by the department, the applicant to' pay $1S.OO for his 
services. He-examination after six months without extra charge is per- 
mitted. I 
HAITI AND SANTO DOMINGO. 

In order to secure a license to practice medleine in Haiti It Is expected 
that the applicant be a graduate of a medical school of standing and to 
pass an examination before the medical board (Jury Medical), composed 
of five medical men and one druggist, all appointed by the government. 
If the applicant is successful, they Issue him a lleeuiie to practice his pro- 
fession anywhere in the Uepubllc of Haiti. 

The requirement in Santo Domingo Is quite similar. 

MEXICO. 

All persons who desire to practice medicine in Mexico must pass an 
examination. Irrespective of any d^rees which they may hold. The ex- 
aminations vary in tlie different states, but all are conducted in Spanish 
and are very severe. 

PANAMA. 

til practice medicine is under the control o( the National 
Each applicant must have a diploma acceptable to the 
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Board. A required fee of $200, payable Id the currency of the country, 
is at the present time worth nearly $100 gold. The country will probably 
go on a gold basis, and if it does, the fee, of course, will be payable in 
gold. It is understood that the examination will be oral and in either 
Spanish, French or English, as all three of these languages are in general 
use on the isthmus. The law, however, says that the examination shall 
be in the form and according to the program established by the Board in 
each case, and under that sort of a rule they have a right to do anything 
they please. The president of the National Board of Health is Dr. C. L. 
Urriola, Panama. This law does not apply to the zone controlled by the 
United States Government. Laws for this zone will probably be passed 
by the Canal Commission. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 

South American republics require any one who seelis permission to 
practice to pass an examination irrespective of any degrees which he may 
hold, and the examinations are conducted, as a rule, in Spanish. In or- 
der to be admitted to practice in Ecuador, it is necessary to take an ex- 
amination in Spanish before a board of examiners in the usual medical 
and surgical subjects ; the fee for this examination and for recording title, 
etc., is about $00 United States gold; being the same fee that a medical 
student in the national colleges pays for his last examination, license, re- 
cording fee, etc. The same license also permits him to practice In Colom- 
bia, Peru and Chile without further examination. Reciprocity has also 
been established between Argentine, Paraguay, Bolivia and Peru. 

DOMINION OF CANADA. 

British Columbia. — The Council admits on the register any person 
who produces from any college or school of medicine and surgery, requir- 
ing at least four years of study, a diploma of qualification ; provided that 
where the college or school of medicine did not require a course of study 
of at least four years, but a post-graduate course has been taken, which 
In point of time, added to the college or school of medicine course, com- 
pletes a period of four years, it will be deemed sufficient. The applicant 
must also furnish evidence of identification, and pass a satisfactory ex- 
amination, orally and in writing, in anatomy, chemistry, physiology, pa- 
thology, materia medica and medical jurisprudence, theory and practice 
of medicine, theory and practice of surgery, clinical medicine, clinical sur- 
gery, obstetrics and diseases of women and children. 

The examination fee Is $100.00, fifty of which Is returned to the can- 
didate In case of his failure to pass the examination. Two, examinations 
are held each year, beginning on the first Monday of May and the last 
Monday of October at the college rooms, In the New Parliament Building, 
Victoria.

Manitoba. — The Licensing Board is known as the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, which Is composed of all the medical practitioners whose 
nanios are duly ontorod on the Manitoba Medical Register.

Exfimlnations 
are condQoted by the Unlvei'slty of Manitoba, beginning at 8 o'clock 
on the third Monday of April of each year. 

Only graduateB In medicine of the Dulversity of Manitoba are ad- 
mltlcd wlthont fuilbcr examination. A grnduate of any other Canodlnn 
iir foreign medical achool must aend bis diploma before March 1 to the 
Ret;lstrar of the Board, and, if the credential IB founti satlBfactorji, will 
be n^iiorted to tbe University of Manitoba ns eligible to write at the es- 
iim motion. 

A grndtinte of any medical college In tbe United Statea or other foreign 
country Is reipilred to send to Dr. G. J. Laird, Eegistrar of the University 
of Manltobu. Wliinlfeg, In addition to hla diploma, detail Information re- 
garding bin niedinil training. If the credentials furnished show that the 
applicant has bad a training at least the equivalent of the medical coursi; 
offered by the University of Manitoba (a course of five years, the first of 
which Is devoted to physics, chemistry, botany, histology and anatomy) 
tbe applicant is declared eligible to take the written examination in the 
usual branches of the medical curriculum. 

The fee for license Is $75.00 Tlie Registrar of tiie Board Is Dr. J. S.

New llriuisuick. — The Medical Council of Pbysiciaus and Surgeons of 
this province is composed of nine legally qnailfled practitioners, four of 
\vhoni are appointed by the governor and live by the New Brunswick Med' 
leal Society. 

Applicants for licensure must have passed tbe preliminary examina- 
tion prescribed by the Council; must have studied medicine during four 
years, and must have passed the professional examination, irrespective of 
any diploma they may possess.

Alberta and Snakatchewan. — Tbe Council of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons consists of five elective members. 

The Council admits on the register: 1, Any person possessing a 
diploma from any medical school in Great Britain and Ireland having 
]>ower to grant such diploma, and who produces such diploma and fur- 
nishes satisfactory evidence of identiflcation. 2. Any member of an in- 
corporated college of physicians and surgeons of any province of the Do- 
minion of Canada. 3, Any person producing a diploma from any recog- 
nized medical college requiring a four years' conrse; provided, the ap- 
plicant passes a satisfactory examination before tbe council. 

The examination fee Is $50.00, r^Istration $50.00, and tuc annual as- 
sessment Is $2.00. 

Theao territories have recently been divided into two provinces, Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan. The legislature for these two provinces will 
doabtless enact new medical laws in the near future.

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Examinations are held twice a year, beginning the first Thursday in 
May and the last Thursday in August. 

Applicants for licensure must have complied with the following condi- 
tions: 1. The matriculation requirements of the Board. 2. They must 
have studied medicine for four collegiate sessions of at least eight months 
each; and they must have passed professional examinations as follows: 
First professional, at the end of the second year of medical study; fee, 
$15.00; second professional, at the end of the third year of study; fee, 
$10.00; third professional, at the end of the fourth year of study; fee, 
$25.00. 

The Secretary of the Board is Dr. A. W. H. Lindsay, 241 Pleasant 
street, Halifax. 

Ontario. — The Council of the College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Ontario (the name adopted by the medical profession of the province in 
its corporate capacity) is empowered to enact laws for the regulation of 
all matters connected with medical education, and to fix the terms on which 
practitioners of medicine, duly qualified in other countries, may be ad- 
mitted as members of the college, this being the only mode in which they 
can become legally entitled to practice medicine in the province. 

Graduates in medicine from recognized colleges outside the Dominion 
of Canada who desire to qualify themselves for registration, must pass 
the matriculation required by the Council ; must attend one or more full 
winter courses of lectures in one of the Ontario medical schools; must 
complete fully the practical and clinical curriculum required by the Coun- 
cil after the fourth year, and must pass the examinations prescribed by 
the Council. 

Professional examinations are held in Toronto, beginning the third 
Tuesday in November and the third Tuesday in May. These examina- 
tions are divided into three parts: Primary, taken after the second ses- 
sion; intermediate, and final. The fees are: For registration of matricu- 
lation, $20.00 ; for primary examination, $30.00 ; for intermediate and final 
examination, $50.00; registration and membership, $25.00; registration 
of additional degrees, $2.00 ; aimual assessment, $2.00. 

The registrar is Dr. R. A. I*yne, Department of Education, S. E. corner 
Bay and Richmond, Toronto. 

Prince Edward Island. — The Council of the Medical Society is com- 
posed of seven members elected by the society. Every applicant for regis- 
tration must satisfy the Council that he has passed a preliminary or ma- 
triculation examination on the subjects specified in the by-laws of the 
Council, and had his name placed on the medical students* register; that 
he has studied medicine four years in a university or medical college of 
good standing, and that he has satisfactorily passed a professional exami- 
nation before the Council. 

The fee for registration in the medical register is $20.00; for the 
professional examination, $25.00; for the matriculation examination, 
$10.00, and for registration in the medical students' register, $2.00. 

There is reciprocity bot^voon Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia.

AUSTRIA. 

Before tiic study of medicine can be undertaken an entrance esamina- 
llon tiiiiKt be passed, comprising a knowledge of Greek and Latin, besides 
arithmetic, geometry and geography, and an especially severe esamination 
in physics and chemistry. Since all medical schools are attiiclied to public 
hospitals and are owned and governed by the state, teaching Is praetleaiiy 
on a uniform scale. Five and one-half years (eleven semesters) is tlie 
minimum period of study in the laboratories and hospital wards. Final 
examinations are then passed and diploma granted. 

Foreign diplomas are recognized only alter all cvamiuatlons are 
passed. Women are admitted to the profession. Naturalization oa an 
Austrian subject is necessary befora right to practice Is given. 
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BELGIUftl. 
Before matriculation as a medical student the candiaate must have 
follon-ed the courses of the Faculty of Science for at least one year and 
must pass an examination In (1> logic, (2> exitertmental physics; (3) 
elementary zoology ; (4) general chemlBtry; (6) elementary botany; (S) 
elementary notions of mineralogy, go'ilogy, and (7) physical geography, 
besides passing a practical test in chemistry nnd making a microscopic 
demonstration. Ouving thus secured the diploma of candidate of science, 
the student is reiMiii"<^ to pursue medical study in the following courses; 
(Ij Embryologj-; (2i human nuatoiiiy. s.vstemic and topographic; (3) 
histology, general and siiecinl; (-i) elementary ciimpiirative annlomy; (,')) 
[isychology, iiml (0) physiology. 
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He must also pass practice tests in macroscopic and microscopi-- 
demonstrations. To complete the above subjects requires t>vo years, or 
three years if coupled with the worlc for the candidate of science. Three 
years more are necessary in the study of (1) general pathology and thera- 
peutics; (2) elementary pharmacology and pharmaco-dynamics ; (:>) 
morbid anatomy; (4) medical pathology and special therapeutics of inter- 
nal and mental diseases; (5) surgical, general and special pathology; 
(6) theoretical midwifery; (7) hygiene, public and private; (8) forensic 
medicine; (9) clinical medicine; (10) clinical surgery; (11) theory ancl 
practice of surgical operations; (12) opthalmology, didactic and clinical, 
and (13) clinical obstetrics. Candidate must also pass practical tests in 
macroscopic and microscopic demonstrations of pathologic anatomy and 
demonstrations of regional anatomy. Dii)lomas may be granted by a state 
university, a free university, or by juries appointed by the govermnent. 
Four universities grant medical degree, two of which, at Liege and Ghent 
are state institutions, the so-called free universities being at Brussels and 
Louvain. A diploma is required for authority to practice. Doctors from 
foreign countries must pass an examination before a special jury, which 
must be first ratified by a special commission at Brussels. 

Foreign practitioners must obtain permission to practice through a 
duly appointed medical board whose requirements are so stringent as to 
be practically prohibitive. 

BULGARIA. 

Practice of medicine is restricted to legally qualified medical men and 
is under the control and supervision of the minister of the interior, assisted 
by a medical council, which meets at Sofia and consists of six medical men 
selected by the government. 

Every person who desires to practice medicine must show that he ob- 
tained his medical degree after a regular course of study and that he has 
previously passed an examination in arts, after which he must pass an 
examination in medicine and surgery, conducted in the Bulgarian language, 
for which he must pay an examination fee of 100 francs (about $19.00). 
Subsequent registration of the certificate by the medical council costs an- 
other 100 francs. 

DENMARK. 

Anybody wishing to pass the medical graduation examination must 
be a B.A., and, besides having taken the philosophic degree at the T'ni- 
versity of Copenhagen, have gone through the prescribed educational course 
for medical students, which embraces not only lectures and training in the 
subjects for examination, but also courses in (1) dissection; (2) physio- 
logic chemistry; (3) practical physics, and clinical courses of (4) medi- 
cine; (5) surgery; (0) dermatology and venereal diseases; (7) ophthal- 
mology; (8) oto-larjTigology ; (9) epidemic diseases; (10) psychiatrics; 
(11) obstetrics and pediatrics, and further courses in (12) topographic 
anatomy and (13) vaccination. The medical examination is divided into 
two parts, which must be absolved within a space of time not exceeding 
six years. The first part embraces oral examination in (1) anatomy; 
(2) physiology; (3) physics; (4) chemistry, and practical trials of (5)

Women 
physicians are on an equality with men. Foreign graduates must pass the 
examination. 
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FRANCE. 

The only l^al qualification to practice medicine is the degree of Doc- 
tor In Medicine granted by the state after an examination by a recognized 
faculty of medicine. The same regulation applies to Algiers. 

Before commencing the study of medicine the candidate must produce 
a. diploma of bachelor of secondary classical education in letters or philos- 
ophy and a certificate of study of physlcH, chemistry aud natural science; 
or four certificates of higher studies obtained from a faculty of science iu 
physics, chemistry, botany, zoology or general physiology or embryology. 
The examinations tor the d^ree of doctor In medicine are as follows : 
The firgt examination to be taken between the sixth and eighth Inscriptions 
(quarters), consiating of u practical test la dissection and oral examination 
In anatomy, excluding r^ional anatomy; the seeond examination to be 
takrai between the eighth aud tenth inscriptions, covering histology, physi- 
ology, iucludlng biologic physiology and biologic chemistry ; the third ex- 
amination between the thirteenth and sixteenth inscriptions consists of (1) 
a practical test in operative surgery and regional anatomy and an 
examination In regional anatomy, external pathology and midwifery, and 
(2) a practical test in pathologic anatomy and oral examination in ge 
pathology, animal and vegetable parasites, microlies and Internal pathol- 
ogy; the fourth examination, to be taken after the sixteenth inscription, 
consists of oral examinations in therapeutics, hygiene, forensic medicine, 
materia medica, pharmacology, with illustrations of physical and natu 
science, and the fifth eatomination covering clinical courses In surgery, n 
wifery and medicine. Practically the period of medical study extends over 
six years. 

The French laws have been revised during the past Ofteen years and 
are comprised within three general statutes enacted November 30, 1802, 
July 2B, 1893, and a govermnental decree dated February 4, 1S94. 

Graduates of foreign schools can practice only by obtaining the diploma 
of doctor iu medicine In France and conform to the ordinances which apply 
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to French students. Advanced standing will not be allowed under any 
circumstances for more than the first three examinations. Application 
must be made to the Minister of Public Instruction, to whom must be sub- 
mitted all degrees and qualifications. Diplomas must be registered at the 
prefecture or a subprefecture and at the office of the clerk of the civil 
tribunal of the district in which holder resides before. he is legally entitled 
to practice. 

GERMANY. 

Preliminary to the study of medicine the candidate must produce a 
certificate of admission to a state university from a German public school. 
He must then spend at least nine half-yearly terms in medical study at a 
German university. In exceptional cases credit is allowed for work done 
at schools or universities outside the German Empire, but a previous ex- 
amination must be passed, to be immediately followed by at least four 
half-years' study at the university. He must also have had at least two 
half-years in medical, surgical and midwifery clinics; must have person- 
ally attended two labor cases; must have had a half year's practice in an 
ophthalmologic clinic, and must have been instructed in vaccination and 
acquired dexterity in its practice. 

The examination comprises anatomy, physiology, general pathology, 
pathologic anatomy, surgery, medicine, obstetrics, gynecology, ophthalmol- 
ogy and hygiene. In the clinical part of the examination the candidate 
on two succeeding days has to examine a patient in the presence of the 
examiner, giving the etiology, diagnosis, prognosis and treatment, imme- 
diately after which he draws up a repo»t of the result, which is counter- 
signed by the examiner. On the same day he prepares a critical report at 
home, which is presented to the examiner next morning, with the date 
and the candidate's signature affixed. For the next week he has to visit 
both patients once or twice daily. He must keep an accurate account of 
the progress and treatment of the disease, and in case the patient dies 
within the seven days he must give a written opinion of the cause of death. 
Similar clinical examinations are required in ophtholmology, obstetrics, 
pediatrics and medical disease. Passing in these qualifies the candidate 
to practice medicine. No candidate can enter for an examination after 
two rejections except in very special cases. Graduation from a German 
university giving the degree of doctor is not essential to practice, but is 
a prerequisite to the examination in state* medicine and also gives a higher 
professional standing. In order to graduate applicant must present certifi- 
cates of preliminary education, of matriculation and of four years' uni- 
versity study, as well as having passed the qualifying medical examina- 
tion. The graduation examination may be taken either before or after 
qualification, but the candidate must apply for admission previous to quali- 
fication. Tliose wishing to obtain appointments as health officers or foren- 
sic physicians are also required to pass an examination in state medicine 
and psychology, which is very stringent. This examination can not be 
taken until two years after qualification, and is limited to those having 
the doctor's dogrco, who, in the qualifying examination, obtained a mark- 
ing of "good" or 'very good," and wlio liave liad at least three montlis' ex- 
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GREAT BRITAIN. 



Tlie regultitlous as to registration aa a iiiediual student, lirell'mlnary 
e.vninination and medical education are as follows: 

Every medical student mast Ih' registered na audi by the General Sled- 
ical Conncil at the bet/inning of lila medical cnui'se. In order to register 
each must show Batisfactory proof of Iieing at least 16 years of age anil 
must have passed a preliminarji examination whipii includes the following : 
(a) English grammar, paraphrasing, composition, questions on English 
history and geography; (h) Ijitin (grammar, translation into English 
from unpreacribed Latin hooks, translation Into Latin of a continuous 
English passage and of short idiomatic English sentences) ; Ic) mathe- 
matics (arithmetic, alttebra. incinding easy quadratic equntlouR; geometry, 
including the subject-matter of Euclid i, ii, lii, and simple deductions) ; 
(d) one of the following subjects: (1) Greek (grammar, translation into 
English from uuprescribed Greek books; translation Into Greefe of short 
idiomatic English sentem-ea) ; or (2) n modern language (grammar, trans- 
lation into English from unprescrihed IkioUb: translation of a continuous 
English passage and of slii>rt idiomatic English sentences). A degree of 
any university recognized by the council will he accepted as a sufficient 
testimonial of proficiency. The period of professional atudy between the 
date of r^istration as a medical student and the date of final examination 
must be not less than five years. (The majority of students si«nd more 
than six years, many as much as seven, owing largely to the severity of 
examinations.) The course of mrdifal study and examinations must in- 
clude the following subjects: (1) [ihysies, including the elementary me- 
chanics of solids and fluids and the rudiments of heat, light and electricity ; 
(2) chemistry, including the princijiles of the science and the details which 
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Graduates of foreign medical schools must pass the state examination, 
which may be taken in Greek, French or German. 

« 

HOLLAND. 

After passing an examination in practical medicine, surgery and mid- 
wifery, at the end of his studies, gives the medical student the title of 
"Arts" and the right to practice, but not the title of doctor, which is a 
purely scientific one and is obtained only by writing a scientific thesis and 
defending it before the medical faculty of the university. Only those may 
try for the title of doctor who have a thorough knowledge in classical 
scholarship and have graduated from the "gymnasium" or passed an 
equivalent examination. The diploma of "Arts" must be recorded in the 
office of the chief inspector of public health and shown to the burgomaster 
of the commune before holder may practice. Foreign graduates are re- 
quired to pass the examination. 

HUNGARY. 

Each student must pass an examination in Latin, Greek, mathematics, 
geography, physics and history before matriculation as a medical student. 
He must then devote five years to the study of medicine and surgery, and 
pass three examinations, which are quite severe, in order to obtain the de- 
gree of "Universal Medicinal Doctor,' otherwise he conforms with the same 
laws as in Austria, {q. v.) Citizenship is required of all practitioners. 

ITALY. 

The degree of doctor granted by one of tlie 17 royal universities or 
the Royal Institute of Florence is prerequisite to practice. The course 
covers six academic years; there are 22 subjects, and the student must 
pass the examination in each subject before he is admitted to the final ex- 
amination for the "Laurea in Medicina e Chirurgia" (the M.D.). The 
preliminary medical subjects, taken in any order as desired by the stu- 
dent, are zoology, comparative anatomy and physiology, botany, physics, 
general chemistry, histology, human anatomy, human physiology, materia 
medica, general pathology, pathological anatomy, special medical pathology, 
special surgical pathology (the two latter subjects include the clinical 
teaching of physical examination and also clinical history of disease, the 
technical term for which in Italy is "Propedeutics") surgical anatomy and 
practical operations, clinical courses in medicine, surgery, obstetrics, dis- 
eases of the eye and mental diseases ; also dermatology, syphilis and legal 
medicine. The college year lasts from middle of October to end of July. 
The first fortnight and last six weeks are devoted to examination, and 
there are vacations at Christmas and Easter, leaving for the actual teach- 
ing year about 27 weeks. The required courses are mostly annual ; patho- 
logical anatomy and physiology are always biennial ; human anatomy and 
clinical medicine and surgery are always triennial. Besides the official 
or required courses there are some elective, supplementary or optional, no 
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iiiiH-13 tliim tliriv of whicli iii;i.v lie ttikeu eiidi yeiLr, iiuil must uiit iiil<-r- 
I'L're with imy requiriKi courses. Tbe viilue of tlie courses varies mucli 
in tbe universities, depending on laboratories, teacbera, hoBpitala and lim- 
ited clinical material. The profeasorB are chosen by the "Superior Council 
of Pulilic Instruction," nnd are Irremovable except for grave mlBconduct 
or at their own volition. The final examination consists of one written and 
two oral theses, all selected by the student. Failure is very rare. The 
MS), must be registered at the "PreCettura" of the district in which appli- 
cant resides. In change of residence the process Is repeated. A foreigner 
must obtain an authorization front one of the royal unlveraltleB unless he 
intends to prnetice only among foreigners, which he Is at liberty to do. 



JAPAN. 

According to a law passed May, 1906, Japan requires certain qualifica- 
tions and a license from the minister of the Interior before an outsider can 
practice medicine. Four years of medical study are the minimum require- 
ment, and the right is reserved to refuse or revoke the license In case the 
applicant Is a minor, or deaf, dumb or blind, has been Imprisoned or baa 
been flned for medical malpractice. The law provides that each physician 
must keep a record of all his patients, with name, age, residence, occupa- 
tion, disease and treatment This record must be preserved for ten years. 
The law further prohibits false announcements In regard to a physician's 
ability, and It also prohibits advertising of secret remedies by physlcians- 
Accni-dlng to a decree issued September, 1906, reciprocity is allowed with 
foreign states which admit Japanese physicians to practice, conferring the 
license without e.<a mi nation on presentation of due credentials. 



MONACO. 

In the Principality of Monaco qualifications equal to the French Diplo- 
ma of Medicine are required. Application, enclosing certified' credentials, 
must be made to the Consul of tbe Principality or to the Mayor of Monaco. 

NORWAY. 

The state exiimi nation, which is qulle severe, must be passed by any- 
one wishing to practifre medicine. The government may, however, In indi- 
vidual cases, grant permission to practice to persona who present eatlsfac- 
tory evidence of requlBlte knowledge.

PORTUGAL. 

There is one university faculty of medicine, that of Coimbra, and two 
medlco-cblrurglcal schools at Lisbon and Oporto. The medical course cov- 
ers a period of five years, extending each year from October to July. 
Matriculates must have bad seven years of preliminary education, Includ- 
ing Latin, French and German, and In addition must have studied physics, 
chemistry, xuology and botany, and In one of the three medical schools, 
mathematics. Foreigners must pass the state examination before they can 
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ROUMANIA. 

» 

To become qualilied to practice mecliciue the candidate, who, having 
first passed his baccalaureate or examination in arts, 6iust study medicine 
for five years in a medical faculty. Having passed the various examina- 
tions, he is admitted to the examination for the degree of doctor. This, 
if obtained, gives him authority to practice. Graduates of foreign schools 
must present full credentials and pass the state examination. 

RUSSIA. 

A comprehensive examination by the Medical Academy of St. Peters- 
burg, or one of the universities of Russia, is necessary before the student 
can practice. Unless he holds the degree of B.A. from a recognized uni- 
versity he must pass a preliminary examination, including Latin and Greek. 

SERVIA. 

There being hitherto no university in Servia, students desiring to study 
medicine have been obliged to study abroad. Servia recognizes only med- 
ical diplomas acquired at the universities of Paris, Vienna and Berlin. 
Degrees from universities of other countries are recognized only after an 
examination has been passed before a commission. Only Servian subjects 
may practice. 

SPAIN. 

The prospective medical student must have had six years in general 
studies, constituting the curriculum of secondary education, and are com- 
prised in the so-called Degree of Bachelor (usually taken between ages 
9 and 15). Then comes one year of "preliminary study," taking up four 
courses: Physics, general chemistry, mineralogy and botany, and zoology. 
The medical course covers six years of study for the degree of licentiate, 
and one year more for the degree of Doctor of Medicine. The ofllcial cur- 
riculum for the degree of licentiate includes the following courses: De- 
scriptive anatomy, normal histology and histo-chemistry, anatomical 
technique, embryology, physiology, general pathology with clinical attend- 
ance, materifT medica and therapeutics, morbid anatomy, medical and sur- 
gical pathology, obstetrics and gynecology, pediatrics, clinical medicine and 
surgery, diseases of the nose, ear and larnyx ; regional anatomy and opera- 
tions, hygiene, with statistics and sanitary legislation; forensic medicine, 
dermatology and syphilography. For the degree of doctor the course in- 
cludes also the following courses: Critical history of medicine, chemical 
analysis, biological chemistry, anthropology, experimental psychology. Stu- 
dents may pursue their study when and where they choose so long as they 
can pass the examination. The government, on advice of the Council on 
Public Instruction, may recognize medical work done abroad or may grant 
the temporary right to practice. At the present time foreign medical men 
must qualify in the same way as Spaniards. 

SWH3DEN. 

Graduates of foreign medical schools must pass a severe state exam- 
ination, although some reduction in curriculum may be granted.

We are informed that every in- 
formation would be afforded, and that no dldlculties are placed in the way 
of candidates. Three esaniinationa are I'eQuired. At the University of 
Zurich, as a rule, these are held as follows: The first and second at the 
latter part of January or the middle of September, and the third early 
in January or October, or the latter part of May.

TURKEY. 

No one is allowed to practice medicine unless he holds a diploma from 
the Imperial Faculty of Medicine nt Constantinople or from some recog- 
nized foreign medical college. All medical students wear military uni- 
form. The course covers six years, the first being preparatory. Examina- 
tions are held at the end of each year, and after the sisth year four differ- 
ent examinations for the d^ree of Doctor of Medicine. Two theses have 
to be presented at the fourth examination. There are two foreign provin- 
cial schools, the French and the American medical schools at Beirut, which 

' have the prlvll^e of granting degrees and the consequent right to 
practice. The examinations are conducted liy a commission from the Con- 
stantinople School of Medicine, so that their degrees are equivalent to the 
latter. Foreigners must have their diplomas examined by the Constantino- 
ple School of Medicine, must show their passport, which must have been 
(countersigned by their consular authority, and must then pass an oral ex- 
amination, after which, on payment of 500 piastres ($20.00),, they are given 
permission to practice. Tiie ex am in at ions, which are said to be fairly 
conducted, are held in French or Turkish, ;ind the candidate may have an 
Interpreter If necessary, 

SOUTH AFRICA. 

Cape Co/ (my.— Medical practice is under the control of the Colonial 
Medical Council. Admission to the n^ister is given on any diploma cov- 
ering five years' study, if the diploma entitles the holder to practice in the 
country wherein it wuS granted. The working of the law, however, prac- 
tically excludes all but British diplomas. If the diploma is satisfactory 
the council recommends the holder to the Colonial Secretary, who In due 
course records the applicant and fotwords his license. Fee for registration, 
^ pounds. 

Natal. — Only such diplomas as are registrable In the United Kingdom 
are acceptable for registration to practice, but laws are not so effectively 
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administered as in Cape Colony. Medical affairs in charge of a Medical 
Council. 

Orange River Colony, — ^Diplomas from such medical colleges as are 
satisfactory to the Colonial Medical Council are acceptable for registration. 

A new law is in operation and fairly well enforced. An annual license 
fee of 15 pounds must be paid by every practitioner. 

Rhodesia. — Registration has only been tentatively introduced, and is 
in a very undeveloped condition. Such degrees as would be acceptable 
for license in Great Britain are recognized. 

Transvaal. — ^The Colonial Secretary has medical mattiers in charge, but 
they are in a rather chaotic condition at present. 

AUSTRALIA. 

Netv South Wales.— A\\ physicians must be registered as legally quali- 
fied practitioners. Applicants must hold credentials of medical training 
acceptable to the Medical Board. The same holds with Victoria and South 
Australia. In Queensland and West Australia applicant must prove that 
he has passed through a regular course of study and has received, after 
examination, a degree or qualification to practice. In Tasmania the laws 
are more stringent, providing for registration and licensing of medical 
practitioners by a Court of Examiners, and such registration is strictly 
required. 

NEW ZEALAND. 

Registration is required to practice. Only those holding qualifications 
of the New Zealand University or who are admissible to the United King- 
dom Register are eligible to register. Graduates of foreign universities 
must give satisfactory evidence that their qualifications are equal to those 
of the New Zealand University to submit to the university final examina- 
tion. The course of professional study must have extended over at least 
five years. 

MINOR BRITISH COLONIES. 

Africa, East and West Coast of. — No regulations. Government efforts 
exerted toward stopping dangerous practices of native medicine men and 
witch doctors. 

Bahama Islands. — Registration is required and penalties are provided 
for practicing without first being duly registered. No examination is re- 
quired where applicant presents satisfactory credentials of graduation from 
a medical school legally incorporated in the country wherein it is located. 
Other physicians may be registered as "unqualified practitioners," but a 
list of such is publicly exhibited annually in the Official Gazette. 

British Honduras. — Rogistraticm is re<iuired of all practitioners. Med- 
ical affairs are iu charge of a medical conunittee. 

British Guiana. — Has a thorough medical organization. Only medical 
men who are already registered in the United Kingdom are admitted X,o 
the register. 

^riti$h N,ew Guinea., — lias no medical acts. 
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Ceylon. — Under an ordlaance approved July, 1905, regletratlon 1b re- 
quired to practice, aucl anyone not so qnnlifled who proponea to practice 
or hold biniself as ready and willing to treat patients is liable to prosecu- 
tion. The register la in chaise of the Ceylon Medical College, and no 
foreign degrees or qualifications are acceptable unless the foreign state or 
country recognizes the certificate of Ceylon. 

Cj/prus. — RegiBtratloa Is required and any person may secure It who 
holds qualifications which permit him to practice wbere such quaUficationH 
were obtained. 

Falkland Islands. — Medical Act of the United Kingdom considered to 
be In force, but there Is no special local Medical Act. 

Fiji Isltmde. — Now provides medical education for natives. Medical 
practice now controlled by government, and r^istration is required. Any- 
one entitled to practice in the United Kingdom or British colonies may 
claim admission. 

Gibraltar. — Registration Is required, and. there are moderately strin- 
gent regntatlone. 

Hongkong. — Medical practice is controlled by a Medical Board. A 
register has been established, to which any duly qualified practitioner, 
upon proof of such qualification, may obtain admission. 

Leeward Islands. — Has an act regulating medical practice, passed in 
1903, limiting practice to persons who would be entitled to practice in the 
United Kingdom. 

Malta. — Registration Is required. There is a schedule of quallflcatious 
and a Medical Board controlling medical education. There Is a medical 
school located there. 

MauTitius and 81. Helena. — Registration is required nod a heavy fine 
for unregistered practice, but there la no Medical Act. 

Seychelles Island. — Those holding quaiificationa ncceptable to the chief 
medical officer are admitted to the register. 

Straits Seltlemcwfs.— Rcgistrutioa is required to practice, and anyone 
not BO qualified who professes to practice or who holds himself ready and 
willing to treat patients is liable to prosecution. 

West Indian Islands, Bahama, Bermuda Inlands. Etc. — There Is no 
register, and anyone may practice, but only those having quailBcatioas 
r^atrable tn the United KingdoLn lany recover fees at law. (Bahama 
Islands, see page 116.) 

Windward /sfaarf'.— There is a Medical Act in f'>rce, and registration 
is required.

Such certifi- 
cate shall be issued on the same terms and conditions as others, ex- 
cept that the applicant therefor shall not be required to pass an 
examination in materia medica, nor shall the college from which 
he presents a diploma be required to conform to the standard fixed 
by said Board as to instructions in materia medica, but such col- 
lege shall so conform in all other branches of instruction. Such 
license shall not authorize the holder thereof to administer or pre- 
scribe or use on one other than himself any drugs or medicines, 
and any such administration, prescription or use of any drug or 
medicine by the person holding such limited license shall be prac- 
ticing medicine without a license, and such person shall be pun- 
ished therefor as others are punished for practicing medicine 
without a license : Provided, further. That any person now hold- 
ing a diploma issued from any college of osteopathy in the United 
States, and [who] is [now] a resident of the State of Indiana, 
shall be granted a certificate and license to practice osteopathy 
upon presenting his diploma to said Board and Clerk and paying 
the fee required by this act.

Whereas, By the amendments of 1901 to the medical act, the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination may grant 
limited certificates which will authorize the proper clerk to issue 
a license to practice osteopathy only; and, 

Whereas, It is provided by the law that **such certificate shall 
be issued on the same terms and conditions as others, except that 
the applicant therefor shall not be required to pass an examina- 
tion in materia medica, nor shall the college from which he pre- 
sents a diploma be requirt^d to conform to the standard fixed by 
said Board as to instructions in materia medica, but such college 
shall so conform in all other branches of instruction; therefore, 

''Resolved, That all applicants for registration to practice oste- 
opathy in the State of Indiana and the colleges from which they 
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procured their diplomas must compl}'^ with the schedules of mini- 
mum requirements in force at the time of application, except in so 
far as pertains to materia medica." 

Inasmuch as the law regulating the practice of medicine, sur- 
gery and obstetrics in Indiana was, in 1901, so amended as to ex- 
empt from examination applicants for registration to practice 
osteopathy, who were, on March 11, 1901, residents of this State 
and possessed of diplomas from any osteopathic college in the 
United States; therefore, in order to establish what constitutes 
such college, 

Resolved, That the diplomas of such applicants must have been 
issued by institutions possessing equipment and a curriculum 
equal to that fixed by the Associated Colleges of Osteopathy, as set 
• forth by its constitution in 1898. 

Resolved, That graduates of osteopathic colleges in good stand- 
ing, who matriculated therein prior to March 11, 1901, and who 
have, in all other respects, complied with the requirements of this 
Board of Registration, be and are eligible to examination as to 
qualification for registration: Provided, That on and after said 
date a certificate of qualification to practice osteopathy will be 
issued to an applicant therefor on the same terms and conditions 
as others, except that he shall not be required to pass the exami- 
nation in materia medica, nor shall the college from which he pre- 
sents a diploma be required to have conformed to the standard 
fixed by this Board as to instructions in materia medica, but such 
college shall have so conformed in all other branches of instruc- 
tion. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, That within sixty days after this law goes into effect 
it shall be the duty of the Governor to appoint an additional mem- 
ber of the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
which Board shall thereafter consist of six members, each of whom 
shall serve as heretofore for a term of office of four years, and 
until his successor shall have been appointed and qualified. The 
additional member so appointed shall be a reputable practicing
